Mr.  Willard  moved  that  tbe  Secretary  of  State  Rdmiiiialetr 
to  the  members  of  the  Convention,  the  oath  of  office. 

Mr.  Giddinga  moved  thut  the  oath  to  be  administered  be  'm.. 
the  following  form: 

"  Ton  do  solemnly  swear  that  you  will  mipport  the  Consti--- 
tulion  of  the  United  States,  and  that  yen  will  faithfully  dis- 
eharge  ihe  duties  of  delegate  to  this  Convention,  to  the  best  of- 
yoiir  ability." 

Mr.  PrJEgle  moved  aa  a  substitute,  that  the  oath  to  be  ad- 
ministered be  the  Constitutional  oath  of  oiHce  prescribed  bj 
the  present  Constitution  cf  thia  S:ate; 

Which  waa  agreed  to. 

The  molion  authorizing  the  Secretary  of  State  to  administer. 
the  oath  then  prevailed,  and  the  .delegates  present,  severallj 
presented  themselves,  qualified  and  took  their  seata, 

Mr.  Giddinga  ofTered  the  following  resolatlon,  which  wa& 
adopted: 

EesdKed,  That  tbe  Convention  now  proceed  to  elect  by  baUofe^ 
a  Preeident  of  this  Constitutional  Convention. 

Mr.  hiussey  moved  that  the  Chair  appoint  three  tellers,  to  rsr-- 
oeive  and  ccuut  tbe  ballots; 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

The  chair  appointed  as  such  tellers,  Messrs.  Mussey,  McCon- . 
nell  and  Pringle.

Mr.  Bimoy  moved  that  a  committso  of  two  ha  appointed  by 
ttie  Chair,  to  wait  upon  the  PrcBident  elect  and  conduct  him  to 
tlie  chair; 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

The  Preeident  pro  tern,  appointed  aa  aach  committee,  Mesars 
Birney  and  WcClelland. 

Upon  taking  the  chair,  the  President  elect  addressed  the 
Convention  as  follows : 

Gentlbmeb  of  the  Cosvbstios:— For  tho  honor  yon  have 
conferred  npon  me,  in  calling  me  to  pemaanently  preside  over 
your  deliberations,  I  return  you  my  sincere  and  heartfelt 
thanks.  I  feel  that  the  choice  is  far  more  complimentary  to 
me,  than  I  am  equal  to  the  duties  it  imposes.  Sent  here  by 
the  soTereignty  of  tba  State,  guided  by  the  counsels  of  wisdom 
and  solid  reason,  animated  by  a  deep  regard  for  the  public 
welfare,  I  doubt  not  that  you  will  mould  and  remodel  our 
State  Constitution,  bo  that  it  shall  meet  the  increased  and 
increasing  wants  of  our  noble  Commonwealib,  and  the  appro- 
val of  your  consUtnents,  and  ever  stand  an  evidence  of  yonr 
wisdom  and  sagacity,  and  a  monument  of  justice  and  of  right. 
Again  thaniing  you  for  this  distinguished  mark  of  your  confi- 
dence and  esteem,  relyuig  upon  your  patience,  forbearance 
and  coSperation,  and  trnstrng  that  all  your  efforta  may  con- 
tribute to  tho  public  good,  and  that  tne  blessing  of  Heaven 
may  attend  each  of  you,  I  assume  the  dutiaa  your  partiality 
(iBS  BO  kindly  assigned  to  me.

Mr.  Pringle  offered  the  followlDg  resolutiouj  which  was 
adopted: 

Besolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  special  committee  of  seven, 
to  ascertain  and  report  the  number  of  reporters  who  will  be 
needed  to  Beoara  verbatim  reports  of  all  the  proeaedioga  of 
this  Convention,  the  compensntion  they  will  require,  and  the 
probable  expense  of  printing  1000  copies  of  the  report  daily, 
for  the  nee  of  the  Convention,  and  t!>at  such  committee  be 
nlBO  instructed  to' recommend  the  manner  in  which  reporters 
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Ehall  bo  employed  and  tha  names  cf  cno  or  laore  snltable  per- 
sons to  ba  employed  far  that  purpiae. 

The  Presitlent  appointed  as  such  committas,  Ms^jsrs.  Prisgle, 
Pratt,  Longyear,  Mortoo,  Richmond,  Aldrich  and  Djvins. 

Mr.  Turner  offered  the  fcllowmg  resolution,  which  was 
adopted: 

Eesclved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  instructed  to  causa  ■ 
to  be  published  in  one  pamphlet,  two  hundred  copies  of  the 
Constittitiona  of  1835  and  1850,  -with  tha  amGndmants  thereto,, 
for  the  use  of  the  Convention, 

Mr.  Walker  offered  the  following  reaolution ;

Mr.  Ferris  also  offered  the  following  i-eaolation,  1^111011  waa 
adopted: 

Besolixd,  That  tlio  Commiasioner  of  tlie  State  Land  Office  ba 
reqaested  to  report,  £st  an  early  day,  to  the  ConTentioii,  the 
(joantil.y  ol  uEapptopriated  State  lands  of  the  several  classeB, 
together  with  the  quantiliea  of  swamp  l&nda  appropriated  and 
contracted  for  building  toads. 

Mr.  Ferris  also  offered  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
-not  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  report, 
at  an  early  day,  to  the  Conrentioii,  the  number  of  foreign  fire 
inanranco  conipanies  doing  hnsinesa  in  thia  State,  their  names, 
location,  capital  and  the  name  and  address  of  eaoli  resident 
genercd  agent  of  SDch  companies. 

Mr.  Ferris  also  offered  the  foUowing  rosolotion,  which  was 
adopted: 

■HesolKedjIlha.t  ths  Secretary  ol  State  be  reqneated  to  report, 
at  an  early  day,  to  the  Convention,  the  name  and  location  of 
each  railroad  within  the  State  thct  hts  bo^n  granted  pu1)Uo> 
lands  l-y  the  United  States,  together  with  dates  of  tlie  organi- 
'zationof  such  comp^es,  and  the  qaantity  of  land  granted;, 
-whether  any  of  them  hare  received  estensicns  of  time,  and 
ralao  for  what  sections  of  each  of  said  roads  each  cxtenBions 
have  been  given. 

Mr.  Ferris  also  offered  the  foHowirg  resolntion,  which  yras 
not  adopted: 

Sesolved,  Tbat  his  Esceilenoy,  the  Governor,  be  requested 
to  communicato  to  the  Convention  eueh  information  as  may 
be  found  in  the  Executive  department,  as  to  the  numberjjoEmes 
and  loeaiton^f  the  niUroadaand  plaokjioads within  this  State 
that  have  been  aid^j  by-lftwd-tasation  or  manicipal  bonds, 
the  amount  of  such  aid,  and  such  information  generally  in 
that  regard,  from  the  Executive  department,  asmaybeaervice- 
-able  to  tho  ConTention.

BEPOUTS    OF    SELECT    COMinTTJfES. 

The  special  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  certain  matters 
relating  to  Ibo  number  and  compensation  of  reporters,  and  the 
expense  of  printing  1,000  copies  of  the  report  daily,  respectfully 
report  that  from  the  beet  information  they  can  obtain,  one 
or  two  reporters  will  probably  be  able,  for  snme  days,  to  per- 
lorm  these  duties,  but  that  three  or  more  will  probably  be  re- 
quired before  the  close  cf  the  Convention;  that  the  compensa- 
tion of  reporters  is  largely  riepefident  upon  the  skill  and 
experience  called  into  requisition;  that  first  class  reporters  ex- 
pect and  ordinarily  receive  a  compensation  equal  to  the  rate  of 
$5,000  per  annum,  but  that  many  who  are  called  good  reporters 
ftre  willing  to  receive  smaller  sums  for  their  work. 
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The  commUtcG  have  no  certain  data  by  which  lo  predict  the 
length  of  the  daily  reports,  but  for  the  pnrpose  of  aa  estimate, 
they  have  assumed  that  the  average  length  wJit  be  equal  to 
twelve  pagag,  est  solid,  of  the  daily  jourBal  The  daily  expense 
of  compoaitioa  and  press  work  for  1,000  copies  of  such  an 
amonnt  of  matter  would  be,  according  to  present  contract 
prices,  about  $34  IC,  and  for  paper  $20  84  more,  or  $55  per 
diem.  Each  additional  1,000  copies  would  cost  about  $23. 
Twelve  such  pages  would  mate  about  twenty-six  and  two-thurd 
pages  of  a  book  like  that  cootaining  the  debates  of  tbe  Conati- 
tnUonal  Convention  of  1860.  Thirty  working  days  ot  such  a 
session  would  produce  a  volume  of  80  0  pages;  eisty  working 
days,  two  such  volumes. 

The  committee  have  received  propositions  from  Wm.  Blair 
Lord,  of  New  York,  in  behalf  of  himself,  and  David  W.  Brown, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  from  A.  and  W.  H.  Brapier,  of  South 
Bend,  Indiana.  Each  proposition  is  to  make  the  report  for 
eighty  cents  per  ICOO  ems,  printer's  measure.  Tbe  Messrs. 
Drapier  also  submit  an  alternative  proposition  to  furnish  the 
requisite  force  for  ten  dollars  per  day  for  each  reporter.  They 
also  propose  not  to  iaeludo  in  their  charges,  such  speeches  as  * 
members  may  prepare  wholly  themselves,  if  they  are  notified, 
so  as  not  to  bo  required  to  take  notss.  The  committee  do  not 
regard  the  alteruative  proposition  of  thcsei  gentlemen  a  safe 
one  to  be  acted  upon,  nor  do  they  deem  the  exception  proposed 
as  likely  to  be  any  considerablo  savitig  of  expense  to  the  State. 
The  expense  of  the  employment  of  either  of  tbeaa  rival  ap- 
pUcants  would  bo  abont  $1,598  40  for  their  services,  if  the 
debates  should  fill  800  pages  of  a  volume  like  that  published 
in  1860,  or  twice  that  amount  for  twice  the  number  of  pages. 

The  compensation  demanded  is  large  in  comparison  with  the 
sums  usually  paid  to  the  officers  of  Legislative  and  other 
public  bodies,  and  Iho  Convention  can  only,  in  the  opinion  of 
tke  committee,  be  juatiSed  in  paying  it,  on  the  ground  that  tbe 
proper  performance  of  the  work  requires  a  high  degree  of 
professional  skill. 
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MeBsrs.  Lord  and  Brown  are  exparieoeeS  reporters,  who  have 
for  several  years  been  employed  in  the  Houso  of  Rspresenta- 
tivea  at  WaBhington,  as  reporters  for  the  Congressional  Globe.- 
Mr.  Lord  had  been  previously  employed  in  tbo  Senate,  the- 
Kansas  Investigating  Committee  of  1856,  the  Iowa  Constito-- 
tional  Convention  of  185T,  the  Slaryland  Constitnlional  Con- 
vention of  186*,  and  in  many  other  places  demanding  the 
exercise  of  the  highest  still  in  his  profession.  Mr.  Brown  was, 
before  bis  employment  at  Washington,  for  Bom%  years  an  official- 
reporter  in  the  Pennsylvania  Legislature.  Mr.  Lord  is  vouched- 
for  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner  by  the  entire  delegation 
from  Michigan  in  tho  38th  and  39th  Congress  and  by  other 
well  known  citizens  who  became  acquainted  with  him  while  in 
the  performance  of  bia  duties  at  Washington.  Equally  saiis- 
fflotory  recommendations  of  Mr.  Brown  are  given  by  such  of 
tiie  same  gentlemen  as  the  committee  have  been  able  to  meet. 
The  Messrs.  Drapier  have  been  employed  in  several  vrestem 
oonventioDB  aed  other  places,  and  claim  to  be  experienced  and  ■ 
first  olasfl  reporters,  bnt  the  committee  have  not  had  oppor- 
tanities  of  esamyiing  their  work,  or  of  perusing  testimoniais 
produced  by  them. 

Tho  committee,  in  view  of  all  the  circumstaneea,  recommend 
the  employment  of  Messrs.  Lord  and  Brown,  by  the  adoption 
of  the  following  resolution: 

Besolved,  That  William  Blair  Lord,  of  New  York,  and  David 
Wolfe  Brown,  of  Philadelphia,  be  appointed  and  employed  as 
official  reporters  of  this  Convention,  to  make  verbatim  reports . 
of  all  its  debates  and  proceedings,. they  to  employ  all  needful 
assistance  and  to  supply  the  printer  with  copy  aa  fast  as  he 
may  be  able  to  use  it,  they  also  to  correct  proofs  and  in  all 
things  relating  to  their  report  of  the  debates  and  proceedings 
of  the  Convention  to  be  governed  by  such  rules  and  orders  aa 
the  Convention  may  make,  andto  receive  as  full  compensation 
for  their  services,  the  sum  of  eighty  cents  per  thousand  ems, , 
for  the  printed  matter,  estimated  as  though  set  in  solid  type, .

RuiE  16. — All  incidental  questions  of  order,  arising  after  a 
motion  ie  made  for  the  preTiona  question,  during  the  pendency 
of  such  motion,  or  after  the  Convention  shall  have  determined 
that  the  main  qucation  shall  now  be  put,  shall  be  decided, 
-whether  on  appeal  or  otherwise,  without  debate. 

EcLE  17. — Petitions,  memorials,  and  other  papers  addressed 
to  the  Convention,  shall  be  presented  by  the  President  or  a 
member  in  his  place,  with  a  brief  statement  of  the  contenta, 
und  the  name  of  the  member  presenting  the  same  endorsed 


Rule  18. — When  the  President  is  putting  the  question,  no 
member  shall  walk  out  of  or  across  the  house;  nor  when  a 
member  is  spealdng,  shall  any  person  entertain  any  private  dis- 
course, or  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

EuLE  19. — If  the  question  in  debate  contain  several  propo- 
sitions, any  member  may  have  the  same  divided. 

RcLE  20.— A  member  called  to  order'by  the  Chair,  shall  im- 
mediately take  hie  seat  unless  permitted  to  explain,  and  the 
■Convention,  if  appealed  to,  shall  decide  the  case.  If  there  be 
JIG  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be  submitted  to* 
On  an  appeal,  no  member  shall  speai  more  than  once  without 
leave  of  the  Convention,  and  when  a  member  is  called  to  order 
for  offensive  language,  there  shall  be  no  debate. 

EuiE  21. — When  the  Convention  shall  have  reached  the 
general  orders  of  the  day,  they  shall  go  into  committee  of  the 
whole  upon  such  orders,  or  a  particular  order  designated  by  a 
vote  ot  the  Convention;  and  no  other  business  shall  bo  in 
order  until  the  whole  are  considered  or  passed,  or  the  com- 
mittee rise;  and  unless  a  particular  subject  is  ordered  up,  the 
committee  of  the  whole  shf^  consider,  act  upon,  or  pass  the 
■  general  orders  according  to  the  order  of  their  reference.  In 
iforming  a  committee  of  theiwhole,  the  President  shall  appoint 
a  chairman  topreside. 
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Etjle  22.— Propositions  committed  to  the  committee  of  the 
■whole  shall  first  be  read  through  by  the  Secretary,  and  then 
read  and  debated  by  clauses.  AJI  amendments  shaU  be  en- 
tered on  a  separate  paper,  and  so  reported  to  the  Convention 
by  the  Chairman,  standing  in  his  place. 

KuLE  23.^The  roles  of  the  Convention  shall  be  observed  in 
committee  of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable, 
except  that  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  not  be  caUed,  nor  the 
previous  question  enforced.  The  Convention  may  at  any  time, 
fcy  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  present,  provide  for 
the  discharge  of  the  committee  of  the  whole  from  the  farther 
consideration  of  any  subject  referred  to  it,  after  acting  without 
■debate  on  all  amendments  pending,  and  that  may  be  offered. 

BuLE  24.— A  jonrnal  of  the  proceedings  in  committee  of  the

Rule  25.— A  motion  that  the  committee  rise  shaU  always  bo 
■in  order,  and  shall  be  decided  vrithout  debate,  and  if  decided 
in  the  affirmative,  the  Chairman  shaU  report  the  action  of  the 
committee,  either  upon  the  article  or  section  or  sections  had 
under  consideration,  as  the  committee  of  the  -whole  shall 
direct. 

Edle  26.— All  questions,  whether  in  committee  or  in  the 
Convention,  shaU  be  put  in  the  order  they  were  moved,  except 
in  the  case  of  privileged  questions.

EcLE  28.— Any  member  having  voted  with  the  majority,  may 
move  a  reconsideration;  and  a  motion  for  reconsideratioa 
ehall  be  decided  by  a  majority  of  votes. 

EoLE  2a— All  orders,  rosoluUons  and  motions,  shaU  be  m- 
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tered  on  the  Journals  of  the  Convention,  ■with  the  name  of 
the  member  moving  the  same. 

EoLE  30.— Ko  rule  of  the  Convention  shall  be  suspended, 
altered  or  amended,  withoat  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
the  members  present. 

Ettle  31.— Upon  a  call  of  the  Convention,  the  names  of  the 
members  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary,  and  the  absentees 
noted;  but  no  excuse  shall  be  made  until  the  Convention  shall 
be  fully  eaUed  over;  then  the  absentees  shall  be  called  the 
second  time,  and  if  still  absent,  excuses  may  be  heard,  and 
if  no  sufficient  excuse  be  made,  the  absentees  may,  by  order 
of  those  present,  if  there  be  fifteen  members  present,  be  taken 
into  custody  wherever  found  by  the  Serge ant-afc-Ai-ms. 

EuLE  32.— The  rules  of  parhamentary  practice  comprised  in 
.Jefferson's  Manual  shall  govern  the  Convention  in  all  eases  to 
which  they  arc  applicable,  and  when  they  are  not  incon- 
sistent with  the  standing  rules  and  orders  of  this  Convention. 

EcLE  33. — The  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  taisn  upon  any  ques- 
tion, whenever  demanded  by  tea  members,  and  when  so  de- 
mMided  on  any  question,  every  member  within  the  bar  shall 
vote  for  or  against  the  same,  unless  the  Convention  shall 
excuse  him. 

EoLE  3-1.— A  majority  of  the  members  elected  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  less 
number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day. 

Rule  35. — Every  article  shall  receive  three  several  readings, 
previous  to  its  being  passed;  and  the  second  and  third  read- 
ings shall  be  on  different  days,  and  the  third  reading  shall  be 
on  a  day  subsequent  to  that  in  which  it  has  passed  a  committee 
of  the  whole,  unless  the  Convention,  by  a  vote  of  two-thirda 
of  the  members  present,  shall  otherwise  direct;  and  no  article 
shall  be  declared  adopted  without  the  votes  of  a  majority  of 
all  the  members  elect.

— When  an  article  shall  have  reached  the  order  of 
third  reading,  it  shall  be  referred  to  tho  committee  on  Arrange- 
ment and  Phraseology,  for  arrangement,  correction  and  en- 
grossment, before  it  shall  be  placed  upon  its  final  passage. 

EuLE  38.-— The  several  articles,  after  their  final  passage,  shall 
be  referred  to  the  committee  on  Arrangement  and  Phraseology 
for  numerical  arrangement,  in  their  appropriate  order,  and 
shall  be  reported  back  to  the  Convention  for  its  final  action 
upon  the  Constitntion  as  an  entirety.

The  commitlee  on  printing,  to  irhom  was  referred  the  reso- 
lution to  recommend  the  form  and  manner  in  which  the  pro- 
ceedings and  debitos  shall  he  puWiahed,  report  in  favor  of  the 
form  of  the  debates  published  in  book  form  in  the  Congresshru^ 
Globe,  aad  recommrnd  the  adoption  of  the  same.

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To  the  President  and  Members  of  the  GonstUulioncU  Convention  of 

Michigan,  in  session  at  Lansing: 

The  General  Asacciatioa  of  Michigan,  in  session  at  Kalama- 
zoo, May,  1867,  would  introduce  itself  to  your  honorable  body, 
as  being  an  association  of  over  one  hnndrod  and  fifty  Congre-  . 
gational  ChurcTies,  numbering  some  Diao  thousand  memb&rs 
and  one  hundred  and  forty  ministers  of  the  gospel;  and  speak- 
.  ing  in  behalf  of  such  a,  constituency,  would  respectfully  memo- 
rialize your  honorable  body  as  follows: 

First — On  Suffrage:  We  bold  as  among  our  deepest  convic- 
tions, founded  upon  absolute  justice,  that  all  the  citizens  of  oat

Secondly — Agaisst  license  of  the  traffic  in  intoxicating  liquors: 
"We  rejoice  that  the  present  Constitution  of  this  State  forbids 
Buch  license. 

The  laws  of  our  State  forbidding  such  traffic,  bring  offenders 
before  a  magistracy  so  liable  to  be  swayed  by  surroimdiog  in- 
fluences, as  to  make  conviction  difficult  if  not  impossible,  rather 
than  before  a  higher  and  independent  court.  Wo  therefore 
conceive  that  the  benefits  of  prohibition  have  not  been  fully 
tested,  and  ask  that  the  present  constitutional  provision  in  this 
matter  be  continued  rather  than  a  license  system  adopted, 
which,  while  it  may  restrain  some,  will  give  a  dangerous  respect- 
ability to  the  traffic.  Great  as  is  the  traffic  in  this  trade,  no 
Buccess  in  the  bnaineas  can  countervail  the  damage  likely  to 
come  by  .licensing  it.  Against  this  damage,  the  communities  of 
our  State  have  a  right,  through  the  action  of  year  honorable 
body,  to  defend  tbemBelveB. 
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Speaking  in  behalf  our  chnrcheB,  we  tima  espreaa  ourselves, 
hoping  that  like  views  obtain  in  your  Convention.

them  annually  for  their  services,  including  the  amount  paid 
them  for  extra  work;  also  the  amount  paid  in  each  of  said 
yeara  for  boots,  blanks  and  stotionery;  also  the  amount  paid 
janitors  or  porters,  and  all  other  expenses  incident  to  his  office 
during  each  of  said  years. 

In  pursuance  of  the  aboxe  resolution  I  have  the  honor  to 
report  that  the  average  number  of  clerks  employed  in  the 
Anditor  General's  ofSce  during  the  years  designated,  was  re- 
spectively 21  1-3,  22  5-12,  and  23  1-24.  The  total  amount  paid 
for  their  services  for  the  corresponding  years  was  $23,064  05, 
$23,083  43,  and  $24,701  40. 

The  accounts  for  books,  blanks,  stationery,  &c.,  for  the  use 
of  this  office;  also  the  account  of  the  janitor;  alBO  the  accounts 
covering  the  incidental  expenses  of  the  office,  are  allowed  and 
audited  by  the  Board  of  Auditors.

A  very  large  portion,  however,  of  the  blanks  charged  to  the 
account  of  the  Auditor  General's  ofSce,  are  blanks  furnished 
the  counties  for  their  use.

"  Whereas,  It  is  the  opinion  of  this  Common  Council  that, 
by  the  means  of  a  properly  framed  license  law  for  the  tegnla- 
tion  of  places  where  liquors  are  kept  for  sale,  t'he  nnmber  of 
sneh  places  might  be  greatly  reduced,  and  the  revenue  derived 
from  those  remaining  he  made  to  pay  the  large  police  tax  of 
the  city,  thereby  lessening  the  chances  for  evil  and  rendering 
these  places  subjective  to  law  and  order,  whilst  Ihey  themselves 
would  thna  be  compelled  to  contribute  the  means  to  defray  the 
expenses  attending  the  enforcement  of  their  government;

■wMcli  lie  has  been  placed.  I  therefore  move  you  that  he  be 
invited  to  ^occupy  a  seat  on  the  floor  of  the  Convention  during 
his  sojourn  in  the  city,  and  that  a  recess  of  ten  minutes  be  now 
taken  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  members  to  be  introduced  to 
him  by  the  President  of  the  Convention. 

The  motion  was  unanimously  adopted;  and  the  Convention 
accordingly  took  a  recess. 

[Mr.  Colfax  having  been  conducted  to  the  President's  desk, 
the  President  said:] 

Gentlemen  oe  the  Coj^'entios:  For  the  first  time  in  a  long 
period  of  years,  tbe  popular  branch  of  the  National  Legislature 
for  three  successive  terms  has  chosen  the  same  person  to  pre- 
side over  its  dehberatious.  The  recipient  of  this  mark  of  con- 
fidence at  the  bands  of  Congress  after  Congres?,  some  of  which 
have  been  as  able  as  any  that  ever  assembled  under  tbe  Coi^ti- 
tution,  is  one  who,  by  his  talents  and  acquirements,  by  his  ex- 
alted patriotism,  by  his  deep  devotion  to  tbe  public  interest,  by 
bis  sympathy  with  humanity,  has  won  for  himself  a  proud  place 
in  the  affections  of  the  people  of  this  nation,  and  now  justly  ranks 
aa  one  of  the  foremost  of  the  statesmen  of  America.  At  your  com- 
mand, unanimously  made,  I  have  tbe  pleasure  to  introduce  to 
you  this  distinguished  gentleman— Hon.  Scujler  Colfax,  of  Li- 
diana.  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eeprceentatives  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  [Loud  applause,  continuing  for  some  time.] 
Hon.  Schuyler  Coltax,  in 'responding,  said: 
Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  oe  the  Convention:  I  thank 
you  with  sincere  feebnga  of  a  grateful  heart  for  tbe  distin- 
guiabed  mark  of  your  confidence  and  regard  vrith  which  I  have 
been  honored.  I  thank  especially  tbe  gentleman  (Mr.  Mc- 
CLELLiND)  who  spoke  so  kindly  of  me  in  submitting  the  motion 
which  he  offered— a  gentleman  whom  I  have  known  in  years 
paat,  serving  not  only  the  State  of  Michigan  in  the  National 
councils,  but  the  country  at  large  in  tbe  Cabinet  of  tbe  Na- 
tional Executive,  and  three  tunes,  I  believe,  a  member  of  con- 
ventions to  frame  the  fundamental  law  of  the  State  of  which_ 
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he  is  an  honored  citizen.  I  thank  your  President  also,  for  the 
too  partial  manner  in  -which  he  has  spoken  of  my  poor  sarrices 
to  that  coimtrj  which  we  all  love  so  much  in  our  heart  of 
hearts.' 

I  have  felt  an  interest  in  the  proceedings  of  this  body  sitting 
here  at  your  State  Capital,  for  a  double  reason:  Fu-st,  because 
thirty  years  of  my  hfe  have  been  spent  upon  your  immediate 
border,  within  a  stone's  throw  as  it  were  of  the  territorial  limits 
of  your  Peninsular  State;  and  secondly,  because  my  first  con- 
nection with  public  affairs  was  in  a  body  similar  to  this,  assem- 
bled at  the  State  Capital  of  Indiana,  to  frame  the  Constitntion 
under  which  we  now  live.  I  have  felt  and  appreciated,  as  doubt- 
less al!  of  you  have,  the  gravity  of  the  subjects  which  come  be- 
fore a  body  hke  this  for  its  deliberation  and  settlement.  They 
are  indeed  no  ordinary  questions.  They  rise  in  importance  and 
dignity  far  beyond  those  questions  which  claim  the  attention  of 
legislative  bodies  throughout  our  land.  Here  you  are  to  settle 
for  generations,  and  perhaps  for  even  longer  periods  of  time,  ths 
fundamental  principles  of  the  supreme  law  of  your  State,  to  re- 
establish the  comer  stones  on  which  the  structure  of  legislation 
shaU  properly  be  builded.  And  if  those  who  assemble  in  Sen- 
ate chambers  and  Eepresentaive  halls  are  clothed  with  respon- 
sible duties  in  representing  the  thousands  and  hundreds  of 
thousands  who  entrust  their  interests  to  their  hands,  how  much 
more  solemn  and  grave  and  far-reaching  are  the  responsi- 
bilities that  cluster  around  you— to  make  laws  here  which  are  not 
to  be  changed  at  each  successive  year,  but  which  are  to  remain, 
so  far  as  human  legislation  can  be,  permanent  and  immutable; 
which  shall  proclaim  to  the  Union  and  the  world  the  principles 
on  which  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Michigaji  shall  be 
based.  For  States  and  nations  are  always  judged  by  those  out- 
side of  their  Hmits  by  the  fundamental  principles  of  their  su- 
preme law.  It  has  seemed  to  me  that  legislation  like  that  which 
engrosses  your  thoughts  here  in  this  council  chamber  may  be 
regarded  as  bearing  to  the  ordinary  legislation  of  a  State  some- 
what the  same  relation  as  do  the  eternal  hills  to  the  streams 
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that  flow  from  their  valleys  and  ravines — the  first  permanent 
and  lasting,  the  latter  divei^ing  here  and  there  to  the  right  and 
then  back  to  the  left,  aa  obstmctions  turn  their  channels,  bat 
at  the  same  time  ever  drawing  their  supplies  from  the  eTerlast- 
jng  bills,  tlielr  great  fountain  head. 

Within  the  few  days  that  I  have  spent  in  your  State,  I  have 
heard,  from  men  of  all  parties,  commendation  of  this  dehberative 
body.  I  have  again  and  again  heard  it  remarked  that  in  weight 
of  character,  in  sound  judgment,  in  abstinence  from  those  angry 
and  violent  discussions  which  so  often  sweep  like  a  storm  over 
pubhc  assemblies,  yon  stand  conspicuous  among  the  deHber- 
ative  bodies  that  have  convened  in  this  State,  and  that  the  high- 
eat  hopes  are  entertained  that  from  you  shall  emanate  a  consti- 
tution to  be  not  only  crowned  with  the  popular  applause,  but  to 
be  hailed  by  your  children  and  your  children's  children  as  wor- 
thy not  alone  of  its  framers  but  of  that  historic  age  in  which 
our  lot  has  been  cast. 

I  bid  you,  so  far  as  I,  a  stranger,  have  the  right  to  do  so, 
goodspeed  and  Godspeed  in  all  your  labors,  trusting  that  your 
single  aim  may  be,  as  doubtless  it  will  be,  the  glory  and  the 
honor  of  your  State,  that  you  may  estabHsh  your  Constitution 
upon  those  sore  and  immutablo  foundation-stones,  justice  and 
right,  which  shall  enable  it  to  withstand  tlie  storms  of  time,  and 
that  in  fnture  years  those  who  come  after  you  to  the  Capital  may 
point  to  your  work,  and  echo  what  I  tnist  will  be  the  response 
that  shah  meet  you  ah  when  you  return  to  yom'  constituents— 
the  response  dearer  than  all  else  to  the  heart  of  every  true  and 
worthy  pubhe  servant, — "Well  done,  good  and  faithful  serv- 
Tants  1" 

I  will  not  detain  you  longer  from  your  duties;  but  I  thank 
you  again  sincerely  and  cordially,  for  the  kind  and  unanimous 
manner  in  which  you  have  welcomed  me,  on  my  first  visit  to 
your  State  Capitoh—  [Enthusiastic  and  long-continued  appkuse.]

Mr.  McClelland,  by  unanimous  consent,  offered  the  following 
resolution,  which  was  adopted: 

Sesolved,  That  the  committee  on  cities  and  villages,  be  in- 
structed to  inquire  into  the  expediency  of  giving  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  ofBcers  of  the  cities  to  the  mayors  thereof  respect- 
ively, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  common  council, 
especially  where  the  popuktion  exceeds  10,000  inhabitants. 

Mr.  McClellflJid,  by  unanimous  consent,  offered  the  follownig 
resolution: 

Besolved,  That  the  committee  on  State  ofBcers  be  instructed 
to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  inserting  in  the  Constitution 
some  such  provisions  as  are  contained  in  the  following  article: 

There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Governors  of  Prisons,  who  shall 
have  the  charge  and  superintendence  of  the  State  Prisons,  and 
power  to  appoint  the  wardens  or  principal  keepers  thereof  and 
the  chaplains,  clerks  and  physicians  therein,  and  the  power  of 
removing,  for  cause,  the  ofBcers  above  named  and  the  other 
ofScers  in  the  same.  They  shaU  also  have  the  superintendence, 
with  power  of  visitation,  of  all  institutions  for  the  reformation 
of  juvenile  delinquents  and  the  prevention  of  crime.  Said 
board  shah  consist  of  five  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold 
ofBce  for  ten  years,  except  that  the  persona  first  appointed 
shall,  in  snch  manner  as  the  Legfelaturo  may  direct,  be  bo 
classified  that  the  term  of  one  of  the  persons,  so  appointed, 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  each  two  years  during  the  first  ten 
years.  They  shaU  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  law. 
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The  Legislature  may  confer  such  powers  and  impost  each 
duties  npon  the  Board  of  Governors  in  respect  to  the  county 
jails,  local  or  district  penitentiaries,  and  other  penal  institutions 
within  the  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient. 

Referred  to  tlie  committee  on  State  ofBcers. 

Mr.  Conger  presented  the  majority  report  on  the  petitions 
for  a  license  law  in  Massachusetts,  which  was  referred  to  the 
committee  on  intoxicating  liquors.

ARTICLE  — . 
conpoaATioNS  other  than  municipal. 

Section  1.  Corporations  to  transact  business  as  common  car- 
riers, bants  or  insurance  companies,  shall  be  formed  only  under 
general  laws.  No  special  charter  other  than  for  municipal,  re- 
ligious, hterary  or  charitable  purposes,  shall  he  grajited,  except 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  aU  the  members  elected  to  each  House, 
All  laws  passed  pursuant  to  this  section  may  be  altered,  amended 
or  repealed. 

Sec.  2.  The  stockholders  of  every  corporation  or  association 
for  banking  purposes,  issuing  bank  notes  or  paper  credits,  to 
circidate  as  money,  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  debts  con- 
tracted during  the  term  of  their  being  stockholders  of  such  cor- 
poration or  association,  equally  and  ratably  to  the  estent  of 
their  respective  shares  of  stock  in  any  such  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation. 

See.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  registry  of  all 
biUs  or  notes  issued  or  put  in  circulation  as  money,. by  any 
bank  organized  imder  tlie  laws  of  tliis  State,  and  shall  require 
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security  to  the  full  amount  of  notes  and  bills  ao  registered,  in 
interest  bearing  stocks  of  this  State,  or  tie  "United  States,  TOhieh 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  redemption 
of  such  bills  or  notes  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4.  In  case  of  the  insolvency  of  any  bank  or  banking  aaeo- 
ciation,  flie  bill-holders  thereof  shaJl  be  entitled  to  preference  in 
payment,  over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or  association. 

Sec.  5.  The  Legislatui-e  shaU  pass  no  law  authorizing  or 
sanctioning  the  suspension  of  payments  by  any  corporation. 

Sec.  G.  The  Legislature  may  pass  laws  altering  or  amending 
general  or  special  laws  relaUng  to  corporations,  and  the  amend- 
ments thereto,  by  the  same  majorifj  vote  as  was  required  in  the 
I^Esage  of  the  original  laws  respectively. 

Sec  7.  No  corporation  or  joint  stock  association  shaJl  hold 
any  real  estate  hereafter  acqmred  for  a  longer  period  than  ten 
years,  except  such  real  estate  shaH  be  actually  occupied  by  such 
corporation  in  the  exercise  of  its  franchises. 

Sec.  S.  Aliens,  resident  or  non-resident,  shall  always  possess 
equal  rights  with  citizens,  to  be  officers  or  stockholders  of  any 
corporation  or  jouit  stock  association.

SpmsGriELD,  Illinois,  May  25th,  1867. 
To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Constitutional  Convention, 
convened  ai.  Lansing,  for  the  amendment  of  the  present  Conslir- 
tution  of  the  Stale  of  Michigan: 

Tonr  petitioner  would  respectfully  represent  to  your  Honor- 
able body,  that  he  is  a  native  of  Ireland,  and  a  citizen  of  the 
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United  States  and  of  the  State  of  niinois;  that  he  owes  no 
allegiance  and  never  did  owe  any  bnt  compulsory  aUegiance  to 
the  Crown  of  Great  Britain,  acting  through  the  unlawful  dictar 
tion  of  "  the  Imperial  ParKamcnt.'*  On  the  contrary,  he  claims 
4hat  the  Bo-caUed  union  between  England,  Scotland  and  Ii-eland, 
dating  fi-om  the  year  1800,  having  transferred  by  violence,  fraud 
and  corruption,  to  English  soil,  without  any  sanction  or  au- 
thority fi-om  the  Irish  people,  the  wholo  of  then-  legislative 
rights,  as  existing  up  to  that  period;  and  that  in  defiance,  not 
only  of  the  local  laws  and  Conatitution  of  Ireland,  but  also  in 
direct  violation  of  the  well  settled  "law  of  nations," which  snb- 
stantially  declares:  "That  no  voluntary  transfer  from  one  na- 
tion to  another  of  national  or  legislative  rights  or  powers  can  be 
aceomphshed,  so  as  to  make  it  binding,  upon  the  transferred 
nation,  unless  it  can  be  aho-w-n  to  the  aatisfaction  of  acknowl- 
edged governments,  and  for  their  future  peace  and  security, 
that  the  people  of  the  transferred  nationahty  have  been  called 
on  to  vote  '  for'  or  '  against'  the  transfer,  and  that  the  question 
of  transfer  has  gone  through  the  form  of  caetmg  the  popular 
Tote  '  for'  or  '  against'  the  measure.  And  that  in  case  of  refusal 
or  omission  to  attach  this  imperative  qualification  to  the  change, 
the  transfer  is  null  and  void,  and  the  transferred  parties  are 
fuUy  clothed  with  beUigerent  rights  for  the  arrest  of  the  transfer 
or  the  restoration  of  their  original  condition,  regardless  of  the 
time  which  may  have  elapsed  before  they  have  the  military 
ability  to  place  themselves  in  a  belligerent  position  promising 


And  it  will  be  seen  that  this  law  of  nations  compels  civilize'd 
governments  to  act  under  its  imperative  dictates,  as  exhibited 
in  the  popular  vote  taten  in  the  case  of  Savoy,  before  its  an- 
nexation to  I'rance,  and  which  vote  was  clamoronsly  demanded 
of  Louis  Napoleon  as  an  international  obligation,"  by  the  press, 
parliament,  oligarchy,  cbnrchmen,  and  people  of  England,  in 
the  jealous  hope  that  the  people  of  Savoy  would  cast'  a  nega- 
tive  vote,  to  the  mortification  of  the  French. 

More  recently,  but  to  carry  out  the  spirit  of  this  popular  and 
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international  principle,  Venetia,  alter  being  conquered  from 
Austria,  was  called  on  to  take  a  formal  popular  Yote  before  her 
annexation  to  the  kingdom  of  Italy  so  that  no  pretense  should 
be  left  for  opening  up  future  discussions  as  to  the  -mUingness 
of  her  people  to  the  annexation,  and  effectually  removing  any 
excoae,  on  this  question  for  disturbing  the  peace  of  Europe 
hereafter. 

While  writing,  "the  telegraph"  announces  "the  goTemnment 
of  Canada;"  the  people  of  the  separate  ProTinces  having  been 
called  on  to  vote  "  for"  or  "  against"  the  confederation.  British 
injustice,  by  this  substantial  act,  voluntarily  admitting  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  principle,  as  regards  the  Canadas,  and  at  the 
same  time  denying  it  as  to  Ireland. 

The  commanding  necessity  of  compelling  nations  to  adhere 
strictly  to  this  international  principle,  is  fully  illustrated  by  the 
position,  which  the  omission  to  take  a  formal  vote  of  the  Irish 
people  at  the  time  of  the  fictitibus  union  between  England  and 
Ireland,  has  placed  both  countries,  as  regards  their  rehitions  to 
the  sister  nations.  Governments,  ciriHzed  and  uncivihzed,  whose 
interests  are  ior  the  maintenance  of  peace,  without  bemg  in  any 
manner  parties  to  this  omission  of  taking  the  Irish  vote,  but 
which,  owing  to  those  roany  political  complications  besetting 
national  interests,  know  not  at  what  moment  that  the  Irish  peo- 
ple, scattered  abroad  by  the  million,  and  fully  alive  to  the  inter- 
national defect  of  the  union,  and  exasperated'  by  the  last  sixfy- 
seven  years  of  brutal  legislation  and  misgovemmenfc  of  Ireland  . 
by  the  Imperial  Parhament  of  Great  Britain,  may  burst  into 
a,  conflagration,  involving  not  only  British  interests,  but  also 
those  of  innocent  Mid  unoffending  nations,  in  a  desolating  and 
universal  war,  with  every  indication  of  its  being  a  war  of  retali- 
ation and  extermination  between  the  original  parties.  Because 
there  is  no  disguising  the  conclusion,  that  this  question  "  of  not 
having  taken  the  popular  vote  of  the  Irish  people  in  the  year  1800," 
or  a  refusal,  on  the  part  of  the  Crown  of  Ireland,  to  restore  the 
Irish  PaiHament^io/ticA  it  done  has  the  exclusive  right  o^  doing— 
by  the  easy  proce^  of  tatmg,  at  some  future,  but  not  far  distant 
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day,  the  Tote  of  the  people  of  Ii'elaod  "for"  or  "againet"  her 
domestic  Parliament,  must  and  will  result  in  a  determined  and 
Buwjessful  effort  to  driTe  from  the  soil  of  Ireland  the  present 
reigning  family  and  its  parasites. 

Your  petitioner  wouid  further  represent,  that  previous  to 
the  illegal  ahsorption  of  the  Irish  domestic  ParHament  by  the 
Imperial  Parhament  of  Great  Britain,  Ireland  was  governed  by 
her  own  Parliament,  exercising  supreme  legislative  functions. 
The  Crown  of  Ireland  through  its  Viceroy,  or  Lord  Lieutenant, 
possessing  a  simple  Teto  power  over  the  acts  of  the  Irish  Par- 
liament similar  to  that  now  exercised  over  the  Imperial  Parlia- 
ment of  Great  Britain,  and  having  no  more  constitutional 
authority  from  any  source,  real  or  pretended,  to  transfer  the 
irish  ParHament  to  the  soil  of  England  without  the  consent  of 
the  people  of  Ireland,  than  it  would  be  to  transfer  the  present 
Lnperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  to  the  soil  of  France,  or 
the  forests  of  Michigan,  without  the  consent  of  the  people  of 
Great  Britain.  And  so  forcible  is  tliis  position  of  the  want  of 
authority  in  the  Crown  of  Ireland  to  sanction  the  annihilation 
of  the  Irish  Parhament,  that,  had  this  union  resulted  in  the 
same  disaster  to  England  as  it  has  been  disastrous  to  Ireland, 
the  unconstitutional  action  of  George  HI,  in  giving  his  willing 
sanction  to  its  consummation,  would  have  been  made  a  basis  of 
impeachment  against  liim  and  his  advisiiig  muusters;  and  Eng- 
land would  have  many  years  since  changed  the  executive  head 
of  her  government,  and  probably  purged  herseK  of  the  whole 
Guelph  family  and  of  royalty. 

This  National  Independence  which  was  annihilated  by  the 
Union  of  1800,  carried  with  it  the  right  to  maintain  an  army 
and  navy,  to  coin  money,  punish  crime  and  contract  leaps  on 
the  credit  of  the  Irish  nation. 

It  also  conferred  the  international  right  to  caiTy  ob  tho  high 
seas,  and  at  the  head  of  her  armies,  a  distinct  national  emblem, 
this  emblem  being  known  and  acknowledged  a*  "  the  national 
flag  of  the  Kingdom  of  Ireland."    The  right  to  use  a  separate 
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and  distinct  "  seal "  was  also  possessed  and  acted  on  by  iier 
national  executiye  and  public  functionaries. 

And  your  petitioner  would  further  state,  that  it  will  be  found 
on  examination  of  "  the  journals  of  the  Irish  parliament  of 
the  date  of  the  so-called  act  of  Union  of  1800,  that  the  essen- 
tial Tote  of  the  people  of  Ireland  neyer  was  taEen  nor  ordered 
to  be  taken,  and  your  petitioner  claims  in  common  with  hosts 
of  more  able  authorities,  speaking  and  writing  in  denunciation 
of  this  Union,  from  the  yeai-  1800  to  the  present  day,  that  by 
reason  of  this  and  other  defects  in  the  proceedings,  "  the  Union 
of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland  has  never  been  accomphshed  as  a 
legal  facti"  And  that  consequently  the  of&cial  "  National  flag," 
as  carried  by  the  Irish  army  and  navy,  previous  to  the  year 
1800,  and  the  "official  seal"  as  used  by  her  public  function- 
aries, still  exist,  and  have  been  from  the  year  180l>  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  in  a  condition  of  illegal  suppression  by  force  of 
English  arms,  and  that  they  are  now  only  awaiting  the  legal 
action  of  foreign  independent  Govemmente  and  foreign  tribu- 
nals of  international  law  to  restore  them  to  their  original  con- 
dition of  acknowledged  nationality. 

Your  petitioner  would  therefore  respectfully  ask  that  your 
honorable  body  would  pass  a  resolution  declaring  substantially: 

"  That  the  official  vote  of  the  people  of  Ireland,  sanctioning 
the  removal  of  the  Irish  government  from  Ireland  to  England, 
in  the  year  1800,  required  by  the  law  of  nations,  not  having 
been  demanded  or  given  at  that  time  or  since, '  the  flag '  as 
acknowledged  and  '  the  seal '  as  used  by  the  Irish  government 
up  to  the  year  1800,  have'not  by  the  operation  of  the  so-called 
act  of  union  of  Ireland  with  England,  in  any  manner  lost  their 
legal  international  standing  iu  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  that 
they  EtiU  represent  the  independent  government  of  Ireland,  and 
will  be  recognized  by  us  when  called  on  to  do  so  by  any  pro- 
visional government  exhibiting  rational  evidence  of  stabOity 
and  existence,  which  may  be  hereafter  organized  for  their  na- 
.  tional  restoration.  And  that  we  hereby  acknowledge  the  right 
of  such  provisional  government  to  organize  and  arm,  and  that 
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sach  provisional  government,  its  allies,  adherenta  and  support- 
ers are  and  shall  forever  remain  belligerents  in  any  war  carried 
on  for  such  national  restoration  of  said  •  flag '  and  '  eeal '  of 
the  kingdom  of  Ireland." 

And  your  petioner  would  further  ask; 

"That  the  Legislature  and  Executive  of  the  State  of  Mich- 
igan be  fully  empowered  in  the  amended  Constitution  to  carry 
out  the  spirit  of  the  foregoing  resolutions,  by  inserting  a  spe- 
cial article  authorizing  them  to  issue  the  credit  of  the  State  of 
Michigan  to  said  provisional  Irish  government,  and  to  enter 
into  any  contract  with  said  government  not  conflicting  with  the 
laws  and  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  State  of 
Michigan:  Provided,  The  products,  navigation,  patent,  civil, 
legal  and  religious  interests  of  Micliigan  and  Ireland  are  placed 
on  an  entire  equality  of  fuU  and  unrestricted  freedom  as 
regards  each  other." 

Your  petitioner  would  most  respectfully  submit:  that  he  does 
not  wish  to  be  understood  as  claiming  that  the  State  of  Michigan 
has  any  sovereign  right  to  attach  any  official  value  to  any  flag 
or  seal,  outside  of  the  powers  vested  by  the  Constituton  m  the 
Federal  Government,  but  he  does  claim  that  the  State  of  Michi- 
gan or  any  and  aU  of  the  States  can  espress  then-  individual 
opinions,  when  an  international  law  is  violated,  as  to  the  value 
of  the  poKtical  obhgations  of  the  suffering  or  ^Imquent  nation- 
ahties,  and  in  this  particular  case.  Great  Eritam  denying  the 
pohtical  or  national  existence  of  said  "  flag  "  and  "  seal "  of  Ire- 
land, and  msisting  from  the  year  1800  that  they  had  no  exist- 
ence, being  brought  before  you  as  a  part  of  one  of  the  great 
nations  of  the  earth  to  be  tried  at  the  bai-  of  pubhc  opinion,  and 
faihng  in  presenting  you  with  an  unbroken  chain  of  constitu- 
tional, parhamentary  and  international  law  and  facts  in  support 
of  her  pretensions,  and  relying  solely  on  her  abihty  to  exercise 
jurisdiction  by  "  brute  force."  Tou  certainly  have  the  natural 
right  to  give  expression  to  your  opmione  as  citizens  indiridnally 
or  collectively  in  Convention,  and  to  take  any  reasonable  steps 
in  spreading  youi-  conclusions  and  deshes  before  the  world,  not 
26 
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conflicting  with  the  international  laws  as  received,  or  with  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States. 

But  the  semi-officialj  or  ofScial  admisaion  by  the  State  of 
Michigan  and  all  the  other  Stat^  of  the  Union  as  mdiyidual 
States  of  "  the  legal  status  "  of  "  the  Irish  flag  "  and  "  seal " 
■within  each  State,  would  certainly  be  followed  by  a  similar  ad- 
mission on  the  pai-t  of  Congress,  which  admission  would  be 
tantamount  to  an  international  legal  decision.  That  the  act  of 
Union  between  England  and  Ireland  dating  from  the  year  1800, 
has  never  been  legally  accompUshed,  the  international  obliga- 
tion of  "the  national  vote  of  the  people  of  Ireland,"  being 
wanting  to  complete  the  connexion- 
Should  the  States  individually,  and  Congress  afterwards  d&- 
clare  that  "the  flag"  and  seal  of  Ireland  previous  to  1800, 
represented  the  Irish  Government — their  declarations  would  be 
followed  by  other  independent  Governments,  and  the  belliger- 
ent rights  of  "the  Irish  people,"  claiming  under  the  strong 
title  universally  admitted. 

Your  petitioner  would  respectfully  suggest  that  the  prompt 
action  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  m  acknowledging  "  the  Q.ag  " 
and  "  seal "  of  Ireland,  is  at  the  present  moment  of  immensa 
value  to  the  cause  of  Ireland.  Many  of  our  States  are.holding 
their  Constitutional  Conventions,  others  are  holding  their  Legis- 
lative sessions,  and  as  it  is  designed  to  ask  each  of  them  for 
the  same  recognition  of  the  "  flag  "  and  "  seal;"  it  is  highly 
desirable  that  your  State,  being  the  first  called  on,  should  set 
the  glt^ons  example  of  being  the  fii-st  to  give  an  early  reaponsa 
and  approval. 

In  conclusion,  your  petitioner  regards  this  "flag"  and  "seal" 
question  as  the  turning  point  of  Irish  independent  legislation, 
and  asks  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  and  aU  the  other  States  of  th« 
Union,  that  practical  sympathy  and  assistance  which  the  free 
and  prosperous  should  be  always  wiling  to  extend  to  the  feeble 
and  down-trodden,  and  asks  you  again  to  admit  the  present 
legal  existence, -within  the  State  of  Michigan,  of  "the  flag" 
and  "  seal"  of  the  Irish  nation,  as  recognized  before  the  year 
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1800,  and  tiie  beUigerenfc  rights  of  the  Irish  people,  untj]  a  vote 
of  the  Irish  people  is  taken  "for"  or  "against"  a  imion  with 
England. 

And  your  petitioner  will  ever  pray.

"  Whereas,  This  Convention  has  been  from  day  to  day  greatly 
annoyed  and  interrupted  in  its  dehberations  by  the  disorderly 
and  incoherent  remarks  of  one  of  its  members^  therefore, 

"  Besolved,  That  it  be  referred  to  a  committee  of  five,  to  ascer- 
tain and  report  what  measm-es  are  necessary  to  protect  the  Con- 
vention from  such  annoyances  and  interruptions." 

And  whereas.  The  matter  so  introduced  has  been  made  the 
occasion  of  sundry  abusive  and  uncalled  for  attacks  upon  a 
member  of  this  Convention,  by  various  newspaper  writers  and 
reporters,  one  of  whom  occupies  a  desk  in  this  Hall; 

And  whereas.  Both  before  the  adoption  of  the  preamble  and 
resolution,  and  the  appointment  of  the  committee  thereunder, 
and  since  that  time,  it  has  been  a  matter  of  doubt  among  in- 
telligent men  (Hot  newspaper  scribblers)  to  whom  reference 
might  be  had;  therefore, 

Besolved,  That  the  said  committee  be  required  to  report  the 
result  of  their  investigation  of  the  matter  referred,  that  the 
odium  or  imphed  censure  may  rest  where  it  properly  belongs, 
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and  occasion  removed  for  further  attacks  upon  an  innocent 
party. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Giddings, 

The  preamble  and  resolution  were  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  motion  of  IVIr.  Rafter, 

The  Convention  went  into  committee  of  tlie  whole, 

Mj.  McClelland  in  the  chair. 

EJ    COmilTTBE    OF    THE    WHOLE. 

The  committee  resumed  the  consideration  of  the  article  en- 
titled "  Corporations  other  than  MnnicipaL" 

Section  7  of  the  article  being  under  consideration, 

Mr.  Ferris  ofi'ered  the  following  amendment; 

Strike  out  the  words  "  hereafter  acquirsd,"  in  the  first  line, 
■and  insert  after  the  word  "  years,"  in  the  second  line,  the  words 
"  from  the  time  of  acquiring  the  same."

"  Corporations  and  joint  stock  associations  may  hold  any  real

■cation  of  such  real  estate,  except  the  same  be  actually  occupied 
by  such  corporation  or  joint  stock  association  in  the  discharge 
of  its  franchises."

Mr.  WUliams  offered  the  foUomng  ainendment,  to  be  added 
to  the  section: 

"  No  real  estate  shall  hereafter  be  withheld  from  market  for  a 
longer  time  than  ten  years  for  the  nse  or  benefit  of  any  cor- 
poration." 

Mr.  Giddings  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking 
out  the  word  "ten,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word

Mr.  Leach  moved  to  amend  section  8  by  striMng  out  the- 
words  "  officers  or,"  in  the  second  line, 

Mr.  'Williams  moved  that  the  committee  rise,  report  progress, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  agaia; 

"Which  motion  did  not  prevail. 

The  question  being  taken  on  the  am^idmeitt  of  Mr.  Leach;, 

It  was  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  striking  out  the  section. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

JUr.  Norria  offered  the  following  to  stand  as  a  new  section: 

"Sec.  —  The  stockholders, of  every  corporation  created  by- 
any  law  of,  or  doing  business  in  this  State,  shall  be  individually- 
liable  for  all  wages,  at  any  time  due  and  unpaid  by  sach  corpo- 
ration," 

Mr.  Pringle  moved  that  the  committee  rise,  report  progress- 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  ^ain; 

The  motion  prevailed. 


The  committee,  through  the  chairman,  submitted  the  follow- 
ing report:

with  instructions  to  report;  and  also,  that  the  reasons  set  forth 
by  the  committee  in  this  report,  in  supportof  their  recommen- 
dation, may  be  piinted  in  full  in  the  journal. 

Besolved,  That  the  committee  on  the  legislative  department 
be  requested  to  report  upon  the  expediency  of  providing  in  the 
new  Constitution  for  increasing  the  number  of  Senatorial 
Districts  to  33,  so  as  to  allow  the  Upper  Peninsula  two  Senators 
in  the  Legislature. 

Eesolved,  That  the  committee  on  miscellaneous  provisions  be 
requested  to  report  upon  the  expediency  of  providing  in  the 
new  Constitution  for  establishing  a  State  Prison  in  tlie  Upper 
Peninsula, 

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  finance  and  taxation  be  re- 
quested to  report  upon  the  expediency  of  providing  in  the  new 
Constitution  for  the  remission,  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  of  the 
specific  tax  paid  by  mining  companies  in  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
to  the  counties  in  which  the  mines  of  those  companiees  are 
situated. 

The  reasons  which  have  weighed  with  your  committee  in 
recommending  such  an  increase  in  the  number  of  Senators,  as 
that  the  Upper  Pemnaula  counties  shall  have  two  Senators  in 
the^tate  Legislature,  instead  of  one^  as  is  now  the  case,  are 
briefly  as  follows: 
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The  territory  embraced  in  the  Upper  Peninsula  is  too  vast, 
its  iterests  too  important  and  varied,  its  industrial  enterprises 
are  on  a  scale  of  magnitude  too  great,  and  its  situation  too 
remote  from  the  centre  of  commercial  and  political  intercourse, 
and  fi-om  the  seat  of  government,  to  render  it  safe  or  vdse  to 
intrust  to  one  person  the  welfare  of  so  large  and  important  a 
portion  of  the  territory  and  wealth  of  the  State.  The  Upper 
Peninsula  contains  an  area  of  about  19,000  square  miles,  being 
one-third  of  the  entire  area  of  the  State.  Its  population  at 
this  time  is  not  less  than  35,000,  or  29,000  more  tbau  it  con- 
tained in  1850,  when  the  present  Constitution  was  adopted,  and 
the  apportionment  made  as  it  now  stands.  The  framers  of 
the  Constitution,  and  the  Legislature,  in  carrying  out  the  pro- 
visions of  that  instnunent,  so  far  as  they  applied  to  the  Upper 
Peninsula,  seem  to  have  realized  in  some  degree,  even  at  that 
early, period  of  its  history,  the  importance  and  value  of  its 
mineral  and  other  resources,  and  wisely' extended  to  it  tie 
benefits  of  a  liberal  policy,  both  as  it  regards  representation  in 
the  State  Legislature,  and  frequently  by  the  enactment  of  such 
laws  as  were  required  by  its  pecuhar  and  isolated  position,  to 
which  policy  its  marked  progress  in  the  development  of  its 
resources  is  chiefly  to  be  ascribed. 

Your  committee  assume  that  the  hberal  sentiments  tow^da 
the  Upper  Peninsula,  which  prevailed  at  the  time  the  present 
Constitution  was  adopted,  and  which  have  been  manifested  upon 
several  occasions  since  by  successive  Legislatures,  animate  also 
this  Convention,  iu  aU  that  appertains  to  that  portion  of  the 
State,  as  tending  to  promote  the  welfare  of  the  same,  and  aid  in 
the  development  of  its  unrivaled  resources. 

Tour  committee  would  not  he  understood,  however,  as  intend- 
ing to  say  that  the  Upper  Peninsula  has  not  suffered  grievously 
from  the  operation  of  positive  legislative  enactments,  as  well  as 
from  the  want  of  such  legislative  aid  as  was  clearly  within  the 
power  of  the  Legislature  to  grant.  To  this  branch  of  the  sub- 
ject the  committee  refer  more  particularly  when  treating  of  other 
clauses  recommended  in  this  report  hereafter. 
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It  ia  a  matter  of  great  importance  to  the  Upper  Peninsula,  as 
well  as  to  the  whole  State,  that  that  part  of  the  State  should  be 
fully  and  adequately  represented  in  both  branches  of  the  Legis- 
lature; and  that  the  ordinary  contingencies  arising  from  death, 
sickness  or  other  cause,  preventing  the  attendance  of  members, 
should  be  prorided  for  as  far  aa  may  be,  so  that  by  their  occur- 
rence no  constituency  or  interest  shall  be  unrepresented  in  either 
branch  of  the  Legislature. 

In  addition  to  the  clauses  referred  to  as  operating  to  prevent 
the  attendance  of  members,  which  apply  to  the  whole  State  in 
common,  and  to  all  parts  alike,  there  are  others  which  seem  to 
attach  to  the  Upper  Peninsula  alone,  and  are  not  felt  in  other  por- 
tions of  the  State.  We  allude  to  the  distance  from  the  seat  of 
Government,  and  to  the  season  of  the  year  when  the  sessions  of  the 
Legislature  are  held.  When  it  is  considered  that  the  distance  is 
Httle  short  of  1,000  miles;  that  a  considerable  portion  of  that 
distance  must  be  traveled  on  foot,  if  delay  would  be  avoided; 
that  by  reason  of  the  time  of  the  year  when  the  sessions  com- 
mence, the  journey  from  that  part  of  the  country  is  difficult  and 
laborious,  it  will  be  aeon  that  there  are  more  of  the  elements  of 
uncertainty  affecting  the  presence  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  dele- 
gation in  our  Legislature  than  delegations  from  other  parte  of 
the  State. 

The  Upper  Peninsula  is  aUowed  but  one  member  in  the  State 
Senate,  consequently,  owing  to  the  causes  referred  to,  that  im- 
portant portion  of  our  State  baa  frequently  been  without  repre- 
sentation in  the  Senate  for  considerable  portions  of  the  session; 
and  upon  three  occasions  entire  sessions  passed  witiiout  repre- 
sentation from  the  Upper  Peninsula. 

The  counties  comprismg  the  32d  Senatorial  District  are  the 
following:  Mackinaw,  Chippewa,  Marquette,  Schoolcraft,  Delta, 
Houghton,  Keweenaw,  Menominee  and  Ontonagan,  and  the 
islands  and  ten-itories  attached.  In  1864,  these  counties  con- 
tained a  population  of  25,167;  at  the  present  time  it  approxi- 
mates 35,000.  Taking  the  census  of  1864  as  the  standard  of 
authority,  we  find  that  of  the  thirty-two  senatorial  districts,  sis,.. 
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teen  contain  a  larger,  -whOe  there  are  fifteen  which  contain  a 
smaller  population  than  the  32(1.  Of  these,  three  contain  less 
than  three-fourtha,  and  two  but  a  Uttle  more  than  one-half  of 
the  population  of  the  323.  Assuming  therefore  the  population 
of  the  32d  district  to  be  at  this  time  36,000,  and  that  the  district 
should  be  divided  so  as  to  form  a  new  district  to  be  called  the 
33d,  comprising  the  counties  of  Houghton,  Keweenaw  and 
Ontonagon,  it  would  leave  to  the  32d  district,  comprising  the 
.counties  of  Mackinaw,  Chippewa,  Schoolcraft,  Delta,  Menominee 
and  Marquette,  a  population  of  16,189;  and  would  give  to  the 
new  district,  the  33d,  a  population  of  18,811.  The  32d  would 
still  contain  a  larger  population  than  eitherthe  27th  or  the  31st 
had  in  1864;  while  the  new  district  would,  in  addition  to  the 
27th  and  31st,  have  a  greater  population  also  than  either  the 
15th  or  18th. 

There  are  other  reasons  why  the  32d  district  should  be 
divided.  "Your  committee  would  call  attention  to  the  fact  that 
the  settlements  in  the  Upper  Peninsuk  are  widely  separated 
from  each  other  and  that  in  most  eases  great  distances  intervene 
between  them;  for  instance — commencing  at  Mackinaw,  the  dis- 
tance to  Sault  St.  Maria,  Chippewa  county,  is  100  miles;  from 
Sault  St  Marie  to  Marquette  180  miles;  Marquette  to  Escanaba, 
Delta  county,  75  miles;  Escanaba  to  Menominee,  60  miles;  Mar- 
quette to  Houghton,  110  miles;  and  from  Houghton  to  Ontona- 
_  gon,  60  miles.  The  distances  given  are  the  least  between  any 
two  of  the  places  named. 

IVom  these  facts,  it  is  easy  to  perdeve  that  a  candidate  to  the 
Senate  in  the  Upper  Peninsula,  must  necessarily  be  entirely  un- 
known to  the  great  bulk  of  his  constituents;  in  fact,  heretofore, 
in  most  instances,  he  has  not  been  knovni  outside  the  county  or 
town  iu  which  he  happened  to  reside.  The  inference,  therefore, 
is  unavoidable,  that  the  election  of  a  Senator  from  the  Upper 
Peninsula  partakes  very  much  of  the  nature  of  chance,  and  that 
it  is  not  based  upon  knowledge  or  abihty,  and  arises  from  the 
isolation  and  separation  of  the  widely  scattered  communities. 
Tour  committee,  deeply  impressed  with  the  importance  to  the 
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XJpper  Peninsula  of  iihe  measure  they  recommend,  feel  all  the 
more  justified  in  doing  so,  from  the  fact  that  in  no  sense  or 
mamier  is  tbe  present  e'qnihbrium  affect«d  or  interfered  with,  as 
will  be  seen  by  a  moment's  reflection.  The  present  number  of 
Senators  is  32;  upon  all  occasions  requiring  a  majority  vote, 
17  is  necessary;  while  no  more  would  bo  required  if  the  mem- 
bersbip  should  be  increased  to  33.  So,  likewise,  in  cases  ivbere 
a  two-thirds  vote  is  required;  no  greater  number  of  afOimatlTe 
vot«s  would  be  necessary  in  one  case  than  the  other — twenty- 
two  would  be  tbe  required  two-thirds.  The  division  berein 
recommended  by  your  committee,  of  the  32d  district,  is  one 
which  is  natural,  and  in  all  respects  practicable.  The  counties 
of  Houghton,  Keweenaw  and  Ontonagon  comprise  the  copper 
districts  of  tbe  Upper  Peninsula,  while  Marquette  and  some  of 
the  other  counties  named,  include  tbe  iron  deposits.  The  plan 
of  diyieion,  bowever,  they  bave  not  embodied  in  the  clause  they 
recommended  to  be  inserted  in  the  new  Constitution,  as  that  is 
a  duty  which  will  more  properly  doYolve  upon  tbe  Legislature. 

STATE  PKISON. 

Upon  the  subject  of  establishing  a  State  prison  in  tbe  Upper 
Peninsula,  your  committee  are  satisfied  from  an  examination  of 
tbe  facts,  that  such  an  institution  is  greatly  needed  in  that  part 
of  tbe  Stat«.  The  remoteness  of  its  situation  necessarily  in- 
Tolves  a  heavy  expense  to  that  section,  in  conveying  prisoners 
to  the  State  prison,  at  Jackson. 

We  find  that,  during  the  season  of  navigation,  the  expense  of 
conveying  prisoners  to  Jaclison  is  not  less  than  one  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  each,  and  in  the  winter  season  tbe  expense  is  nearly 
doubled.  Besides,  in  the  winter  season,  the  only  route  from  the 
Upper  Peninsula — except  from  Sault  Ste  IVIarie  and  Mackinaw 
— passes  through  portions  of  the  States  of  Wisconsin,  Jllinois 
and  Indiana,  which  fact  adds  much  to  the  expense  of  tbe 
journey,  and  increases  the  chances  of  escape. 

It  is  probable  tbat  a  much  larger  number  of  persons  bave 
been  confined  in  the  prison  at  Jackson  from  the  Upper  Penin- 
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sula  than  from  other  comimmities  of  tho  same  population  ia 
other  parts  of  the  State. 

The  great  expense  entailed  upon  the  counties  of  that  portion 
ol  the  State  under  thia  headj  is,  of  itself,  a  sufficient  reason  for 
establishing  a  prison  there,  and  by  so  doing  relieye  them  from 
an  enormons  burden. 

The  fact,  too,  that  the  prison  at  Jackson  ia  taxed  to  its  full 
capacity,  is  another  reason  why  the  recommendation  of  your 
committee  should  be  adopted.  It  is  beheTed,  too,  that  convict 
labor  in  the  Upper  Peninsula  could  be  advantageously  employed 
in  and  about  the  miues,  and  that  the  expense  to  the  State  would 
be  small  after  the  necessary  buildings  are  erected. 

SPECIFIC    TAXES. 

Tour  committee  have  endeavored  to  give  to  this  subject  the 
closest  attention,  in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
and  especially  as  it  apphes  to  and  affects  the  companies  engaged 
in  copper  mining.  The  general  mining  law  of  1853,  as  amended 
in  1863,  requires  the  payment  to  the  State  of  one  dollar  per  ton 
on  aU  copper  obtaiued,  sent  out  of  the  State  to  be  smelted,  and 
seventy-five  cents  per  ton  on  all  obtained,  smelted  in  the  State. 
The  production  of  the  Lake  Superior  mines  for  the  year  1866 
was,  in  round  numbers,  7,000  tons  of  ingot  copper.  The  specific 
tax  upon  that  production  amomited  to  about  six  thousand  dol- 
lars, which  is  about  the  average  tax  of  the  past  five  years. 

In  examining  the  history  of  copper  mining  in  the  Upper  Pe- 
ninsula, your  committee  have  been  deeply  impressed  with  the 
magnitude  of  the  interests  there  involved,  the  capital  invested, 
and  the  difficulties  with  which  it  has  had  to  contend.  Remote 
from  the  older  and  settled  portions  of  our  country,  everything 
required  for  the  sustenance  of  its  population  and  for  the  meaoa 
of  prosecuting  its  industrial  enterprises,  have  had  to  be  trans- 
ported nearly  a  thousand  miles. 

Bounded  on  one  side  by  the  great  Lake,  and  on  the  other  by 
a  wilderness  of  over  200  miles  in  extent,  it  is  for  six  months  of 
the  year,  completely  shut  out,  not  only  entirely  from  commer- 
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dal  intercoTirse  witttho  settled  portions  of  this  and  neighbor- 
ing States,  but  even  (until  recently)  from  ordinary  personal  in- 
tercourse, which  in  no  other  part  of  onr  country  is  so  completely 
barred  by  natural  obstacles.  Rough  and  rugged,  its  surface 
broken  by  rocky  mountain  ranges,  or  cut  up  by  deep  ravines, 
with  swamps  and  morales  lying  between,  it  presented  almost 
insurmountable  obstacles  to  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  its 
people.  It  is  therefore  a  matter  of  just  pride  to  our  State,  that 
in  the  face  of  difficulties  sO'  formidable  and  obstacles  so  great, 
that  within  a  period  of  less  than  twenty  years  such  great  results 
have  been  accomplished^  as  are  exhibited  in  its  annual  product 
of  copper  and  ii-on,  its  thriving  towns,  and  all  the  accessories 
that  constitute  a  growing  community.  These  results  have  been 
obtained  by  the  outlay  of  lai^e  sums  of  money  invested  by 
Eastern  capitahats  m  mining,  enterprises,  which  have  been  more 
or  less  profitable,  according  as  the  veins  worked  were  produc- 
tive or  otherwise.  Immense  sums  have  been  expended  without 
yielding  adequate  returns;  mining  properties  have  been  worked 
at  a  great  outlay  of  capital,  and  have  been  abandoned  for  the 
time  being,  not  because  of  poverty  in  the  yield,  but  in  many  in- 
Btances  from  the  lack  of  roads  by  which  they  could  be  made 
accessible  from  the  points  of  shipment. ,  In  fact,  one  of  the  great 
obstacles  to  the  more  rapid  and  profitable  development  of  many 
locahties  of  the  copper  region  of  Lake  Superior,  is  the  want  of 
roads;  and  it  is  to  aid  the  people  of  that  region  in  their  efforts 
to  open  up  such  localities  to  successful  enterprise,  by  building 
roads  and  bridges,  that  your  committee  earnestly  recommend 
the  refundmg  to  the  counties  in  which  the  mines  are  situated, 
the  specific  tax  which  the  law  requires  the  companies  to  pay  on 
their  products. 

Apart  from  the  considerations  referred  to  as  justifying  such  a 
policy  on  the  part  of  the  State,  there  are  others  which  they 
deem  of  great  weight,  as  going  to  show  that  the  Upper  Penin- 
sula has,  by  the  operation  of  legislative  enactments  been  de- 
prived of  sources  of  income,  which,  had  they  remained  intact, 
would  have  increased  the  means  whereby  roads  and   other 
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needecl  public  improvements  might  ha¥G  been  provided.  For 
instance:  ia  1853,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  exempting  the 
lands  of  the  St.  Mail's  Canal  Company — 750,000  acres — from 
taxation  for  five  years. 

About  one-half  of  these  lamls  were  in  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
,aiid  the  greater  part  of  them  were  the  most  valuable  mineral 
lands  in  that  region.  By  that  act,  thousands  of  dollars  yearly 
were  withheld  fi-om  the  counties  in  which  they  were  situated. 
In  1861,  the  Legislature  authorized  the  refunding  of  the  amount 
of  that  tax  to  the  several  counties  out  of  surplus  earnings  of  the 
Saut  Canal,  and  as  over  350,000  acres  were  in  the  Lower  Pen- 
insula, the  effect  of  the  law  wiU  be  that  the  tax  to  be  refunded 
to  those  counties  in  the  Lower  Peninsula,  will  be  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  Upper,  inasmuch  as  the  earnings  of  the  canal  are 
derived  from  business  furnished  exclusively  by  that  portion  of 
the  State,  and  upon  which  the  toUs  are  charged. 

Again,  the  Legislature  passed  an  act  in  1865,  exempting  400,- 
000  acres  of  land,  granted  by  Congress  to  the  Portage  Lake 
Ship  Canal  Company,  fi-om  taxation  for  four  years.  And  in  1857, 
;the  lands  of  the  JVIarquette  and  Ontonogan  Eaih-oad  Company, 
■were  exempted  for  seven  years;  and  as  if  that  were  not  enough, 
.the  act  was  amended  in  1865,  which  extended  the  exemption 
ten  years  longer  upon  the  lands  they  were  .entitled  to  receive 
.for  every  twenty  miles  of  road  built,  after  ea,eh  twenty  miles 
should  be  put  in  running  order.  These  lands  aJl  Ue  in  the  ■ 
"Upper  Peninsula,  and  most  of  them  in  the  counties  comprising 
the  copper  district.  These  exemptions  are  largely  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  copper  interest  and  until  they  expire  by  lajpse  of 
time,  these  lands  bear  no  part  of  the  burdens  of  taxation. 

Another  serious  consideration  affecting  the  revenue  of  the 
Upper  Peninsula  counties  exists  in  the  fact  that  large  quanti- 
ties of  land  entered  originally  by  non-resident  speculators  in 
seasons  of  excitement,  have  been  sold  for  delinquent  taxes  and 
bid  in  by  the  State.  Such  lands  then  become  not  taxable;  .and 
.the  burdens  of  taxation  are  borne  by  less  than  half  M  tha 
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landed  property,  the  exempt  and  delinquent  tas  lands  being 
more  than  that  irliich  is  taxable. 

Tour  committee  find  also  that  the  valuation  of  property  re- 
turned from  the  "Upper  Peninsula,  in  1866,  for  the  purpose  of 
equalization  by  the  State  Board  of  Equalization,  as  required  by 
law  for  the  apportionment  of  the  State  tax,  was  not  reduced  as 
it  ought  to  have  been,  by  the  deduction  from  it  of  the  valuation 
of  such  property  as  by  law  is  required  to  pay  a  specific  tas. 
Consequently,  the  mining  countiea  are  now  paying  the  yearly 
tax  upon  all  the  property  in  said  counties,  including  that  which 
pays  a  specific  tax  also; — in  other  words,  they  are  paying  about 
twice  the  amount  of  State  tax  that  they  justly  ought  to  pay. 

We  find  also,  that  no  property  of  mining  companies  in  the 
Upper  Peninsula  has  erer  been  exempt  from  tax  by  legislative 
enactment,  and  that  in  this  respect  it  stands  out  in  marked  con- 
trast to  another  class  of  corporations  in  the  Lower  Peninsula. 
We  allude  to  corporations  for  the  manufacture  of  salt.  The 
property  of  these  corporations  was  not  only  exempted  from  all 
taxation  for  five  years  after  their  organization,  but  the  product 
of  their  manufacture,  instead  of  being  taxed  aa  the  product  of 
the  mines  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  is,  is  stimulated  by  a  bounty 
of  ten  cents  per  bushel,  paid  by  the  State.  Your  committee  are 
not  aware,  if  to  this  day,  the  act  conferring  these  priveleges  has 


Whiie  the  mining  counties  of  the  Upper  Peninsula  have  been 
deprived  of  much  of  their  resources  of  income,  we  find  also, 
that  they  have  been  obhged,  for  the  last  ten  years,  in  order  to 
secure  a  competent  person  to  exercise  the  office  of  judge,  to  tax 
themselves  the  amount  of  $1,200  per  year,  so  as  to  make  up 
with  the  small  compensation  of  $1,000  per  year,  allowed  by  the 
Constitution,  a  fair  salary  for  that  officer.  For  this  object, 
$12,000  have  been  raised  by  those  counties,  to  pay  for  a  service' 
which  the  salary  ^owed  by  the  State,  was  insufficient  to  secure 
for  tbem.  Your  committee  do  not  overlook  the  fact,  that  some 
of  the  causes  enumerated  as  operating  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the   Upper   Peninsula,  such   as   the   large  amount  of  delin- 
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quent  tax  lands,  are  incident  in  some  degree  more  or  less,  to 
alll  the  newly  organized  counties  in  fbe  State,  and  that  such 
causes  of  complaint  are  not  peculiar  to  that  portion  of  the 
State.  But  yonr  committee  cannot  ignore  the  fact,  that  of  the 
large  amount  of  internal  improvement  lands — oTer  500,000  acres 
— appropriated  for  roads  and  bridges  in  counties  of  the  Lower 
Peninusula,  not  the  value  of  one  acre  has  ever  been  bestowed 
upon  the  Upper  Peninsula;  that  of  the  large  sum  of  nearly 
$400,000  expended  by  the  General  Government  for  roads  in 
the  Lower  Peninsula,  not  one  dollar  was  used  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Upper  Peninsula.  Nor  can  the  fair  mferenec  from  these 
facts  be  set  aside,  by  alleging  that  at  the  time  these  expendi- 
tures were  being  made  for  the  benefit  of  the  Lower  Peninsula, 
the  Upper  Peninsula  was  unsettled,  or,  that  it  had  not  yet  'be- 
come a  part  of  the  State  of  Michigan.  Admitting  that  such 
was  the  case,  it  not  only  points  out  more  clearly  what  is  the 
duty  of  this  great  and  growing  State  to-wards  that  isolated  por- 
tion of  its  magnificent  domain. 

Let  her  not  forget  that  in  the  days  of  her  infancy  and  feeble- 
ness, she  received  Hberal  aid  from  the  general  government; 
that  the  Upper  Peninsula  received  no  poi-tion  of  that  aid;  and 
that  to  the  help  she  then  received  she  owes  a  large  share  of  her 
present  prosperity.  Let  her  not  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  her  depen- 
dency in  the  far  North;  but,  remembering  the  day  of  small 
things  in  her  own  case,  and  the  munificence  which  aided  her, 
lei  her,  with  a  magnanimity  worthy  of  her  greatness,  make 
provision  for  what  is  now  asked.

The  underaigned,  members  of  the  committee  on  exemptions, 
unable  to  approve  of  the  article  on  said  subject,  submitted  to 
the  Oonvention  by  the  majority  of  said  committee,  in  pursuance 
of  leave  heretofore  granted,  herewith  submit  a  mmority  report: 
They  desire  to  state,  but  not  at  this  time  to  argue,  the  chief 
points  in  which  they  have  felt  compelled  to  differ  from  the 
majority  of  the  conunittee : 

First.  The  petition  of  the  Eight-Hoiir  League  is  entitled  to  a 
respectfiil  consideration,  and  the  prayer  thereof  asking,  in  sub- 
stance, that  exemptiona  be  subject  to  laborers'  and  mechanics' 
liens,  is  reasonable  and  should  be  granted. 

Second.  The  exemptions  proposed  by  the  majority  report  are 
greater  than  sound  policy  would  advise,  and  tend  rather  to 
protect  the  rich  than  the  poor. 

Third.  The  reason  of  the  policy  which  reserves  the  benefits 
of  the  homestead  to  the  widow  and  minor  children,  being  the 
protection  of  the  unfortunate  and  measurably  helpless,  csMes 
to  be  of  force,  if  the  widow  have  a  homestead  in  her  own  right, 
or  remarry,  after  the  children  attain  their  majority. 

Fourth.  The  Constitution  should  recognize  the  right  of  the 
wife  to  control  her  own  property  absolutely.

Resolved,  That  the  committee  on  State  officers  be  instnicted 
to  inquire  into  the  propriety  of  inserting  in  the  Constitution 
some  snch  pro^isiona  as  are  contained  in  the  foUo^^-ing  article: 

There  sbaU  be  a  Board  of  Govei-nors  of  Prisons,  who  shall 
have  the  charge  and  sup  erin tendance  of  the  State  Prisons,  and 
power  to  appoint  the  wardens  or  principal  keepers  thereof,  and 
the  chaplains,  clerks  and  physicians  therein,  and  the  power  of 
removing,  for  cause,  the  officers  above  named  and  the  other 
officers  in  the  same.  They  shall  also  have  the  superintendence, 
with  power  of  -visitation,  of  ail  institutions  for  the  reformation 
of  juvenile  delinquents  and  the  prevention  of  crime.  Said 
board  shall  consist  of  live  persons,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  hold 
office  for  ten  years,  except  that  the  pei'sons  first  appointed  shall, 
in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct,  be  so  classified 
that  the  term  of  one  of  the  persons,  so  appointed,  shall  expire 
at  the  end  of  each  two  years  during  the  first  ten  years.  They 
shall  receive  such  compensation  as  shall  be  established  by  law. 

The  Legislature  may  confer  such  powers  and  impose  such 
duties  upon  the  Board  of  Governors  in  respect  to  the  county 
jails,  local  or  district  penitentiai'ies,  and  other  penal  institutions 
within  the  State,  as  shall  be  deemed  expedient; 

Having  had  the  same  under  consideration,  have  cirected  me 
most  respectfully  to  report  that,  after  a  careful  examination  of 
the  facts,  with  which  the  committee  was  kindly  furnished  by 
the  mover  of  the  resolution,  tending  to  illustrate  the  great  im- 
portance of  the  subject  referred;  but  behoving  the  question 
presented  in  the  resolution  to  be  one  that  may  be  fully  provided 
for  by  the  Legislature  without  any  special  constitutional  pro- 
vision, youi-  committee  have,  therefore,  by  unanimous  concur- 
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rence,  mstructed  me  to  report  the  resolution  back  to  the  Con- 
vention, witli  the  recommendation  that  it  do  lie  upon  the  table.

Sib— Through  Thos.  H.  Glenn,  Esq.,  Secretary,  I  am  m  re- 
ceipt of  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Conyention,  asking  informa- 
tion relatmg  to  convicts  sentenced  to  State  Prison  for  murder 
in  the  first  degree,  and  to  ii-bich  I  -would  reply: 

That  prior  to  a  statute  abolishing  capital  punishment,  two 
convicte  who  were  sentenced  to  be  hung  were  commuted  by 
the  Governor  to  imprisonment  for  life,  and  were  subsequently 
pardoned. 

Since  the  abolMiment  of  capital  punishment,  fifty-eight  have 
been  convicted  of  murder,  first  degree,  forty-seven  of  whom 
have  been  allowed  to  labor  with  other  convicts  in  the  shops. 
Two  were  partially  insane  when  committed,  and  two  were  taken 
insane  while  at  work  in  the  shop.  Of  the  two  who  were  par- 
tiaUy  insane  when  committed,  one  has  remained  in  the  same 
condition  since  he  has  been  here— about  19  years.  The  other, 
convicted  in  185i,  partially  insane  when  he  came  here,  continued 
to  grow  worse  for  about  two  years,  till  he  became  totally  bereft 
of  reason. 

One,  on  new  trial,  was  convicted  of  murder  m  the  second 
degree ;  and  five  were  ordered  new  trials  by  the  Supreme  Court, 
and  were  not  again  convicted.

The  Article  was  laid  on  the  table,  ordered  printed  in  the 
journal  as  amended,  and  is  as  follows: 
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ARTICLE . 

FINANCE  ASH  TAXiTION, 

Section  1.  All  specific  State  taxes  shall  be  applied  in  paying 
the  interest  on  the  primary  school,  uniTersity  and  other  eduoa- 
tioual  funds,  and  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  State  debt,  in 
the  order  herein  recited,  until  the  extinguishment  of  the  State 
debt,  other  than  the  amounts  dne  to  educational  funds,  when 
such  specific  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the 
primary  school  interest  fond. 

Sec.  2.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  an  annual  tax,  suf- 
ficient, with  other  resources,  to  pay  the  estimated  expenses  of 
the  Statfi  government,  the  interest  of  the  State  debt,  and  such 
deficiency  as  may  occur  in  the  resources. 

Sec  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  a  sinking  fund, 
to  be  applied  solely  to  the  paynaent  and  extinguishment  of  the 
principd  of  the  State  debt,  other  than  the  amounts  due  to  edu- 
cational funds,  which  [sinking  fund]  shall  be  continued  until 
the  extinguishment  [of  such  State  debt;]  and  every  law  here- 
after enacted  by  the  Legislature,  creating  a  debt  or  authorizing 
a  loan,  shall  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  i.  Theunfondeddebtshall  nottiefonded  or  redeemed  ata 
value  exceeding  that  established  by  law  in  [the  year]  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

See.  5.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  meet  deficits  in 
revenue.  Such  debts  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  at  any  time 
exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars.  The  moneys  so  raised  shall  be 
apphed  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  obtained,  or  to  the 
payment  of  debts  so  contracted. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  sup- 
press insurrection,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war.  The 
money  arising  from  the  contracting  of  such  debts  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  raised,  or  to  pay  such 
debts. 

Sea  7.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  except  in 
pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 
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Sec  8.  The  credit  of  the  State  ehall  not  be  granted  to,  or  in 
aid  of,  any  person,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  No  scrip,  certificate  or  other  evidences  of  Slate  in- 
debtedness shall  be  issued,  except  for  the  redemption  of  stock 
preTiously  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized 
in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  10.  The  State  uhall  not  subscribe  to,  or  be  interested  in, 
the  stock  of  any  company,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  shall  not  be  a  party  to,  or  interested  in, 
any  T?ork  of  int«mat  improvement,  except  the  tkip  canal  at  thf 
Bavlt  Ste.  Marie,  nor  engaged  in  carrying  on  any  ench  worlt, 
.  [otherwise  than]  in  the  expenditure  of  grants  to  the  State,  of 
land  or  other  property. 

Sec.  12.  The  IJegislature  shall  provide  a  uniform  mie  of  taxa- 
tion, except  on  property  and  corporalions  paying  specific  taxes. 
Taxes  shall  be  levied  on  such  property  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  13.  All  assessments  hereafter  authorized  shall  be  on 
property  at  its  cash  value. 

[Sec.  14.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  an  equalization  of 
assessments  on  aU  taxabl^  property,  except  that  paying  specific 
taxes,  to  be  made  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
one,  and  every  fifth  year  thereafter,  by  a  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  Senatorial  district, 
to  be  elected  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.] 

Sec  15.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax, 
shall  distinctly  state  the  tax,  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied;  and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other  law 
to  fix  snch  tax  or  object.

PRESENTATION    OF    PEnilONS. 

By  Mr.  Blackman :  preamble  and  resolutions  of  the  South- 
"Westem  Association  of  XJniversalists  of  Michigan,  at  its  annual 
meeting  at  Dowagiac,  June  20,  1867,  in  favor  of  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  as  a  beverage. 

Eeferred  to  the  committee  on  intoxicating  liquors,  and  or- 
dered printed  at  large  in  the  journal. 

The  preamble  and  resolutions- are  as  follows: 

Whereas,  "We  regard  intemperance  in  the  use  of  alcoholic 
drinks  as  a  beverage  as  the  great  sin  of  our  nation,  and  that 
total  abstinence  is  the  only  sure  remedy;  therefore, 

1.  Besolued,  That  it  is  the  duty  of  all  friends  of  temperance, 
not  only  to  practice  total  abstinence,  but  also  to  lend  a  helping  ■ 
hand  to  all  temperance  organizations  calculated  to  advance  the 
principles  of  liberty  and  virtue,  and  to  aid  them  in  their  whole 
mission  of  saving  men  from  a  drunkard's  doom. 

2.  That  we  recognize  with  special  gratitude  to  God,  a  newly 
awakened  interest  and  zeal  in  the  cause  of  temperance  through- 
out our  land;  and  especially  are  we  cheered  by  the  formation 
of  a  Congressional  Temperance  Society,  in  which  we  heartily 
commend  the  course  of  our  able  Senators  "Wilson  and  Yates, 
with  Speaker  Colfas  and  others. 

3.  That  while  the  South-Western  Association  of  Universalists 
commend  the  fidelity  of  its  clergy  to  the  temperance  cause,  it 
suggests  renewed  effort  in  ita  behalf,  and  urges  that,  while  they 
speak  frequently  and  earnestly  on  the  subject,  the  laity  give 
their  cordial  and  practical  cooperation  and  support. 

4.  That  prohibition  is  not  a  failure,  and  that  we  recognize  its 
principles  as  binding  upon  us;  that  the  statutes  relating  thereto 
are  sound,  and  would,  if  lived  up  to,  bless  our  commonwealth; 
and  that  we  feel  called  upon  as  a  Christian  body  to  use  our 
influence  in  the  enforcement  of  the  same. 

5.  That  our  Christianity  should  cover  our  whole  field  of 
action;  that  we  should  bring  in  subjection  thereto  and  in  har- 
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mony  therewith,  all  our  intellectual,  social  and  political  acta; 
that  we  should  support  for  aU  offices  in  the  gift  of  the  people 
Buch  men  only  as  are  politically  and  morally  sound  upon  this 
subject.

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dnotion  of  one  of  the  chief  staples  of  Michigan.  We  allur" 
the  copper  mining  interests  of  our  Upper  Pemnsula.  It  ia 
necessary  for  oa  to  say  anything  on  the  subject  of  the  Talr 
this  staple  to  our  Stat«,  or  of  the  absolute  dependence  of 
Upper  Peninsula  upon  its  welfare  and  prosperity,  or  of 
obligation  of  our  citizens  to  foster  it  and  protect  It  from  foi 
speculation  and  rascality. 

It  is  the  present  languishing  condition  of  the  copper  iatt. 
of  this  State,  and  the  cauaeB  injnrious  to  them,  as  developj: 
the  experience  of  past  years,  that  we  inrite  attantion. ' 

It  may  sufSce  in  a  few  words  to  stat«  them  in  the  lang 
of  an  intelligent  gentleman,  for  many  years  intimately 
nected  with  the  copper  mining  interests  of  this  State: 

"  Speculation  and  not  legitimate  mining  is  tbe  policy, 
out  of  ten  of  the  copper  mining  companies  on  Lake  Sup. 
hold  their  stock  for  speculation  and  not  investment  ■ 
look  only  to  the  rise  in  stock,  and  not  to  dividends  for  th*<- 
tum.  The  stocks  are  constantly  changing  bands,  and  =• 
holders  hold  for  so  short  a  time  they  feel  no  interest  in 
welfare  of  the  mine,  and  consequently  take  none.  They 
but  one  interest — that  is  for  a  'rise;'  obtaining  that,  no  m 
from  what  cause  obtained,  they  sell  out,  and  other  men 
their  shares  and  go  over  the  same  course,  sometimeB  eucco.': 
in  making  a  profit,  and  as  often  in  making  a  loss.  A  c*' 
number  of  men  will  fonn  a  combination  to  buy  up  the  sta 
some  company.  They  commence  at  first  slowly  and  eaf: 
'  picking  up'  the  stock  at  as  low  figures  as  possible,  until 
have  a  sufficient  quantity  for  their  purpose,  and  then  they 
mence  buying  largely,  advancing  the  price  rapidly,  nn'- 
reaches  the  wished-for  point;  and  the  great  outside  pi; 
seeing  something  going  oo,  they  know  not  what,  'dip  in;' 
the  combination  quietly  unload  their  stock  at  the  high  p 
and  step  out  of  the  'ring,*  leaving  the  stock  in  the  hani 
those  who  know  nothing  of  its  value,  and  have  to  sustain 
loss,  if  any.  As  soon  as  the  combination  '  unloads,"  that  is 
rid  of  their  stock,  they  cease  to  buy  any  more.    The  pub^ 
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aded  and  the  price  begins  to  fall,  and  soon  finds  itg  former 
Tel,  which  is  generally  ite  true  value.  And  eo  the  matter  goes 
1;  first  in  one  stock  and  then  in  another.  Now,  this  kind  of 
ling  ia  what  kills  all  mining  enterprise  on  Lake  Superior,  and 
ill  oontinae  to  kill  it  so  long  as  it  is  carried  on,  I  see  no  hope 
T  Hie  fature,  except  iu  a  total  radical  change  in  the  method  of 
(snagemeni  When  this  will  occur  depends  upon  a  variety  of 
rHBea.  When  copper  mines  are  managed  after  the  manner  of 
i»r  cotton  fiwtorieB,  then  yop  will  see  them  prodnctivo  and 
^yi"^  propertiee." 

These  are  the  statements  of  a  gentleman  of  large  eiperience 
Qd  observation,  a  director,  and  extensively  interested  in  the 
opper  mines  of  this  State  in  the  city  of  Boston.  The  spirit 
ad  practice  of  stock  gambling,  so  prevalent  in  our  large  com- 
Jerdal  cities,  have  found  facilities  for  indulgence  by  means  of 
mr  copper  mining  companies.  Under  the  false  plea  for  attract- 
ag  aipital  to  this  State,  by  the  advantages  they  now  offer,  they 
!3ve  actntdly  absorbed  this  important  Industrie  enterprise  and 
aad^  it  the  pretext  and  foot-biOl  of  endless  gambling  rascality. 

Out  of  several  hundred  copper  mining  companies  in  this 
'tate  during  the  past  20  years,  but  four  or  five  have  paid  a 
■ividend  Millions  of  money  have  been  squandered,  and  the 
apital  destroyed  exceeds  the  amount  of  what  has  been  realized 
"7  the  production  and  sale  of  the  metal.  It  is  too  important  a 
-aple  of  interest  in  our  State  ihns  to  be  left  at  the  mercy  of 
peculalors  and  gamblers. 

We  therefore  respectfully  suggest  the  adoption  of  the  follow- 
'-^1  or  some  amilar  and  more  effectual  provision,  in  the  Consti- 
■ation,  to  regulate  the  legislation  of  our  State  upon  its  copper 
'^^^m^  interests: 

"AH  mining  corporations  created  in  the  State  shall  be  re- 
iuired  to  have  their  regular  offices  of  business  in  the  State, 
'"^  shall'have  a  majority  of  their  boards  of  directors  citizen^ 
^Bident  in  Michigan,  who  shall  hold  ther  annual  meetings  and 
Meetings  to  legalize  their  procedures  within  it,  and  who  shall 
'^e  and  publish  in  the  State  regular  quarterly  reports,  and 
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file  copies  of  the  same  with  the  Secretary  of  the  commonweB 
for  pablio  use,  which  reports  shall  contain  not  only  a  full  i. 
accurate  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures,  of  their  opr 
tions,  condition  and  property,  but  also  of  the  names  and  r, 
denca  of  the  stockholders." 

That  some  preventive  of  the  evils  accruing  to  the  copper 
terests  of  our  State  from  the  spirit  of  speculation  and  gambi 
cupidity  so  rife  in  our  large  cities  ia  needed,  cannot  be  den: 
yea,  ia  loudly  demanded.  Tour  jnemorialiats  respectfully  „ 
mit  the  above,  with  all  deference  to  the  wisdom  of  your  Hon 
ble  body.

Sib — In  compliance  with  a  resolution  passed  by  the  Conven- 
tion on  the  15th  inst,  I  have  the  honor  to  transmit  herewith  a 
statement  of  the  whole  number  of  children  in  the  State  entitled 
to  draw  public  money;  idso,  the  average  length  of  time  the 
schools  are  taught;  also,  the  whole  number  attending  these 
schools.      I   also  beg  leave  to    call    the    attention   of    the 
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Convention  to  certain  changes  in  oor  school  system,  deemed 
necessary  to  secure  the  moat  complete  results  of  the  system.

The  communication  was  laid  on  the  table  and  ordered  printed 
at  large  in  the  journal,  and  is  as  follows: 

A  summary  of  Ihe  number  of  children  of  the  State  entitled  to 
public  money,  and  the  number  attending  school,  t&c,  as  shown 
by  ihe  reports  of  the  school  inspectors  for  the  year  1866. 

The  whole  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  five  and 
twenty  years  is  321,136,  This  shows  an  increase  over  1865 
of  22,683 — an  increase  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the 
State.  In  1865  the  increase  was  17,4i0,  an  increase  so  much 
greater  than  had  before  been  known  as  to  surprise  those  most 
familiar  with  our  school  statistics. 

Of  the  321,136,  but  2i6,957  are  reported  as  attending  school. 
This  shows  that  there  are  74,179  who  never  find  their  way  to 
the  school  room. 

There  are  two  causes  operating  to  produce  this  result — one  is 
a  want  of  room  in  the  school-houses  to  accommodate  all  who 
are  desirous  of  attending  the  schools.  This  is  especially  true 
in  the  cities  and  large  towns.  In  some  places  they  are  com- 
pelled to  resort  to  the  expediency  of  forming  two  divisions  of 
the  children,  one  of  the  divisions  attending  in  the  morning,  and 
the  other  in  the  afternoon  of  each  day;  and  with  this  arrange- 
ment, only  a  part  of  the  children  are  accommodated  who  are 
desirous  to  attend  the  schools,  the  larger  part  it  is  true;  yet 
there  are  hundreds, — ^yes,  thousands  of  children  in  this  State 
to-day,  pleading  for  a  place  in  our  schools,  but  are  denied  be- 
cause there  is  no  room.  Something  should  at  once  be  done  to 
furnish  this  room.  These  thousands  are  passing  their  school 
years  in  the  midst  of  schools,  and  with  an  earnest  desire  on  the 
part  of  both  parents  and  children,  to  be  permitted  to  enjoy  the 
privileges  of  the  schools,  but  are  denied  them  because  there  is 
no  room  for  them.     This  state  of  things  is  not  incidental  or 
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temporary,  but  has  existed  for  some  years;  and  from  present 
appearances  is  likely  to  continue. 

"Whether  this  is  a  matter  which  concerns  the  Constitutional 
ConTCntion,  is  for  the  Convention  to  decide.  Some  action 
shotdd  be  taken  by  some  body  of  men,  either  the  present  Con- 
vention or  Legislature,  to  remove  this  stigma  from  oiir  State 
which  enjoys  such  an  enviable  reputation  for  its  educational 
advantages.  In  regard  to  this  matter,  I  have  no  recommenda^ 
tion  to  make,  but  ■would  simply  call  the  attention  of  the  Con- 
ventipn  to  the  facts  stated. 

The  other  cause  for  the  absence  of  so  many  from  our  schools 
is,  the  utter  indifference  of  parents  in  respect  to  the  education 
of  their  children.  It  may  be  a  serious  question  to  determine 
what  to  do  to  secure  the  attendance  of  these  children  upon  the 
schools.  If  a  law  requiring  that  all  the  chilthren  between  cer- 
tain ages  shall  be  sent  to  school  a  given  portion  of  each  year, 
and  sent  regularly,  could  be  sustained  by  the  people,  the  case 
would  be  met. 

Such  a  law  should  be  sustained.  Men  of  wealth  are  taxed 
heavily  to  support  the  schools,  although  they  have  no  children 
to  send  to  them.  This  tax  is  regarded  as  just,  and  no  one  re- 
fuses to  pay  it,  because  the  State  is  benefited  by  the  education 
of  these  children. 

Nimibers  of  the  children  of  the  poor  would  be  deprived  of 
education  were  it  not  for  this  tax.  The  State  is  made  stronger, 
and  the  life  and  property  of  the  citizens  safer,  iu  consequence 
of  the  universal  education  of  the  people.  Each  man's  property 
is  made  more  valuable  by  it,  hence  the  system  of  taxation  to 
support  our  schools  is  acknowledged  to  be  just.  But  if  the 
children  for  whom  the  schools  ai'e  created  and  sustained  do  not 
attend  them,  then  no  equivalent  of  any  kind  is  returned  to  the 
one  taxed  for  what  is  taken  from  him.  If,  therefore,  the  right 
of  tax  is  granted,  (and  who  doubts  it?)  is  there  not  an  equal 
right  to  require  the  regular  attendance  upon  the  schools,  of 
those  for  whom  the  tax  is  raised.  I  do  not,  however,  propose 
to  discuss  the  subject,  but  desire  merely  to  present  to  the  Con- 
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vention  the  entire  matter,  and  recommend  that  some  action  be 
ha4  in  reference  to  it. 

There  is  one  thing  more  that  I  will  bring  to  the  notice  of  the 
Convention,  and  that  is  the  system  of  county  Buperintendence. 
This  intern  has  just  been  introduced  in  this  State,  and  has  had 
no  time  as  yet  to  show  its  advantages.  It  has,  however,  been 
in  operation  for  years  in  other  States,  and  the  results  have  been 
such  as  to  fully  settle  the  question  of  the  value  and  importance 
of  the  ^stem.  I  would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  office 
of  county  superintendent  of  schools  be  £xed  in  the  Constitafion 
as  one  of  the  county  offices.

PKESENTATION  OP  PETinOKS. 

By  Mr.  McComell:  petition  of  Mrs.  L.  Supiy,  Mrs.  E.  Web- 
eter,  Mrs.  M.  J.  Bailey,  Miss  Sarah  Tooker  ajid  95  others, 
womep  of  the  city  of  Lansing,  asking  that  section  47,  article  4, 
of  the  present  Constitution  of  the  State,  be  retained  in  the  new 
one. 

Referred  to  the  committee  on  intoxicating  liquors. 

By  Mr.  Tyler:  memorial  of  the  friends  of  progress  from  Stur- 
gis,  St  Joseph  county,  to  the  Constitutional  ConTenlion,  rela- 
tive to  impartial  suffrage. 

The  memorial  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  elections, 
ordered  printed  in  the  journal,  and  is  as  follows: 

To  the  HonoraMe  the  Convention  called  lo  revise  tke  Gonditulion 
of  the  Slate  of  Michigan! 

Ge^-tlemen— We,  the  "  Friends  of  Progress,"  assembled  at 
Storgis  on  this  2-2d  day  of  June,  1867,  citizens  of  the  State,  by 
which  you  are  delegated  to  revise  the  fundamental  law  of  our  com- 
monwealth,  beg  leave  eamestlj  to  press  upon  you  several  con- 
siderations, which  we  think  should  induce  you  to  make  such  a 
change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  State,  that  hereafter  all  per- 
sons residing  within  our  borders,  of  adult  age  and  sane  minds, 
without  exception  on  account  of  their  sex  or  complexion,  shall 
have  the  elective  franchise. 

The  first  consideration  is  that  which  tha  fathers  of  our  re- 
public declared  to  be  self-evident,  and  fundamentally  important;  ' 
namely,  that  "human  governments  derive  their  just  powers 
from  the  consent  of  the  governed;"  not  from  any  one  class  or 
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order  of  persona  in  the  State  or  nation;  not  from  those  of  any 
particular  size,  height  or  weight;  nor  from  those  of  any  particu- 
lar complexion,  Sorid  or  brunette,  blact  or  -white.  Certainly  a 
government  cannot  derive  jast  povrera  from  one-half,  nay,  less 
than  one-half  of  the  -whole  people,  and  thatconfessedlynot  the 
better  portion,  though  they  are  of  the  male  sei.  Under  mon- 
arehial  governments  the  right  to  rule  does  not  depend  upon  the 
sex  of  the  heir  to  the  throne.  Ought  not  as  much  respect  be 
shown  to  the  natural,  God  given  rights  of  men  as  to  those  that 
are  only  hereditary  ? 

Gentlemen,  -we  submit  that  unless  brate  force  be  the  ultimate 
basis  of  civil  government,  the  males  of  our  State  had  no 
more  right  than  the  females  to  retain  exclusively  the  powers  of 
legislators  and  executive  officers.  It  would  have  been  as  just 
Mid  safe  for  the  women  only  of  our  republic  and  our  State  to 
have  organized  and  officered  our  governments  at  first,  and  to 
have  tept  alone  the  control  of  them  untU  now,  as  it  was  for  the 
men  so  to  do.  Probably  the  women  would  not  have  made 
more,  they  could  not  have  made  worse,  mistakes  than  the  men 
have  done  in  the  management  of  our  public  affairs.  Never,  we 
are  persuaded,  -will  bodies  politic,  or  bodies  eccleeiaatic,  be  prop- 
erly cared  for,  disciplined  and  thoroughly  well  educated  and 
governed,  imtil  the  feminine  powers  of  human  nature  are  putin 
requisition  for  those  purposes  equally  with  the  masculine. 

Second.  The  second  consideration  that  we  would  press  upon 
your  Honorable  body,  is  one  that  probably  more  than  any  other 
drove  our  ancestors  into  the  revolutionary  war.  If  "  taxation 
without  representation"  -was  tyranny  in  their  day,  can  it  be  any- 
thing less  than  tyranny  now?  And  is  not  tyranny  as  oppres- 
sive, as  cruel,  as  exasperating,  in. its  operation  upon  women  as 
upon  men  ?  or,  if  submitted  to,  is  it  not  as  demoralizing,  dehu- 
manizing in  the  one  case  as  in  the  other  ?  There  are  tens  of 
thousands  of  women  in  oiu:  State  whose  properties  are  taxed  or 
appropriated  to  the  public  uses  by  a  Legislature  in  which  they 
have  no  voice,  no  representation.    Gentlemen,  can  you  convince

yourselves  that  thia  is  right?     If  not  right,  ooght  it  to  bo 
persisted  in  hereafter? 

Third.  The  third  consideration  which  we  think  should  induce 
you  to  place  women  as  well  ss  colored  men  under  our  Constitu- 
tion, upon  the  same  platform  with  male  citizens,  is  the  sacred- 
neaa  of  the  right  of  trial  by  jury.  Hitherto,  never  has  a  woman 
or  a  colored  man  accused  of  crime  had  a  trial  by  jury— i.  e.,  a 
trial  by  their  peers,  their  equals.  Gentlemen,  we  beseech  yon 
to  see  to  it  that  this  sacred  right  shall  be  denied  no  longer. 

Fourth.  The  fourth  and  last  consideration,  allow  us  to  press 
upon  you  more  particularly,  and  more  emphatically,  than  either 
or  all  of  the  foregoing.  It  is  this:  In  our  country,  under  our 
State  and  National  governments,  the  elective  franchise— the 
power  of  the  b^ot  is  the  chief  protector  of  the  civil  and  social 
rights  of  all  classes  and  individuals.  With  this  weapon  in  their 
hands,  certainly  no  classes— scarcely  any  individuals— would  be 
wholly  without  redress,  if  injured  or  aggrieved  in  their  persons, 
their  properties,  their  means  of  livmg  by  their  labor,  or  in  their 
opportunities  for  education.  See  what  the  bestowment  of  the 
elective  franchise  has  already  done,  and  wOl  obrionsly  do,  for 
the  colored  population  of  our  Southern  States.  See  how 
the  Preedmen — those  who,  three  or  four  years  ago,  were 
held  as  property,  chattels,  personal,  domeslicated  brutes— are 
coming  to  be  regarded,  instructed,  courted  by  the  politicians, 
the  statesmen,  the  aspirants  to  office,  of  both  parties  in  those 
States.  A  person  without  the  baUot  is  poUticaUy  insignificant; 
but  when  enfranchised,  he  becomes  a  power.  However  lowly, 
he  may  afi'ect  the  result  of  an  election  as  much  as  the  most 
exalted  individual  in  the  community. 

The  rights  of  no  class  or  classes  are  so  safe  in  any  other 
hands,  as  m  their  own.  All  men  and  women  should,  if  possible, 
be  enabled  to  protect  themselves.  So  far  as  it  can  be  done  by 
governments,  an  equal  ability  should  be  conferred  on  all— the 
lowliest  not  less  than  the  loftiest. 

Hitherto.  Tinder  tbe  Constitution  of  the  State,  and  by  the 
usages  of  what  has  assumed  to  be  "  good  society,"  the  coursa 
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pursued  towards  colored  men  has  been  too  mean  to  be  spoken. 
of  or  thonght  of,  but  with  shame  and  contempt  We  have,  by 
BOcial  proscription,  shut  them  out  of  the  chief  avenues  to  wealth, 
and  at  the  same  time  by  law,  have  required  that  they  shall  pos- 
sess a  certain  amount  of  property,  as  a  qualification  for  that 
prerogative,  which  is  accorded  to  all  white  men  without  such  a 
condition.  Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  we  entreat  you  to 
wipe  out  this  disgrace  from  the  Constitution  of  the  State  in 
which  we  Hve. 

And,  genttemen,  if  you  will  also  give  to  woman  of  adult  age 
and  sane  mind,  the  elective  franchise  on  the  same  terms  that  it 
is  given  to  men,  you  will  assuredly  lay  the  aie  at  the  root  of 
some  of  the  most  terrible  evils,  that  afflict  most  sorely,  and 
threaten  to  ruin  our  body  politic.  Admit  women  to  the  ballot 
—give  them  the  same  political  significance  that  men  have,  and 
they  will,  in  due  time,  redress  their  own  wrongs,  and  secure 
their  own  rights.  You  will  not  much  longer  see  vromen  domg 
the  same  kind  and  amount  of  labor  that  men  do — doing  them 
equally  well,  but  recieving  only  half  the  compensation.  Ton 
will  not  much  longer  see  them  denied  equally  easy  access  to  all 
the  opportunities  and  helps  to  education  of  the  highest  grades 
that  are  provided  for  men.  Yon  will  not  much  longer  see 
women  shut  out  from  any  of  the  employments,  professions,  hon- 
orable pursuits  of  we^tb,  or  of  social  or  political  position  to 
which  they  may  aspire,  and  for  which  they  may  have  qualified 
themselves.  Enfranchise  women,  and  you  will  in  due  tune,  see 
them  using  and  succeeding  in  the  use  of  the  same  means  of  self 
support  that  men  use,  and  becoming  equally  independent.  Then 
marriage  will  no  longer  be  a  necessity  with  them;  and  wiH  be 
more  hiely  to  be  contracted  only  between  those  vrho  are  drawn 
to  each  other  by  a  kindred  spirit,  by  pure  love,  and  by  a  sacred, 
intelligent  regard  for  momentous  purposes,  for  which  the  Crea- 
tor instituted  the  conjugal  relation.  Enfranchise  women,  and 
gentlemen,  in  due  time,  you  will  no  more  see,  nor  hear  of,  the 
awfully  degraded  conditions,  to  which  ho  many  females  have, 
sunk,  and  to  which  they  have  reduced  the  males  who  have  been. 
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their  partners,  in  tho  desecration  ot  the  most  sacred  fanctiona 
of  their  bodies.  Give  to  women  political  mgniflcance,  tho  right 
to  Tote,  and  in  a  few  years  it  will  not  be,  as  it  now  is,  the  fact, 
the  appalling  fact,  that  there  are  thousands  of  women  who  haTO 
access  to  so  few  employments,  and  are  eo  poorly  paid  for  the 
work  that  they  do,  that  it  is  impossible,  yes,  literally  impossi- 
ble, for  them  to  liye,  without  submitting  to  proatitutioa.  The 
men  who  take  advantage  of  their  necessities  are  greater  einners, 
and  become  more  demoralized  than  they.  It  is  thus  that  the 
females  are,  unintentionally  perhaps,  but  not  leas  surely,  visiting 
upon  us  the  horrible  consequences  of  the  degradation,  to  which 
OUT  partial  legislation,  our  uujuat  hiws,  hare  consigned  them. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Convention,  do  not  waive  these  considera- 
tions, as  too  many  are  wont  to  do,  with  the  hasty  remark,  that 
most  women  do  not 'show  any  desire  to  be  enfranchised;  that 
they  would  not  vote  if  they  were  permitted  to.  This  is  too 
much  like  the  attempt,  that  was  so  often  made,  to  discourage  all 
endeavors  to  procure  the  abolition  of  slavery.  It  was  said,  the 
slaves  do  not  wish  to  be  free;  they  are  contented,  yes,  happy  in 
bondage.  But  that  only  revealed  to  us  how  much  more  ardu- 
ous was  the  work  we  had  to  do  for  their  dehverajice  from  tho 
degradation,  as  well  as  from  the  shackles  and  privations  of 
slavery. 

No,  gentlemen,  women,  not  less  than  men,  are  subject  to  the 
government  of  our  country.  Therefore,  it  is  their  duty,  as  well 
as  their  right,  to  understand  the  laws  and  executive  powers  to 
which  they  are  amenable.  They  should  know  and  make  others, 
whether  they  approve  or  disapprove;  whether  they  consent  to, 
or  dissent  from  the  government.  And  if  they  are  the  "  better 
half  of  mankind,"  it  surely  will  be  for  our  interest,  as  well  as 
theirs,  to  insist  that  they  shall  bear  their  share  of  the  responsi- 
bihties  that  belong  to  them,  not  less  than  to  us.  Their  quicker 
eenaibihtj,  their  nicer  moral  intuitions,  might  admonish  us  of 
politicEd  dangers  m  time  to  avert  them;  guard  us  agamst  injus- 
tice and  immorality,  before  they  shall  have  become  tolerable  by 
«nstom,  or  established  by  law. 
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■What  great  eTJl,  wliat  diro  calamity,  -what  awM  punishment 
may  come  npon  our  State  and  Republic  if  we  persist  in  the 
tremendous  unrighteousueBS  oi  disfranchising  more  than  half 
of  the  people,  God  only  oan  forsee.  We  have  been  solemnly 
admonished  by  the  dreadful  sufferings  and  immeasurable  lossea 
of  our  late  civil  war.  If  injustice  to  four  millions  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  the  land  brought  npon  us  such  a  visitation  as  we  have 
had,  what  may  we  not  incur,  if^we  dare  to  go  on  doing  signal 
injustice,  to  more  than  fifteen  millions? 

Setolved,  That  the  Secretary  transmit  a  copy  of  this  memo- 
rial to  our  delegates  in  the  Constitutional  Convention,  with  the 
request  that  the  same  be  presented  to  the  Convention  and 
spread  npon  the  joumaL 

We  hereby  certify  that  the  above  memorial  and  resolution

The  question  recurring  on  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Ferris  to 
insert  in  the  second  line  of  section  27,  after  the  word  "  rail- 
road," the  words,  "  plant  roads,  grayel  roads  or  turnpikes;" 

It  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  then  being  on  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Stoughton, 
to  the  substitute  of  Mr.  Tan  Riper,  for  section  27,  which  substi- 
tute is  as  follows : 

"  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  city  or  totoship  to 
pledge  its  credit  or  levy  a  tax,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the 
construction  of  any  roailroad,  to  an  extent  whereby  the  out- 
standing indebtedness,  exclusive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid 
to  any  one  railroad,  shall  exceed  five  per  cent  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  township,  and  not  to  exceed  ten  per 
cent,  for  any  two  or  more  raihroads.  The  question  of  such  aid 
must  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  people,  and  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  submission  of  such  question,  unless 
he  shall  be  the  owner  of  property  liable  to  taxation.  No  county 
ehall  be  authorized  to  vote  sach  tax  or  aid." 

The  substitute,  by  consent,  was  withdi-awn. 

The  amendment  of  Mr.  Stoughton,  being  entertained  by 
unanimous  consent,  as  a  substitute  for  section  27,  was  modified 
80  as  to  read  as  follows: 

"  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  city  or  township  to 
raise  money  by  taxation,  or  to  pledge  their  credit  for  the  pur- 
pose of  aiding  in  the  construction  of  any  railroad,  to  an  extent 
whereby  the  tax  raised  or  to  be  raised,  or  the  indebtedness  in- 
cnired,  exclusive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid  to  any  and  all 
railroads,  shall  exceed,  in  any  five  years,  or  at  any  one  time,  ten 
per  ceni  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  property  of 
auch  city  or  township.  No  county  shall  be  authorized  to  pledge 
its  credit  for  any  such  purpose  except  in  the  Upper  Peninsula. 
The  question  of  such  aid  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  city 
or  township  to  be  affected  thereby." 
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The  subatitTite  was  not  adopted. 

The  question  being  on  the  sabstitute  offered  by  Mr.  Ferris, 
,  for  section  27,  in  the  following  words: 

"The  Legialafcare  shall  not  authorize  any  eoimty,  township, 
city  or  village,  by  Tote  of  its  citizens  or  otherwfee,  to  become  a 
stockholder  in  any  joint  stock  company,  corporation  or  associa- 
tion whatever,  or  to  raise  money  for,  or  to  loan  its  credit  to,  or 
in  aid  of  any  such  company,  corporation  or  association;" 

It  was  not  adopted.

that  shall,  be  raised  in  any  one  city  or  township  by  such  tax- 
ation, in  aid  of  any  and  all  such  companies,  shall  not  exceed 
ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty in  said  city  or  township:  And  further  provided.  That  no  * 
such  tax  shall  be  levied,  unless  first  authorized  by  the  vote  of 
electors  of  such  city  or  township; 
Which  motion  was  losi 

Section  31  being  under  consideration,

GENTLEMEN — We,  tho  Board  of'  Trustees,  the  Faculty  and 
the  officers  and  visitors  of  Albion  College,  charged  as  we  are, 
with  grave  responsibilities  in  connection  with  the  education  of 
the  youth  of  this  Stat-o,  cannot  be  indifferent  to  any  move- 
ment by  which  the  organic  law  of  the  commonwealth  shall  bo 
Bo  changed  as  to  multiply  the  perils  of  our  youth  or  increase 
the  difficulties  of  wholesome  discipline  in  the  institutions  of 
learning;  and  beheving,  as  we  do,  that  the  striking  from  our 
Constitution  of  section  47,  article  4,  wilt  have  a  tendency  to 
increase  the  sale  and  use  of  intosicatiijg  Hijuors,  thereby  adding 
to  the  perils  of  our  youth,  as  they  are  exposed  to  the  demoral- 
izing inflnenee  of  increased  traffic  in  intoxicating  Kquors;  and 
beheving  that  said  provision  is  moSt  wise  and  just,  we  pray 
your  Honorable  body  that  it  may  be  retained  in  the  new  Con- 
stitution of  this  State.

But 
after  the  year  1870,  the  Legislature  may  increase  the  number 
to  thirty-three,  by  authorizing  the  election  of  two  Senators  in 
that  portion  of  the  State  now  included  within  the  limits  of  the 
Thirty-Second  Senatorial  District-.  Senators  shall  be  elected 
for  four  years,  and  by  single  disti-icts.  At  the  first  election 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  Senators  in  the  odd 
numbered  districts  shall  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  in  the 
even  numbered  districts  for  four  yeai-s.  Such  districts  shall  be 
numbered  from  one  to  thirty-three  inclusive;  each  of  which 
shall  choose  one  Senator,  No  county  shall  be  divided  in  the 
formation  of  Senate  districts,  except  such  county  shall  be 
equitably  entitled  to  two  or  more  Senators. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  of  Bepresentatives  shall  consist  of  one 
hundred  members.  Bepresentatives  shall  be  chosen  for  two 
years,  and  by  single  districts.  Each  representative  district  shall 
contain  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants, 
including  civilized  persons  of  Indian  descent,  not  members  of 
any  tribe,  and  shall  consist  of  convenient  and  contignous  terri- 
tory. In  every  county  entitled  to  more  than  one  Eepresenta- 
tive,  the  board  of  supervisors  shall  assemble  at  such  time  and 
place  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  and  divide  the  same  into  Eep- 
resentative  districts,  equal  to  the  number  of  Representatives  to 
■which  such  county  is  entitled  by  law,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed 
in  the  ofBces  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  clerk  of  such  county. 
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a  description  of  such  repreeentatiYe  districts,  specifying  the 
oamber  of  each  district,  and  the  population  thereof,  according 
to  the  last  enumeration. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  an  enumer- 
ation of  the  inhabitants  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-five,  and  every  ten  years  thereafter;  and  at  the  first 
session  after  each  enumeration  so  made,  and  also  at  the  first 
session  after  such  enumeration  by  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  the  Legislature  shall  re-arrange  the  Senate  districts,  and 
apportion  anew  the  Representatives  among  the  counties  and 
districts,  according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants,  including  civ- 
ilized persons  of  Lidian  descent,  not  members  of  any  tribe. 
But  no  re-arrangement  of  Senate  districts  shall  vacate  the  seat 
of  any  Senator.  Each  apportionment  and  the  division  into 
Representative  distriefa  by  any  board  of  supervisors,  shall 
i-cmain  unaltered  nntil  the  return  of  another  eniuneration. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Senator  and  Representative  shall  be  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  qualified  elector  of  the  district  he  rep- 
resents. A  removal  from  his  district  shall  be  deemed  a  vacation 
of  bis  office.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the 
time  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  be  eligible  to  any 
office,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of 
which  shall  have  been  increased  hy  the  Legislature  during  such 
term;  nor  shall  ho  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any 
contract  with  the  State,  or  any  county  thereof,  authorized  by 
any  law  passed  during  said  term- 
Sec.  6.  No  person  holding  any  elective  State  office,  except 
that  of  Regent  of  the  University,  or  Member  of  the  Board  of 
nidacation,  and  no  person  holding  the  office  of  probate  judge, 
30nnty  clert,  register  of  deeds,  county  treasurer,  sheriff  county 
'■uperintendent  of  tx>mjnon  schools,  prosecuting  attorney,  or  any 
ifBce  to  which  he  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United 
states,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
.hftll  be  allowed  to  take  or  hold  a  seat  in  either  House  of  the 
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Sec.  7.  Senators  and  Eepreeentatives  shall,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  or  a  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest.  They  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  ci-ril  process  during 
the  session  of  the  Legislature,  or  for  fifteen  days  next  before 
the  commencement  and  after  the  termination  of  each  session; 
they  Bhall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place  for  any  speech 
in  either  House. 

Sec.  8.  The  Legislature  shEdl  meet  at  the  aeat  of  government 
on  the  second  "Wednesday  of  January,  in  the  yeax  one  thoasand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  on  the  second  Wednesday  of 
January  in  every  year  thereafter,  and  at  no  other  time  or  place, 
tinleas  as  provided  in  this  Constitution.  The  time  of  meeting 
shall  be  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  time  of  final 
adjournment  shall  be  at  twelve  o'clock,  noon. 

Sec.  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  ofGcers,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution;  determine  the  rules  of 
its  proceedings,  and  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  its  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  expel  a  member.  The  reasons 
for  such  expulsion  shall  he  enieredvponihe  journal,  viUh  the  names 
of  Ihe  members  voting  on  the  question.  No  member  shall  be  ex- 
pelled a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  nor  for  any  cause 
known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  to  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitnte  a  quoiiim 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  oE  absent  members,  in  such 
manner,  and  under  such  penalties  aa  each  House  may  prescribe. 
See.  11.  The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
during  tkesession  thereof  shall  be  four  dollai-s  per  day /or  actual 
aUendance.  "When  convened  in  extra  seasion,  they  shall  legislate 
on  no  other  subjects  than  those  expressly  stated  in  the  Gov- 
emOT's  proclamation,  or  submitted  to  them  by  special  message. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  cents,  and  no  more,  for  every  mile 
actoally  traveled,  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ting,  on  the  osually  traveled  route,  and  for  stationery,  postage 
and  newspapers,  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  each  member, 
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doling  any  session.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  copy 
ol  the  laws,  jotimals  and  documents  of  the  Legislature  of  which 
he  was  a  member;  bofc  shall  not  receive,  at  the  expensq  of  the. 
State,  boobs,  newspapers,  or  other  perquisites  of  office,  not 
expressly  authorized  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec  12.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  receive  an  annud 
salary  of  Jim  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  ie  in  full  for  his 
services  as  Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  a  contested  election,  each  House  shall 
determine  the  amount  of  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage 
to  be  received  by  each  contestant,  but  the  per  diem  compensa- 
tion allowed  to  both  parties,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four 
dollars  per  day. 

Sec.  14.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  jonmal  of  its  proceedings, 
and  pubUeh  the  same,  except  such  parts  as  may  reqnire  secrecy. 
The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  House,  on  any 
question,  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  at  the  request  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  elected.  Any  member  of  either  House 
may  dissent  from  and  protest  against  any  act,  proceeding  or 
resolution  which  he  may  deem  injurious  to  any  person  or  the 
pnbhc,  and  have  the  reason  of  his  dissent  entered  on  the 
jonmal 

Sec.  15.  In  all  elections  by  either  House,  or  in  joint  con- 
vention, the  votes  shall  be  given  viva  voce.  All  votes  on  nom- 
inations to  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
published  with  the  journal  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  16.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  open,  unless  the 
pnbHe  welfare  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  than  where  the  Legislature  may  then  be  in 
session. 

Sec.  17.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legislature; 
but  no  new  bill  exc^t  appropriaiion  bills,  shall  be  introduced 
after  the  Sist forty  days  of  a  session  shall  have  expired. 

Sec.  18.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  Leg- 
islatare,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  before  it  becomes 
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a  law.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  bat  if  not,  he  shall 
return  it,  with  hia  objection,  to  the  House  in  which  it  origin- 
ated, which  shall  enter  the  objection  at  large  upon  the  journal, 
and  reconsider  it.  On  aach  reconsideration,  if  two-thirds  of 
the  members  elected  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent, 
with  the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which,  it  shall  be 
reconsidered.  If  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected 
to  that  Hoose,  it  shall  become  a  law.  In  such  case  the  vote  of 
both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill,  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  be  not 
returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days,  Sundays  excepted, 
after  it  has  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  become  a  law 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature  by 
their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  not 
become  a  law.  The  Governor  may  approve,  sign  and  file  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  five  days  after  the  ad- 
journment of  the  Legislature,  any  act  passed  during  the  last 
five  days  of  the  session,  and  the  same  shall  become  a  law. 

Sec.  19.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  bo  read  three 
times  in  each  House  before  the  passage  thereof.  No  bill  or 
joint  resolution  shall  become  a  law  without  the  coucurrenco  of 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House.  On  the 
final  passage  of  each  bill  the  vote  shall  be  taien  sepai^ately  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  20.  No  law  shall  embrace  more  than  one  general  object, 
which  shall  be  espre^ed  in  its  title.  No  pubhc  act  shall  take 
effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the 
end  of  the  session  at  which  the  same  is  passed,  unless  the  Leg- 
islature shall  otherwise  direct,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House. 

Sec.  21.  The  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  House  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  requisite  to  every  bill 
appropriating  the  pubhc  money  or  property  for  local  or  private  , 


Sec  22.  No  law  shall  be  revised,  altered  or  amended  by  ref- 
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ence  to  ita  title  only — bnt  the  aection  or  sections  of  the  act  al- 
tered or  amended,  shall  be  re-enacted  and  pnblished  at  length. 
Sec.  24.  The  Legislature  ahall  not  establish  a  State  paper, 
bat  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  pubhcation  of  all  statute  laws 
of  a  public  nature,  and  of  such  judicial  decision  as  it  may  deem 
expedient.  All  laws  and  judicial  decisions  shall  be  free  for 
publication  by  any  person. 

Sec.  25.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  iu  which  any 
ofBce  shal!  be  deemed  vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filimg  the 
vacancy,  where  no  proTision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in  this 
Constitution. 

Sec.  26.  The  Legislature  may  confer  upon  organized  town- 
ships, incorporated  cities  and  villages,  and  upon  the  tjoaxd  of 
supervisors  of  the  several  counties,  such  powers  of  a  local,  legis- 
lative and  administrative  character  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  general  law  for  organizing  town- 
ships, cities  and  villages,  on  suck  conditions  and  subject  to  such 
regulations  as  may  be  prescribed. 

Sec.  27.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  cUy  or  town- 
ship to  pledge  its  credit  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  comlruc- 
lion  of  any  raidroad  to  an  extent  whereby  the  outstanding  indebt- 
edness, exclusive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid  to  any  and  all 
railroads,  shcUl  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed  vduation  of 
such  city  or  township.  No  county,  except  in  the  Upper  Peninsula, 
shall  be  authorized  to  pledge  its  credit  for  any  such  purpose.  The 
question  of  such  aid  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  city  or 
loumship  to  be  affected  thereby. 

Sec.  28.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize,  by  private  or 
special  law,  the  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  real  estate  belonging 
to  any  person,  nor  vacate,  nor  alter  any  road  laid  out  by  com- 
missioners of  highways,  or  any  street  or  puUic  ground  in  any 
city  or  village,  or  in  any  recorded  town  plat. 

See.  29.  The  Legislature  shall  not  grant  nor  anthorize  extra 
compensation  to  any  pubKc  officer,  agent  or  contractor,  after 
the  service  has  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered  into. 
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Sec.  30.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  or  drawn  from  the 
treasury  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious  sect  or  society,  theolog- 
ical or  religious  seminary,  or  schools  under  denominationai  con- 
trol, nor  shall  property  belonging  to  the  State  be  appropriated 
for  Miy  such  purposes.  But  each  House  of  the  Legislature  shall 
have  power  to  emyloy  chaplains  lo  open  its  daily  sessj'on  wiih 
devotioncd  exercises. 

See,  31.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  lottery  or 
permit  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets;  nor  grant  divorces;  nor  audit 
or  allow  any  private  claim  or  account;  nor  pass  special  acts 
extending  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes;  nor  pass  any  act 
aiUhorizing  the  grant  of  license  for  the  sale  of  ardent  spinis  or 
intoxicttting  liqicors  as  a  beverage. 

Sec.  32.  The  stjle  of  the  laws  shall  be:  "  The  people  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  enact." 

Sec.  — .  The  Legislature  may  empower  any  city  or  township  to 
raise  by  tax  in  aid  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  an 
amount  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
valuatim  of  such  eily  or  lownsliip,  but  every  such  lax  shall  hefr^ 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  such  city  or  tovmship;  pro- 
vided  that  the  amount  levied  by  any  such  tax,  shdt  not,  when  added 
to  the  principal  of  the  credits  of  such  cUy  or  township,  already 
pledged  for  like  aid,  and  then  outstanding,  exceed  ten  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  valuation  aforesaid.

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ABTICLE . 

comiTiEa. 

Section.  1.  Each  organized  county  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
with  euch  powers  and  immunities  as  shall  be  established  by 
law.  AH  Buits  and  proceedings,  by  or  against  said  county, 
Bhall  be  in  the  name  thereoL 

Sec.  2.  No  new  county  shiUl  be  organized  without  submit' 
ting  the  question  to  a  Tote  of  the  electors  residing  therein,  nor 
unless  a  majority  thereon,  shall  vote  for  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  No  new  county,  containing  less  than  sixteen  towns, 
as  surveyed  by  the  United  States,  shall  be  organized  from  one 
or  more  counties;  nor  shall  any  organized  coimty  be  reduced 
by  the  organization  of  new  counties  to  less  than  sixteen  Buch 
towns,  unless  in  pursuance  of  law,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast 
by  the  electors  residii^  in  the  counly  or  each  of  the  counties  to 
be  thereby  so  reduced  belotv  sixteen  lovmships,  shall  be  in  favor 
of  such  organization;  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained, 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislalure  from  organvdng 
any  county  compos^  wholly  of  Islands  vnthin  the  terriiory  of  the 
Stoie,  or  disconiinuing  any  such  county,  and  aitaohing  the  same  to 
the  nearest  county  or  counties  on  the  main  land. 

Sec.  4.  In'each  organized  county  there  shall  be  a  sheriff,  a 
county  clerk,  a  county  treasurer,  a  register  of  deeds,  a  prosecu- 
ting attorney,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided  bj 
law,  chosen  by  the  electors  thereof  once  in  two  years,  and  as 
often  as  vacancies  shall  happen,  whose  duties  and  powers  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature.  The  board  of  supervisors  in 
any  county  may  unite  the  oflces  of  county  clerk  and  register  of 
deeds  in  one  office,  or  disconnect  the  same. 

Sec  5.  The  sheriff  county  clerk,  county  treasurer,  judge  of 
probate  and  register  of  deeds,  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the 
county  seat. 

Sec.  6.  The  sheriff  shall  hold  no  other  cgunty  office,  nor  the 
office  of  supervisor.    No  person  shall  be  eUgible  to  the  office  of 
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sheriff,  for  more  than  four  in  a  period  of  six  years.  The  coonty 
shall  never  be  responsible  for  his  acts. 

Sec.  7.  A  board  of  sapervisors,  consisting  of  one  from  each 
organized  townsnip,  shall  be  eatabhahed  in  each  county,  with 
sach  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  bylaw. 

Sec.  8.  Cities  shall  have  such  representation  in  the  board  of 
supervisors  as  the  Legialatm^e  may  direct. 

Sec.  9.  No  county  seat,  once  established,  shall  be  removed, 
until  the  place  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  removed  shall  be 
designated  by  a  majority  of  the  board  of  supervisors  of  the 
county,  and  two-thirds  of  the  electors  voting  thereon,  shall  have 
voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed  location,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  bor- 
row, or  raise  by  tax,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  one-half  miU 
upon  the  dollar,  of  the  assessed  valuation  thereof,  for  construct- 
ing and  repairing  public  buildings,  highways  or  bridges;  butno 
greater  sum  shall  be  borrowed  or  raised  by  tax  for  such  purpose, 
in  any  one  year,  unless  authorized  by  a  majority  of  the  electors 
of  such  county  voting  thereon. 

Sec  11.  The  board  of  supervisors,  or  the  board  of  courUy  au- 
ditors, in  the  county  of  Wayne,  and  in  siicA  other  counties  as  the 
Legislature  may  provide  for  the  election  thereof,  shall,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  by  lam,  have  power  to  prescribe  the  compensa- 
tion due  for  all  services  rendered,  and  adjust  all  claims  against 
their  respective  counties,  and  such  determiruUion  and  adjustmerU 
shall  be  subject  to  no  appeal.  Supervisors  and  county  auditors 
shall  receive  for  their  services  such  compensoi,ion  as  sh<dl  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.

ARTICLE . 


Section  1.  The  executive  power  is  vested  in  a  Governor, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  Iwo  years;  a  Lieutenant  Governor 
shall  be  chosen  for  the  same  term. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor 
or  Lieutenant  Governor,  who  has  not  been  five  years  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident  of  this  State  two  years  next 
preceding  his  election;  nor  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  either 
office  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be 
elected  at  the  times  and  places  of  choosing  the  members  of  the 
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Legidature.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes 
for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
military  and  naval  forces;  and  may  call  out  such  forces  to  exe- 
cute the  laws,  to  suppress  insurrection,  and  to  repel  invasion. 

Sec,  5,  He  may  require  information  in  -writing  from  ofBcera 
of  the  Executive  Department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec  6.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  lawa  be  faithfully  exe- 
cuted. 

Sec  7,  He  may  convene  the  Legislature  on  extraordinary 


Sec  8.  He  shall  give  to  the  Legislature,  and  at  the  close  of 
his  official  term  to  the  next  Legislature,  information  by  message, 
of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  measures 
as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec  9.  He  may  convene  the  Legislature  at  some  other  place 
■when  the  seat  of  government  becomes  dangerous  from  disease, 
or  a  common  enemy. 

Sec  10.  He  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancira 
-  aa  occur  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Beprescntatives. 

Sec.  11.  He  may  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons, 
after  conviction,  for  all  offenses  except  treason,  and  cases  of  im- 
peachment, upon  such  conditions,  and  with  such  restrictions 
and  limitations  as  he  may  think  proper,  subject  to  regulationa 
provided  by  law,  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  par- 
dons. Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  may  suspend  the  execu- 
tion of  the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the 
Legislature  at  its  next  session,  when  the  Legislature  shall  either 
pardon  or  commute  the  sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the 
sentence,  or  grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  communicate 
to  the  Legidature  at  each  session,  ivformaiion  in  each  case  oi 
reprieve,  commutation  or  pardon  granted  by  him,  and  the  rea- 
sons tiierefor. 

Sec  13.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  Me 
removal  from  office,  death,  inability,  resignation  or  absence 
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from  the  State,  ihd  powers  and  duties  of  the  office,  excq>t  those 
of  CommanderAn-Chief,  in  case  of  ike  absence  of  the  Governor 
from  the  State  al  the  head  of  a  miBary  force  thereof  shall  devolTe 
upon  the  Licntenant  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or 
until  the  disability  ceaees.  [But  when  the  Governor  shall  be 
absent  from  the  State  at  the  head  of  a  military  force  thereof,  he 
shall  continue  to  be  Commander-in-Chief] 

Sec.  14.  During  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  if  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  die,  resign,  be  impeached,  displaced,  be 
incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  absent  from 
the  State,  the  President  i>ro  tempore  of  the  Senate  shall  act  as 
Governor  until  the  vacancy  be  filled  or  the  disability  cease. 

See.  15.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his 
office,  be  President  of  the  Senate,  and  when  there  is  an  equal 
division  he  shatl  give  the  easting  vote.  In  committee  of  the  whole 
ho  may  debate  all  questions.  He  shdl  be  chairman  of  the  Bqard 
of  Slale  Auditors,  and  perform  such  oSier  administraiive  duties  aa 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  16.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  any  person  holding 
office  under  the  United  States,  or  other  office  of  this  State,  sh^ 
execute  the  office  of  Governor. 

Sec.  17.  No  person  elected  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor^ 
shall  [receive]  any  office  or  appointment  from  the  Legislature, 
or  either  House  thereof,  during  the  time  for  which  he  was 
elected.  All  votes  for  eifber  of  them,  for  any  such  office  [or 
appointment]  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  18.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate 
pro  tempore,  when  performing  the  duties  of  Governor,  nhftll 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  the  Governor. 

Sec.  19.  AH  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  his  approval  of  the- 
lawa  excepted,  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  great  seal  of  the- 
State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  20.  All  commissions  issued  to  persons  holdmg  office 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  in  the  name 
and  by  the  anfbority  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan^ 
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seaJed  with  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  signed  by  the  Governor, 
and  counters^ed  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 
ABTICLE . 

ESEMPTIONS. 

Sectioh  1.  The  pergonal  property  of  every  resident  of  this 
State,  to  consist  of  such  property  only  as  shall  be  designated 
by  law,  shall  be  exempted  to  the  amouni  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dolUirs,  from  sde  on  execution  or  other  find  process  of 
any  court,  issued  for  the  collection  of  any  dM. 

Sec  2.  Every  homestead,  not  exceedmg  forty  acres  of  land, 
and  the  dwelling  house  thereon,  and  the  appurtenances,  to  be 
selected  by  the  owner  thereof,  owned  and  occupied  by  any  res- 
ident of  this  State,  not  exceeding  in  value  twenty-five  hundred  , 
dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  forced  sale  for  the  collection  of 
any  debt,  on  execution  or  other  final  process  o!  any  court 
Such  exemption  shall  not  extend  to  any  mortgage  tbereou  law- 
fully obtained,  but  such  mortgage  or  other  alienation  o£  such 
land  by  the  owner  thereof,  if  a  married  jnsm,  shall  not  be  valid 
without  the  signature  of  the  wife  to  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Any  resident  of  this  State,  owning  and  occupying  a 
house  on  land  not  his  own,  and  claiming  the  same  as  a  home- 
stead, shall  be  entitled,  as  to  such  house,  to  the  benefits  provi- 
ded in  this  lurticle,  to  the  same  extent  as  if  he  were  the  owner  of 
Huch  land.  But  such  exemption  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  or 
Affect  the  rights  of , the  oumer  of  said  land. 

Sec  4.  [If  the  owner  of  a  homestead  die  or  desert  his  family, 
leaving  a  widow,  wife  or  children,  such  homestead]  shall  be  ex- 
empt from  the  payment  of  hia  debts,  in  all  cases  where  the  owner 
dies  or  deserts,  leaving  a  widow,  wife  or  children,  so  long  as  the 
widow  shall  he  without  other  homestead  of  her  own  and  during  the 
mimyrity  of  the  children,  or  white  the  descried  wife  shall  occupy 


Sec.  6.  The  real  and  personal  estate  of  every  woman  acquired 
before  marrit^e,  and  the  property  to  which  she  [may]  afterwards 
become  entitled,  by  gift,  grant,  inheritance  or  device,  shall  be 
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and  remam  the  estate  and  property  of  such  woman,  and  shall 
not  be  liable  for  the  debts,  obligations  or  engagements  of  her 
husband,  and  maj-  be  devised,  bequeathed  and  alienated  by  her, 
as  if  she  were  unmarried. 

ARTICLE  . 

IMPEACHMESTS  AND  EEMOVAte  FROM  OFFICE. 

Seotioi  1.  The  House  of  BepresentatiTes  shall  have  the 
sole  power  of  impeaching  civil  ofBcers  for  corrupt  conduct  m 
office,  or  for  crimes  and  misdemeanors^  but  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected,  shaU  bo  necessary  to  direct  an  impeachment. 
Sec.  2.  Every  impeachment  shaU  be  tried  by  the  Senate. 
When  the  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  tried,  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shaU  preside.  When  an 
impeaehment  is  directed,  the  members  of  the  Senate  shall  take 
an  oath  or  afBrmation  truly  and  hnpattially  to  try  and  deter- 
mine the  same  according  to  evidence.  No  person  shall  be  con- 
victed without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected.  Judgment,  in  case  of  impeachment,  shah  not  erfend 
farther  than  removal  from  office;  but  the  party  accused, 
whether  acquitted  or  convicted,  ehaU  be  liable  to  trial  and  pun- 
ishment according  to  law. 

Sec.  3.  When  an  impeachment  is  dkected,  the  House  of  Bepre- 
santatives  shaU  ajipoffl!,  from  their  own  body,  a  committee, 
whose  duly  it  shaU  be  to  prosecute  such  impeachment.  An  im- 
pemhmmt  may  be  tried  «to  fte  flmi  adjcummerU  «/  (fe  Legit- 
lalure. 


Sec.  4.  No  officer  shall  eiercise  his  office  after  an  impeach- 
ment is  directed,  tmtil  he  is  acquitted. 

Sec.  5.  The  Governor  may  make  a  provisional  appointment 
to  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  suspension  of  an  officer,  until 
he  shall  bo  acquitted,  or  untU  the  election  and  qualiBcation  of 


Sec.  6.  Tor  reasonable  cause,  which  shaU  not  be  sufficient 
ground  for  the  unpeachment  of  a  judge,  the  Governor  shaU  re- 
move him  on  a  concurrent  resolution  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
65 
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bera  elected  to  each  House  of  the  Legislature,  after  the  party 
aconsed  shaU  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  bis  defense; 
but  the  cause  for  which  euch  removal  is  required  shall  be  stated 
at  length  in  such  resolution. 

Sec.  7.  County,  township,  city,  vUlage  or  school  district  officers 
may  be  removed  m  such  manner  and  for  such  cause  aa  may  be 
provided  by  law. 

See.  8.  Tb£  Governor  shall  have  the  potoer  and  it  sJwil  be  his 
duty,  to  examine  inio  the  condition  of  any  State  office  and  the  act 
of  any  Side  officer,  and  to  suspend  such  officer,  except  a  judge  or 
member  of  the  Legislature,  for  gross  neglect  of  duty  or  for  cor- 
rupt conduct  in  office,  or  any  mifeasance  or  malfeasance  tlwrein, 
and  to  make  a  provisional  appoirdTnenttofUl  the  vacancy  occasioned 
thereby,  and  report  the  cause  of  such  suspension  to  the  LegisMure 
if  in  session,  if  not,  then  at  the  commencement  of  the  next  session 
thereof;  and  the  Legislature  shall  proceed  to  investigate  suck  cause, 
and  if  found  insufficent,  such  officer  shaU  be  reinstated  for  the 
unexpired  portion  of  his  term. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever,  during  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  it 
shall,  m  the  opinion  of  tlic  Governor,  become  necessary  to  di- 
rect an  impeachment  of  any  civil  officer,  he  may,  by  proclama- 
tion, convene  the  House  of  Representatives  for  that  purpose; 
and  if  the  House,  when  so  convened,  shall  direct  an  impeach- 
ment, he  shall  hi  like  manner  immediately  convene  the  Senate 
to  try  such  impeachment;  and  whenever  m  the  opmion  of  the 
President  ofthe  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepre- 
aentativea,  it  shall,  during  a  recess  of  the  Legislature,  become 
necessary  to  direct  an  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  they  may, 
by  their  joint  prochunation,  convene  the  House  for  that  purpose ; 
and  if  the  House  direct  such  impeachment,  the  said  President 
and  Speaker  ahaU,  in  hke  manner,  immediately  convene  the 
Senate  to  try  snch  hnpeachment. 

ARTICLE . 

MnJTAItY  DEPABTMIiNT. 

Sectios  1.  The  mihtia  shall  be  composed  of  all  able-bodied 
male  citizens  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years, 
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except  such  as  are  exempted  by  the  lairs  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  States;  but  all  citizens  of  any  religious  denomination 
who,  from  seniplea  of  conscience,  may  be  averse  to  bearing 
arms,  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  excused  therefrom,  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  organizing, 
equipping  and  disciplining  the  militia  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  not  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

Sea  3,  Officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  or  appointed, 
and  be  commissioned  in  such  manner  aa  may  be  provided  by 
law.

Mr.  Miles  moved  to  amend  it  by  striking  out  of  the  2d  line 
the  words  "otherwise  entitled  thereto." 

Mr.  Ferris  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  substituting 
therefor,  the  words  "twenty-one  years  of  age;" 

■\Vhich  was  accepted, 

The  amendment,  as  amended,  was  not  adopted. 

Mr,  Holt  offered  the  following  substitute  for  section  2 : 

Sec.  2.  That  in  time  of  war,  insurrection  or  rebellion,  no 
•  qualified  elector  in  the  actual  mihtary  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  in  the  army  or  navy  thereof,  shsil  be 
deprived  of  his  vote,  by  reason  of  his  absence  from  the  town- 
ship, ward  or  State  in  which  he  resides;  and  the  Legislature 
shall  have  the  power,  and  shall  provide  the  manner  in  which, 
and  the  time  and  place  at  which  soch  absent  electors  may  Tote, 
and  for  the  canvass  and  return  of  their  votes  to  the  township, 
vaxi,  or  election  district  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  or 
otherwise. 

Mr.  Pringle,  by  unanimous  consent,  offered  the  following  snb- 
stitute  for  the  section: 

Seotios  2.  In  time  of  war,  inanrrection  or  rebellion,  no  qual- 
ified elector  in  the  actual  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  thia  State,  shall  be  deprived  of  his  vote  by  reason 
of  bis  absence  from  the  township  or  ward  iu  which  he  resides, 
and  the  Legislature  shall  provide  the  time  and  place  at  which 
such  absent  electors  may  vote,  and  for  the  canvass  and  return 
of  their  votes,  to  be  counted  in  the  township  or  ward  in  which 
he  resides. 

Mr.  'Williama  moved  to  amend  the  section  by  inserting  in 
line  three,  after  the  word  "State,"  the  words  "  at  such  place 
and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  provided  by  law;"

The  question  recurring  en  the  substitute  for  section  10, 
1     Mr.  Lovell  caUed  for  a  division  of  the  question.

It  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr  Pringle  oflered  the  foUowing  to  stand  as  a  new  section; 
Sec  — .  A  general  biennial  electdoo  shall  be  held  on  the  Tues- 
day foHowmg  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in  the  year  1868, 
and  in  each  second  year  (hereafter,  at  which  shall  be  elected  a 
Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  and   such  State,  legislative, 
.  judicial  and  count,  officers  as  shall  not  be  by  law  reqnured  to  be 

elected  at  a  different  time. 

Mr.  Farmer  moved  to  amend  it  by  striMng  out  aU  after  and 
indnding  the  word  "  at;"

It  was  not  adopted. 

Mr.  Norris  offered  the  foUowing  to  stand  as  a  new  section: 
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Section  — .  Every  person  wlio  after  Hxe  let  day  of  January, 
1869,  shall  desire  to  become  registered  and  cast  a  first  vote, 
mnst  be  able  to  read  the  Constitution  of  this  State,  and  write 
his  name:  Provided,  however,  That  the  proTisions  ol  this  setv- 
tion  shall  not  apply  to  any  person  or  persona  prevented  by 
physical  disability  from  complying  with  its  requisitions,  nor  to 
any  person  who  shall  be  sixty  years  of  age  or  upwai-da,  at  the 
time  this  Constitution  shall  take  effect. 

Mr.  Conger  moved  to  amend  it  by  inserting  after  the  word

Which  motion  was  lost. 

Mr.  Harris  moved  that  the  committee  rise,  report  progress, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  again;

Which  was  not  agreed  to. 

The  question  recurring  on  ttie  amendment  of  Mr.  Norris, 

It  was  not  agreed  to. 

Mr,  Blackman  moved  that  the  committee  rise,  report  pro- 
gress, and  ask  leave  to  sit  again; 

Which  motion  prevailed.  "

The  artide  as  amended  is  as  followai 


Sbctioh  1.  In  all  elections,  every  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  three  monthSj 
and  io  the  tsvmahip  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  thirty 
days  next  preceding  an  election,  belonging  to  either  of  the  fol- 
lowing classes,  shall  be  an  elector,  and  entitled  to  vote : 

First.  Every  citizen  of  the  United  States ; 

Second.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  this  State,  who  shall  have 
lesided  in  the  United  States  two  years  and  six  months,  and  de- 
clared his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  the  laws  thereof,  six  months  preceding  an  election; 

Third.  Every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this  State  on  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-five; 

Fourth.  All  male  Indians,  natives  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  In  time  of  war,  insurrection  or  rebelhon,  the  right  to 
vote  shall  be  enjoyed  by  all  persons  otherwise  entitled  thereto, 
who  may  be  in  the  actual  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State,  at  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as 
shaU  be  prescribed  hy  law:  Provided,  Their  votes  shall  be  made 
to  apply  to  the  township  or  ward  of  which  they  are  residents. 

Sec,  3.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  escept  of  such  town- 
ship officers  as  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  be  otherwise 


Sec  i.  Every  elector,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony, 
misdemeanor  or  beach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from 
arrest  daring  hia  attendance  at  election,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  No  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  do  militrry  duty  on  the 
day  of  election,  except  in  time  of  war  or  pnblio  danger,  or  at- 
tend court  as  a  suitor  or  witness. 
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Sec.  6.  No  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  a 
residence  by  reason  of  his  being  employed  in  the  service 
of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  nor  while  engaged 
in  the  navigation  of  the  waters  of  this  State  or  of  the  "United 
States,  or  of  the  high  seas,  nor  whUo  a  student  at  any  seminary 
of  learning,  nor  while  kept  at  any  alms  house  or  other  asylttm 
at  public  expense,  nor  while  confined  in  any  public  prison. 

Sec.  7.  Laws  may  be  passed  to  preserve  the  purity  of  elec- 
tions, and  gnard  against  the  abuses  of  the  elective  franchise. 

Sec.  8.  No  soldier,  seaman  nor  marine  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State, 
in  consequence  of  being  stationed  in  any  military  or  naval 
place  within  the  same. 

Sec.  9.  No  idiot  or  insane  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  an  elector,  or  who  may,  qfler  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  desert  from  the  military  service  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  10.  Any  inhabitant  of  this  State,  who  may  be  hereafter 
engaged  in  a  duel  or  prize  fight,  shall  be  disqualified  from  hold- 
ing any  office,  and  from  voting  at  any  election. 

Sec.  11.  The  Legislature  may  authorize  towndiips  to  hold 
their  elections  within  the  corporate  limits  of  adjoining  cities.

Mr.  Van  Valkenburgh  moved  to  amend  it  by  striking  out  the 
word  "  four,"  in  the  second  line,  and  inserting  in  lieu  the  word 
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Mr.  Aldricli  moved  to  amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out 
"  eix,"  and  inserting  "nine," 

Mr.  Huston  offerJd  the  follo-mng  substitute  for  the  section: 

Section  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  system  of 
primary  schools,  by  which  each  district  in  the  State  shall  main- 
tain a  school  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  at  least  eight  months  in 
the  year.  The  instruction  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  in  the  Enghsh 
langnage. 

Pending  the  debate, 

Mr.  Case  moved  that  the  committee  rise,  report  progress, 
and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

The  motion  prevailed. 

IN   CONTENTION. 

The  committee,  through  the  chahrman,  made  tho  following 
report: 

The  committee  of  the  whole  have  had  under  consideration 
Article ,  entitled  "Cities  and  Villages;" 

Have  made  sundry  amendments  thereto,  and  have  directed 
their  chairman  to  report  the  same  back  to  the  Convention, 
asking  concurrence  therein,  and  recommend  its  passage. 

The  committee  of  the  whole  have  also  had  under  consider- 
ation Article  - ,  entitled  "Education;" 

Have  made  some  progress  therein,  but  not  having  gono 
through  therewith,  have  directed  me  to  report  that  fact  to  the 
Convention,  and  ask  leave  to  sit  again. 

RICHABD  "WINSOK,  Chairman. 

The  report  was  accepted,  and  the  committee  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  first  named  article. 

Leave  was  granted  the  committee  to  sit  again  on  the  last 
named  article. 

The  question  being  on  concurring  in  the  amendments  made 
by  the  committee  to  the  first  named  article, 

Mr.  P.  D.  Warner  moved  that  the  Convention  adjourn. 

The  motion  to  adjourn  was,  by  request,  withdrawn. 
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Mr.  EichmoncE,  by  unanimons  consent,  presented  the  memo- 
rial of  a  committee  of  the  Alnmni  of  the  University,  and  resolu- 
tdone,  asking  that  provision  be  made  in  the  Constitution  for  ap- 
pointing the  Board  of  Regents,  and  a  provision  for  tax  for  the 
support  of  the  University. 

The  memorial  Tras  laid  on  the  table,  ordered  to  be  entered 
at  large  on  the  journal,  and  ia  as  follows : 
To  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  the  Slate  of  Michigan: 

At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Alumni  of  the  University  of 
Michigan,  held  in  the  law  lecture  room  of  the  University,  ontiie 
twenty-fifth  day  of  June,  1867,  the  following  resolutions  were 
unanimously  adopted: 

Besolved,  That  in  the  judgment  of  the  Alumni  of  the  Un-t 
versity  of  Michigan,  the  organic  law  of  the  State  should  be  so 
framed  as  to  secure — 

First.  The  entire  management  and  control  of  the  University 
by  the  Board  of  Regents; 

Second.  That  the  Regents  should  be  elected,  on  the  nomina- 
tion of  the  Governor,  by  the  Senate; 

Third.  That  it  provide  for  a  specific  tax  of  one-twentieth  of  a 
mill  as  a  fund  in  aid  of  the  University. 

Besolved,  That  with  a  view  to  carry  into  practical  effect  the 
above  resolution,  a  committee  of  five  be  appointed  by  the  chair 
from  the  Alumni  residing  in  Ann  Arbor,  to  draft  a  memorial  to 
the  Constitntional  Convention,  urging  that  Honorable  body  to 
incorporate  into  the  organic  law  the  principle  contained  in  the 
first  resolution. 

We,  the  undersigned,  the  conuuittee  appointed  in  accordance 
with  the  above  resolution,  beg  leave  most  respectfully  to  represent 
toyourHonorablebody  that  the  great  object  we  have  in  view  in 
urging  upon  you  the  incorporation  of  a  provision  in  the  Con- 
stitntion  placing  the  entire  control  of  the  University  in  the 
hands  of  the  Board  of  Regente,  ia  that  in  so  doing  its  fatore 
may  be  in  the  keeping  of  those  whose  position  require  them  to 
study  and  investigate  the  necessities  of  the  institution,  and 
therefore  are  the  most  fit  to  judge  of  what  had  and  what  had 
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not  better  be  introdnced  therein,  in  order  not  only  to  promote 
the  interests  of  the  institution,  bat  to  carry  into  effect  the  origi- 
nal, broad  and  comprehensiTe  plan  of  a  true  University,  on 
which  plan  our  own  University  ia  established. 

And  in  urging  upon  your  Honorable  body  the  propriety  of 
the  election  of  the  Regents  by  the  Senate,  on  the  nomination  of 
the  Governor,  we  would  respectfully  say  that  in  our  judgment 
the  ofSce  of  Regent  is  such  an  ofBce,  that  it  requires  great  care 
and  prudence  in  the  selection  of  a  person^'competent  to  fill  it; 
something  more  than  can  be  completely  done  in  the  hurry  and 
excitement  of  a  pohtical  convention.  And  altbougb  we  are  not 
prepared  to  eay  that  in  the  present  mode  of  selecting  them 
there  has  been  any  great  injury  done,  yet  if  it  were  left  with  the 
Governor  of  the  State  to  choose  the  Eegents,  he  would  have 
time  and  opportunity  to  select  men  who,  from  their  known 
identification  with  the  interests  of  the  State,  and  familiarity 
with  the  interests  and  wants  of  the  institution,  would  be  better 
fitted  and  qualified  to  act  for  the  best  interests  of  the  University, 
than  those  who  might  be  selected  by  any  political  convention. 

The  ofBce  of  Eegent  is  not  a  pohtical  office,  nor  should  it  be- 
come so  by  having  the  Regents  the  creatures  of  a  pohtical 
party,  responsible  in  a  great  measure  to  a  political  party  for 
their  positition  as  Regents,  or  their  retention  in  office.  And  it 
is  our  great  object  and  desire  so  to  shield  the  University  and 
its  interests  from  the  current  of  political  strife,  either  in  the 
Convention  or  Legislature,  so  that  under  the  fostering  care  of 
the  Eegents,  it  may  still  grow  and  prosper,  and  continue  (as  it 
is,)  one  of  the  most  thorough  and  complete  institutions  in  the 
land ;  an  institution  of  no  city  or  county,  or  part  of  the  State,  but 
the  University  of  Michigan,  in  fact,  as  well  as  name. 

"We  would  also  urge  upon  your  Honorable  body,  the  neces- 
sity of  creating  a  permanent  fund  for  the  support  of  the  Uni- 
versity. Its  present  resources  are  not  sufficient  to  meet  its 
current  expenses,  and  enable  the  regents  to  carry  out  the  orig- 
inal plan  of  having  taught  in  the  University  all  the  subjects 
that  properly  shoulfl  have  a  place  in  a  University,  established 
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on  the  broad  and  comprehensive  plan  of  the  University  of  this 
State,  It  is  onr  opinion  that  the  creation  of  a  permanent  fund, 
by  the  small  tas  of  one-twentieth  of  a  mill  on  a  dohtu  of  all 
tho  taxable  property  of  the  State,  will  accomplish  that  object. 
It  ■mil  give  the  University  a  firm  and  permanent  financial  basis, 
so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  apply,  from  time  to  time,  to 
the  Legislature,  for  further  necessary  appropriation,  nor  de- 
pendent on  the  temper  of  the  Legislature  for  its  fixture  welfare. 
This  Institution  is  the  child  of  the  State,  and  to  the  State  it 
looks  for  encouragement  and  support.  It  is  the  great  educa^ 
tional  center  of  the  State,  and  it  is  there  the  young  men  of  the 
State,  who  seek  to  inform  themselves  in  the  higher  branches 
of  science,  literature  and  arts,  (and  we  hope  to  see  agriculture 
and  the  sciences  connected  therewith,  soon  taught  in  the  Uni- 
versity,) iaay  find  an  Institution  at  home,  inferior  to  none 
in  the  country,  where  a  complete  education  may  be  had. 
There  the  student,  seeking  to  educate  himself  in  law  or  medi- 
cine, may  find  competent  instructors  and  an  ample  field  for 
study,  research  and  reflection. 

The  State  may  well  be  proud  of  what  the  University  has 
already  accomplished.  What  we  ask  now  of  your  honorable 
body  is  to  establish  the  University  on  a  firm,  permanent  and 
independent  financial  basis.  It  ia  but  HtUe  of  the  great  re- 
sources of  the  State  that  we  ask  to  be  set  apart  for  its  Univer- 
sity, and  we  humbly  pray  your  honorable  body  that  the  petition 
in  behalf  of  onr  Alma  Mater  may  be  granted,

The  whole  iiit«rior  of  the  said  Upper  Peninsula 
is  a  wildemesa  without  roada  or  raihroads; 

And  whereas,  A  raih-oad  nimiiiig  from  Detroit,  by  way  of  the 
Straits  of  Mackinaw,  and  thence  through  the  interior  of  the 
aaid  Tipper  Peninsula,  and  to  intersect  the  Northern  Pacific 
Eailroad  at  or  near  the  head  of  Lake  Superior,  woiild  open  all 
said  country  to  settlenient,  and  afford  the  roeans  of  developing  an 
amount  of  mineral  wealth  unequalled  in  richness  in  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  United  States,  as  well  also  aa  open  to  settlement  the 
northern  counties  of  the  Lower  Peninsula,  and  afford  a  direct 
and  cheap  avenue  for  the  transportation  of  the  products  of  the 
vast  iron  and.copper  mines  and  marble  qaarriee  of  the  Upper 
Peninsula  to  a  market; 

Owing  to  the  geographical  position  of  the 
Upper  Peninsula,  separated  as  it  is  from  the  Lower  Peninsula

The  Article  is  as  follows: 
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SectiosI.  All  political  power  is  inherent  in  the  people.  Got- 
ernment  ia  instituted  for  the  protection,  security  and  benefit  of 
the  people;  and  they  have  the  right  to  alter  or  reform  the  same 
whenever  the  public  good  may  require  it. 

Sec  2.  Every  person  shall  be  at  liherty  to  vxirship  God  according 
to  the  dictates  of  his  ovm  conscience.  2fo  persmi  ahdl  be  campeUed 
to  attend,  erect  or  support  any  place  of  religions  worship,  or 
pay  tithes,  taxes  or  other  rates,  for  the  support  of  any  minister 
of  the  gospel,  or  teacher  of  religion. 

Sec.  3.  The  [civil  and  religious],  rights,  privileges  and  capac- 
ities of  [no]  person  shaH  be  diminished  or  enlarged,  on  account  ' 
of   [his]  opinions  or  feelief  concerning  matters  of  religion. 

Sec.  4  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his 
sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  right;  and  no  lav7  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the 
liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  all  prosecutions  for  libels, 
the  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  jury  that  Ihe  matter  charged  as  libellous  ia  tJTie, 
and  was  published  with  good  motives  and  for  justifiable  ends, 
the  party  shall  be  acquitted;  and  the  jmy  shall  have  the  right 
to  detflrmine  the  law  and  the  fact. 

Sec.  5.  No  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  impair- 
ing the  obligation  of  contracts,  shall  be  passed. 

Sec  6.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpns  remains 
and  shall  not  be  suspended,  [unless]  in  ease  of  rebeUion  or  inva- 
sion, the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

Sec  7.  The  right  of  trial  by  juiy  shall  remain,  but  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  waived  in  all  civil  cases,  unless  demanded  by  one 
of  the  parties,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribod  by  law. 
The  Legislature  may  anthorize,  in  all  civil  and  erimmal  cases,  a 
trial  by  a  jury  of  a  less  number  than  twelve  men,  in  all  courta 
not  of  record. 

Sec  8.  In  every  criminal  prosecution,  the  accused  shall  have 
the  right  to  a  speedy  and  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury,  to  be 
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informed  of  tlie  accusation,  to  be  confronted  with  witnesses  ■ 
against  him,  to  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnessea 
in  his  favor,  and  have  the  assistance  of  counsel  for  his  defense- 
Sec  9.  Any  suitor  in  any  court  in  this  'State  shall  have  the 
right  to  prosecute  or  defend  his  suit,  either  in  his  own  proper 
person,  or  by  an  attorney  of  his  choice.  ^ 

Sec.  10.  The  persons,  houses,  papers  and  possessions  of  every 
person  shsJl  be  secure  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures. 
No  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  thing, 
shall  issue  without  describing  them,  nor  without  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation.

Sec.  18.  The  military  shall  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the 
dvQ  power. 
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Sec.  19.  No  soldier  Bhcdl,  in  tame  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  house  ■without  consent  of  the  owner  ^or  occupant,  nor  in 
time  of  war,  except  in  a  manner  prescried  by  law. 

Sec  20.  The  people  have  the  right  peaceably  to  assemble  to- 
gether, to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  Repre- 
sentatives, and  to  petition    the   Legislature   for   redrew  of

No  sale  of  such  liquors  to  minors, 
paupers  or  common  drunkards  shall  ever  be  authorized;  nor 
Bhftll  anyplace  for  the  sale  of  such  liquors  be  permitted  to  be  kept 
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3peii,  or  any  such  liquors  soH  therein,  in  any  city  or  town,  on 
yny  day  when  a  general  or  special  election  is  held  in  said  city 
jrtown.  The  annaal  tax  or  license  fee  to  be  paid  by  venders 
Df  such  liquors  shall  in  no  case  be  less  than  $100. 

A  separate  ballot  nponeaeh  provision,  may  be  given  by  any 
slector,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  ballot-box  provided  for 
ihat  purpose.  On  the  ballots  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the 
above  provision  No.  1,  shall  be  the  words,  "  Prohibition — ^Yes;" 
and  upon  the  ballots  in  favor  of  the  above  provision  No.  2,  shall 
be  the  words,  "License — Yes;"  and  upon  the  bead  or  outside 
of  all  said  ballots,  shall  be  the  words,  "  Prohibition  or  License," 
placed  in  such  manner  that  the  same  shall  be  visible  when  the 
ballot  is  folded.  If,  upon  the  canvass  of  such  ballots  cast  at 
said  election,  a  majority  thereof  shall  be  found  to  contain  the 
words,  "  Prohibition — Yes,"  then  said  provision  No,  1,  shal 

become  and  stand  as  section ,  of  Article ,  of  this 

Constitution,  if  it  shall  be  adopted;  but  if  a  majority  of  each 
ballota  shall  contain  the  words,  "  License — Tes,"  then  the  above ' 
provision  No.  2,  shall  become  and  stand  as  section ,  of  Ar- 
ticle   ,  of  this  Constitution,  if  the  same  is  adopted.

The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  system,  of  pimary 
schools,  bxj  which  a  school  shall  le  maintained  in  each  school  dis- 
trict in  the  Slate,  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  at  least  four  moTUhs 
in  the  year.  The  instruction  shall  in  all  cases  be  in  the  English 
language. 

Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  elected  eight  Eegents  of  the  Univer- 
sity, whose  term  of  office  shall  be  eight  years,  two  of  whona 
shall  be  elected  every  second  year,  on  the  day  of  the  annual 
township  election,  so  as  to  succeed  the  Regents  now  in  office, 
as  their  several  terms  shall  expire.  When  a  vacancy  shall  occur 
in  the  office  of  Eegent,  in  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Governor, 

Sec.  5.  The  Kegents  of  the  University  and  their  successors 
in  of&ce  shall  continue  to  constitute  the  body  corporate,  known 
by  the  name  and  title  of  "  the  Eegents  of  the  University  of 
Michigan." 

Sec.  6,  .The  Eegents  of  the  University  shall,  as  often  as 
necessary,  elect  a  President  of  the  University,  who  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  their  board,  with  the  privilege  of  speak- 
ing but  not  of  voting.  He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
Eegents,  and  be  the  principal  executive  officer  of  the  Univer- 
sity. The  Board  of  Eegents  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  University  and  the  direction  and  control  of  all  expendi- 
tures from  the  University  interest  fund. 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  elected  three  members  of  a  State 
Board  of  Education,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  in  every  second  year,  at  the  time 
of  the  election  of  Kegents  of  the  University.    They  shall  enter 
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upon  the  duties  of  their  office  on  the  first  day  of  January  next 
succeeding  their  election.  The  Superiaendent  of  Public  In- 
etruction  shall  he  ex  officio  a  member  and  Secretary  of  such 
board.  The  board  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the 
State  Kormal  School,  and  theh'  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Legielatiu'e  shall  provide  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  the  Agricultural  College,  for  instruction  in  agri- 
culture, aud  the  natural  sciences  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  9.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  all  lands  that  have 
been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the 
State  for  educational  purposes,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  lands 
or  other  property  given  by  individuals,  or  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  lite  purposes,  shsjl  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund, 
the  interest  and  income  of  which,  together  with  the  rents  of  all 
such  lands  as  may  remain  unsold,  shall  be  inviolably  appropri- 
ated and  annnaUy  applied  to  the  specific  objects  of  the  originid 
gift,  grant  or  appropriation. 

Sec.  10.  All  lands,  the  title  of  which  shall  fail  from  a  defect 
of  heirs,  shall  escheat  to  the  State;  and  the  interest  on  the 
clear  proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof,  shall  be  appropriated 
esclasively  to  the  support  of  primary  schools.

Dsis  Sir — A  letter  from  the  Secretary  of  the  Constitutional 
Convention,  to  J.  H.  Burleson,  Esq.,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Eegents  of  the  University,  containing  the  resolation  of  inquiry 
adopted  by  the  Convention,  has  been  handed  to  me,  as  the  Sec- 
rotary  is  now  absent  fi-om  home.  I  am  not  able  to  give  an  exact 
reply,  as  it  would  require  a  more  careful  study  of  the  accounts 
than  I  am  able  now  to  mate,  but  I  hope  that  the  following  gen- 
eral statement  wil!  be  satisfactory  till  Mr,  Burleson  shall  return. 

The  annual  receipts  of  the  University  from  the  State  Treas- 
lUrer,  being  mtecest  on  the  proceeds  of  lands  sold,  is  in  roiind 
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numbers,  about  $37,000.  The  amount  received  from  students 
fees  for  the  year  jast  closed,  is  $19,105.  Besides  this,  the  Uni- 
Tereityhasa  "Eeservo  Fund/' of  about  $15,000,  hearing  inter- 
est, which  it  is  designed  to  increase  to  $20,000,  to  replace  that 
amount  already  received  from  the  sale  of  a  lot  of  land  in  De- 
troit, which  was  conveyed  to  the  University  by  deed  of  the  Gov- 
ernor and  Judges  of  the  Territory  of  Michigan,  and  tlie  pro- 
ceeds of  -which  have  been  expended  for  bnHdings. 

The  University  received  from  a  land  company  in  Ann  Arbor, 
the  site  of  forty  aerea,  on  which  it  is  located.  It  has  also  re- 
ceived from  the  State  a  release  from  an  ohhgation  to  pay  inter- 
est on  $100,000,  borrowed  from  the  State  for  buildings. 

The  University  has  also  received,  from  citizens  of  Detroit, 
private  subscriptions  amounting  to  about  $10,000,  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  the  Observatory. 

It  has  received  from  the  city  of  Ann  Arbor,  for  the  same 
purpose,  $5,000.  Also  from  the  city  of  Ann  Arbor,  for  the  en- 
largement of  the  Medical  building,  $10,000. 

The  other  donations  have  been  inconsiderable  in  amoont, 
and  have  mostly  gone  into  the  Museum  and  Libraries. 

As  it  regards  the  receipts  from  students's  fees,  I  am  able  to 
give  you  an  analysis  of  them  for  the  year  just  ending,  as  follows: 

Amount  received  from  Michigan  students, |3,745 

Amount  received  from  other  States, 15,360 

Michigan  students  have  been  charged  fifteen  dollars  the  first 
year,  and  five  dollars  a  year  thereafter.  Other  students  have 
been  charged  twenty-five  dollars  the  first  year,  and  five  dollars 
a  year  thereafter. 

Hereafter,  Michigan  students  wiU  be  charged  twenty  dollars 
the  first  year,  and  ten  dollars  a  year  thei'ealter.  Other  students 
wiU  he  charged  thnty-five  dollars  the  first  year,  and  ten  dollars 
a  year  thereafter. 

The  University  is  largely  indebted  to  the  fees  received  fi-om 
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Btudenta  from  other  States.    Indeed,  without  them,  the  Medi- 
cal and  Law  departments  could  not  possibly  be  sustained.

"The  Statfi  shall  be  divided  into  fourteen  Judicial  Circuits, 
in  each  of  which  the  electors  shall  elect  one  Circuit  Judge,  who 
shall  hold  his  ofSce  for  the  term  of  eight  years,  and  until  hia 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 

"The  Legislature  may  alter  the  limits  of  Cii'cuits,  or  increase 
the  number  of  the  same.  No  alteration  or  increase  shall  have 
the  effect  to  remove  a  Judge  from  office.  In  every  additional 
Circuit  established,  the  Judge  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors 
of  such  Circuit,  and  bis  term  of  office  shall  continue  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Constitution  for  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court. 
Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  may  hold  courts  for  each  other, 
and  shall  do  so  when  required  by  law.  The  Legislature  may 
provide  for  holding  a  term  or  terms  of  the  Circuit  Court  by  a 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court." 

The  substitute  was  not  adopted. 

Section  9  being  under  consideration, 

Mr.  Conger  moved  to  amend  the  section,  by  inserting  in  the 
4th  line,  before  the  word  "  power,"  the  words,  "original  juris- 
diction, and;"

"Which  was  not  i^eed  to.

Which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Conger  offered  the  following  substitute  for  section  11: 

'■  There  shall  be  elected  in  e&ch  coimty,  one  or  more  Circuit 
Court  Commissioners,  who  shall  be  vested  with  such  ju- 
dicial and  ministerial  powers  and  duties  as  shtdl  be  prescribed 
by  law;" 

Pending  which,

The  preamble  and  resolution  ofi'ered  by  him  on  Thursday 
last,  as  modified  by  the  amendment  of  Mr.  Leach,  was  taken 
from  the  table,  which  preamble  and  resolution  are  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  Upper  Peninsula  of  Michigan  is  rich  in  nearly 
all  the  valuable  minerals  useful  to  man,  and  it  is  desirable  to 
open  an  avenue  for  their  quick  and  cheap  transportation  to  a 
market; 
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And  whereas.  The  whole  interior  of  the  said  Upper  Peninsula 
is  a  wilderness  without  roada  or  railroads; 

And  whereas,  A  railroad  running  from  Detroit,  by  way  of  the 
Straits  of  Mackinaw,  and  thence  through  the  interior  of  the 
said  Upper  Peninsula,  and  to  intersect  the  Northern  Pacific 
Railroad  at  or  near  the  head  of  Lake  Superior,  would  open  all 
said  coantiy  to  settlement,  and  afford  the  means  of  developing  an 
amount  of  mineral  wealth  unequalled  in  richness  in  any  other  por- 
tion of  the  United  States,  as  well  also  as  open  to  settlement  the 
northern  counties  of  the  Lower  Peninsula,  and  afford  a  direct 
and  cheap  avenue  for  the  transportation  of  the  products  of  the 
vast  iron  and  copper  mines  and  marble  quarries  of  the  Upper 
Peninsula  to  a  market; 

And  whereas.  Owing  to  the  geographical  position  of  the 
Upper  Peninsula,  sepai'ated  as  it  is  from  the  Lower  Peninsula 
by  the  waters  of  Green  Bay,  Lake  Michigan  and  the  Straits  of 
Mackinaw,  unless  some  railroad  communication  fa  opened  by 
way  of  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw — which  is  tho  only  practical . 
point  for  such  connection— the  wants  of  the  separate  locaHtiea 
will  within  a  few  years  eventuate  in  a  dismemberment  of  the 
State  and  the  erection  of  a  new  State,  a  necessity  for  which 
would,  by  the  construction  of  a  railroad  through  the  State  by 
way  of  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw,  be  greatly  lessened; 

And  whereas.  The  construction  of  a  raiboad  along  tho  route 
above  named  and  the  Noi-them  Pacific  Eaih-oad,  would  be  a 
work  of  national  importance;  therefore, 

Resohed,  That  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress 
be  requested  to  use  their  utmost  lawful  endeavors,  at  the  next 
and  succeeding  sessions  of  Congi-ess,  to  procure  a  suitable 
grant,  either  in  land  or  bonds,  or  both,  as  the  case  may  be,  from 
the  United  States,  to  aid  in  the  construction  of  a  railroad  from 
Detroit  as  aforesaid,  by  way  of  the  Straits  of  Mackinaw  to  the 
head  of  Lake  Superior:  JProvided,  That  if  a  grant  of  land  be 
obtained,  said  land  shall  not  be  withdrawn  from  the  market, 
but  shall  remain  subject  to  sale,  the  avails  to  be  appropriated 
to  the  purpose  for  which  the  grant  is  made, 
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Eesolvfd,  That  the  Secretary  of  State  be  requested  to  for- 
ward copies  of  this  reeolution  to  each  of  our  Senators  and 
Kepresentativea  in  Congresa  before  the  next  session  thereof.

The  article  as  amended  in  committee  of  the  whole  was  laid 
on  the  table  and  ordered  printed  in  the  journal,  and  is  aa  fol- 
lows: 
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ARTICLE  — 

JUDICIAL   EEPAETMENT. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  sLali  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Court,  in  circuit  courts,  probate  courts,  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  in  such  other  courts  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  authorized 
by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  ia  continued  subject  to  the  pro- 
■visions  of  this  article.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  tlie 
election  of  one  additional  judge,  so  that  the  court  shaU  consist 
of  five  members,  and  for  a  classification  of  the  judges  so  that 
one  shall  go  out  of  office  every  two  years.  The  judge  having 
tho  shortest  term  to  serve  fi'om  time  to  time,  shall  be 
Chief  Justice  during  the  remainder  of  his  term  of  o£Gce.  The 
term  of  office  of  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  ten 
yeai's. 

Sec.  3.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  a  general  superintend- 
ing control  over  all  other  courts  and  tribunals,  and  also  such 
appellate  jurisdiction  as  shall  be  provided  by  law;  and  to  that 
end  may  issue  writs  of  error,  certiorari,  mandamus,  procedendo, 
prohibition,  and  all  other  appropriate  writs  and  process.  It 
shall  also  have  original  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  mandamus, 
habeas  corpus,  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto,  and 
proceedings  by  scke-facias  to  vacate  letters  patent.  It  shall 
have  such  jurisdiction  of  questions  rese'rvcd  as  shall  be  provided 
by  law.  Its  jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  not  embraced  in  this  arti- 
cle, shall  be  appellate  only. 

See.  i.  There  shall  be  held  at  least  four  terms  of  the  Supreme 
Court  annually,  one  in  each  of  the  four  judicial  districts  of  the 
Lower  Peninsula  of  the  State,  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall 
be  provided  by  law. 

See.  5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  by  general  rules,  establish, 
modify  and  amend  its  practice,  and  may  also  malie  all  rules  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction. 
It  may  appoint  its  own  clerks  and  a  reporter  of  its  decisions. 
A  concurrence  of  three  judges  of  said  court  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  final  decision. 
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Sec  6.  The  State  Shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  districts, 
four  of  which  BhaJl  consist  of  contiguous  territory  in  the  Lower 
Peninsula;  the  fifth  shall  embrace  the  Upper  Peninsula  and  such 
portion  of  the  Lower  contiguous  thereto,  as  shall  be  designated. 
Each  judicial  district  shall  be  sub-divided  into  circuits  of  at 
least  two  in  number.  In  each  circuit  tliere  shall  be  elected  by 
the  electors  thereof,  one  circuit  judge,  who  shail  be  a  resident 
of  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  circuit  is  formed,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  eight  years  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all 
the  circuit  judges  to  meet  at  least  once  in  two  yeai-s,  to  estab- 
lish unifoi-m  i-ules  of  practice  in  the  circuit  courts,  and  to 
modify  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  law  terms  in  the 
several  judicial  districts  by  the  judges  thereof,  with  whom  may 
be  associated  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court.  The  jurisdiction 
and  powers  at  such  law  terms  sha"  be  such  as  may  be  granted 
bylaw.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  holding  a  term  or 
terms  of  the  circuit  court  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
Sec.  8.  A  cucmt  couit  sholi  be  held  at  least  twice  ia  each 
year  in  every  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes,  andat  least 
three  times  in  each  year  in  counties  containing  ten  thousand 
inhabitants.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  in  each  judicial 
district,  shall  hold  the  tei-ms  thereof  either  within  the  circuit 
for  which  they  are  elected,  or  alternately  within  the  judicial 
dishict,  as  they  may  elect,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  kw  for 
either  or  all  of  such  judicial  districts. 

Sec.  9.  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in 
all  mattei-s,  civil  and  criminal,  not  excepted  in  this  Constitution 
and  not  prohibited  by  law;  and  such  apppellate  jurisdiction 
from  all  inferior  courts  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law,  and  supervisoiy  control  of  the  same.  They  shaU  also  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction, 
quo  wan-anto,  certiorari,  and  other  writs  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  their  orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and  give  them  gen- 
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eral  control  over  inferior   courts   and  tribunals  within  their 
respective  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  10.  The  Supreme,  circuit  and  probate  courts,  shall  be 
courts  of  record,  and  shall  each  have  a  common  seal. 

See.  11.  The  respective  circuit  courts  held  in  each  county 
shaU  appoint  one  or  more  persons  residing  therein,  who  shall 
be  vested  with  such  judicial  and  ministerial  powers  as  shall  be 
provided  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  "Whenever  a  judge  shall  remove  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  district  in  which  he  was  elected,  his  office  shall  become  va- 
cant; and  whenever  a  justice  of  the  peace  shall  remove  from 
the  township  in  which  he  was  elected,  or  be  placed  without  the 
limits  thereof  by  a  change  of  boundaries,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  vacated  his  of&ce. 

Sec.  13.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Judge  of 
the  Supreme,  circuit  or  probate  courts,  it  shall  be  Med  by  ap- 
pointment of  the  Governor,  which  appointment  shall  continue 
until  a  successor  to  fill  such  vacancy  is  elected  and  qualified. 
"When  elected,  such  successor  shall  hold  his  office  the  residue  of 
the  unespired  term. 

Sec.  14.  The  clerk  of  each  county  oi^anized  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, shall  be  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  such  county.  The 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts  within  then:  respective  jurisdiction 
may  fill  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  county  clert  and  prosecuting 
attorney. 

Sec.  15.  Ea«h  of  the  circuit  and  Supreme  Court  judges  shEdl 
receive  a  salary  payable  quarterly.  They  shall  be  inehgibla  to 
any  other  than  a  judicial  offic«,  dirring  their  continuance 
therein.  All  votes  for  such  judge,  for  any  office  other  than 
judicial,  given  either  by  the  Legislature  or  the  people,  shall  be 
void. 

Sec.  16.  In  each  organized  county  there  shall  be  a  court  of 
probate.  It  shall  have  such  probate  jurisdiction,  powers  and 
duties,  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  Other  jurisdiction,  civil 
and  criminal,  may  also  be  conferred  on  any  one  or  more  courta 
ot  probate,    Judges  of  probate  shall  hold  their  offices  for  a 
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term  of  ioui-  years,  and  until  theii'  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  theii-  reepectiTe 
counties  or  districts,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  There  shall  be  not  exceeding  four  justices  of  the 
peace  in  each  organized  township,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
electors  of  tbo  township,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  four 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  A 
justice  elected  to  £11  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  resi- 
due of  the  unexpired  term.  The  Legislature  may  increase  the 
number  of  justices  in  cities. 

Sec.  18.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  such  civO  and 
criminal  jurisdiction,  and  perfoim  such  duties  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  19.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be:  "In  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan." 

Sec.  20.  Two-thirds  of  each  Souse  of  the  Legislature  may  re- 
quire the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  upon  important  questions 
of  conslitutional  law.

Organization  a  for  the  purpose  of  banking, 
insuranee,  mining,  telegrapliing,  manufacturing,  transacting 
business  as  common  carriers,  and  religions  societies,  shall 
be  incorporated  only  under  general  laws.

The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  registi-y  of  all 
bills  or  notes  issued  or  put  in  circulation  as  money,  by  any  bank 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  require  secu- 
rity to  the  fuU  amount  of  notes  and  bills  so  registered,  in  inter- 
est-bearing stocks  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States,  which 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer,  for  the  redemption 
of  such  bills  or  notes  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  i.  In  case  of  the  insolvency  of  any  bank  or  banking 
association,  the  bill-holders  thereof  shall  be  entitled  to  prefer- 
ence in  payment,  over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or 
association. 

Sec,  5.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law  authorizing  or 
sanctioning  the  suspension  of  payments  by  any  corporation. 

Sec,  6.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law  altering  or  amend- 
ing any  act  of  incorporation  granted  prior  to  January  1st,  1851, 
without  the  assent  of  two-thii-ds  of  the  members  elected  to  each 
Honso.    No  such  act  shall  be  renewed  or  extended. 
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Sec.  7.  No  corporation  other  than  municipal  shall  hold  any 
real  estate  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years,  from  the  time  of 
acquiring  the  same,  except  such  real  estate  shall  be  actually 
occupied  by  such  corporation  lu  the  exercise  of  its  franchises. 
No  real  estate  shall  hereafter  be  -withheld  from  market  for  a 
longer  time  than  ten  years,  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  corpo- 
rations. 

Sec.  8.  The  stockholders  in  any  corporation  shall  be  indi- 
vidually liable  for  all  labor  done  iu  behalf  of  such  corporation 
during  the  time  of  their  being  such  stockholders,  equally  and 
ratably  to  the  extent  of  their  respective  shares  in  the  stock  of 
such  corporation.

ARTICLE . 


los  1.  Each  organized  county  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
with  such  powers  and  immunities  as  shall  be  estabhshed  by  law. 
All  suits  and  proceedings,  by  or  against  a  county,  shall  be  in  the 
name  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  No  new  county  shall  be  organized  without  submitting 
the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  residing  therein,  nor  un- 
less a  majority  voting  thereon  shall  vote  for  the  same. 

Sec,  3.  No  new  county,  containing  less  than  sixteen  towns,  as 
surveyed  by  the  United  States,  shall  be  organized  from  one  or 
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more  coimties;  nor  shall  any  organized  county  be  reduced  by 
tLe  organization  of  new  counties  to  less  than  sixteen  such 
towns,  unless  in  pursuance  of  law,  a  majorifj  of  the  votes  cast 
by  the  electors  residing  in  (Ae  coutiii/,  or  each  of  the  counties  to 
be  thereby  so  reduced  Mow  sixteen  lowmhips,  shall  be  in  favor 
of  such  organization.  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  he  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature  from  organizing 
any  county  composed  wholly  of  islands  within  the  territory  of  the 
Slate,  or  discontinuing  any  such  county,  and  attaching  the  same  to 
the  nearest  county  or  counties,  on  the  main  land. 

Sec.  4.  In  each  organized  county  there  shall  be  a  sheriff,  a 
county  clerk,  a  county  treasurer,  a  register  of  deeds,  a  prosecu- 
tmg  attorney,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided  by 
hm,  chosen  by  the  electors  thereof  onco  in  two  years,  and  as 
often  as  vacaucies  shall  happen,  whose  duties  and  powers  shall 
be  preaeribed  by  the  legislature.  The  board  of  supervisors  in 
any  county  may  unite  the  offices  of  county  clerk  and  register  of 
deeds  in  one  office,  or  disconnect  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  sheriff,  county  clerk,  county  treasurer,  judge  of 
probate  and  register  of  deeds,  shall  hold  their  offices  at  the 
county  seat. 

Sec.  C.  The  sheriff  shall  hold  no  other  county  office,  nor  the 
ofBce  of  supervisor.  IS'o  person  shall  be  ehgible  to  the  ofBce  of 
sheriff  for  more  than  four  in  a  period  of  sis  years.  The  coimty 
shall  never  be  responsible  for  his  acts. 

Sec.  7.  A  board  of  supervisors,  consisting  of  one  from  each 
organized  township,  shall  be  established  in  each  county,  with 
such  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  S.  Cities  shall  have  such  representation  in  the  board  of 
supervisors  as  the  Legislature  may  direct;  and  one  or  irwre  addi- 
tional representatives  on  the  board  may  be  allowed  by  the  Legislature 
to  townships  containing  not  less  than  three  thousand  inhddlants.

Section  1.  Keligion,  morality  and  knowledge  being  necessary 
to  good  government  and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  schools 
and  the  means  of  education  shall  forever  be  encouraged. 
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Sec.  2.  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  those  inhabitants  who 
are  deaf,  dumb,  blind  or  insane,  shall  always  be  fostered  and 
supported. 

Sec.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  system  of  primary 
schools  by  which  a  school  shall  be  maintained  in  each  school  dis- 
Irict  in  the  State,  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  at  lead  four  months 
in  the  year.  The  instruction  shall  in  all  cases  be  conducted  in 
the  English  language. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shaU  provide  for  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  a  library  in  each  township,  and  of  at  least  one  in 
each  city.  And  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  public,  derived  from 
fnes,  penalties,  forfeitures  or  recognizances,  imposed  or  taken  in 
the  several  counties,  cities  or  townships,  for  any  breach  ofthepentd 
laws  of  ike  State,  after  deducting  the  actual  costs  of  coUeciion, 
shall  be  apportioned  in  the  same  manner,  as  is  the  income  of  the 
primary  school  fund,  and  paid  over  to  the  several  cities  and  town- 
ships of  the  county  in  which  sitcft  money  accrued,  for  the  support 
of  suck  libraries:  Provided,  That  the  Legislature  may  authorize 
any  townsnip,  by  a  vote  of  its  electors,  to  apply  its  portion  of  said 
money  to  the  direct  support  of  its  primary  schools. 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  elected  eight  Eegents  of  the  Univer- 
sity, whoso  term  of  office  shall  be  eight  years,  two  of  whom 
ehall  be  elected  in  every  second  year,  on  the  day  of  the  annual 
township  election,  so  as  to  succeed  the  Eegenta  now  in  office 
as  their  several  terms  shall  expire.  When  a  vacancy  ehall  occur 
in  the  office  of  Eegent,  it  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  by  the 
Governor.  The  Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  ehaH  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Eegents. 

Sec.  6.  The  Eegents  of  the  University  and  their  successors 
in  office  shall  continue  to  constitute  the  body  corporate,  known 
by  the  name  and  title  of  "  the  Eegents  of  the  University  of 
Michigan." 

Sec.  7.  The  Eegenta  of  the  University  shall,  as  often  as 
necessary,  elect  a  President  of  the  University,  who  shall  be 
ex  officio  a  member  of  their  board,  with  the  privilege  of  speak- 
ing but  not  of  voting.     He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the 
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Eegenta,  and  be  the  principal  execative  officer  of  the  tTniver- 
sity.  The  Board  of  Eegenta  shall  have  the  general  supervision 
of  the  TJniTersity  and  the  direction  and  control  of  all  expendi- 
tures from  the  University  interest  fund. 

See.  8.  There  shall  be  elected  three  members  of  a  State 
Board  of  Education,  whose  term  of  office  shall  be  six  years, 
one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  m  every  second  year,  at  the  time 
of  the  election  of  Regents  of  the  University.

Sec  10.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  all  lands  that  have 
been  or  hereafter  may  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the 
State  for  educational  purposes,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  lands 
or  other  property  given  by  individuals,  or  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  hke  purposes,  shall  be  and  remam  a  perpetual  fund,

Sec.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  prohibit  public  officers  receiving 
or  having  charge  of  public  moneys,  using  or  employing  the 
same  in  any  manner  for  their  private  use  or  benefit,  and  shall 
provide  that  whenever  such  moneys  are  deposited  with  any 
person  or  corporation,  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  to  the 
fund  to  which  such  moneys  belong. 

See.  4.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use,  or 
for  private  roads,  without  the  necessity  for  such  taking,  and  the 
just  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor  shall  have  first  been 
ascertained  and  determined,  and  the  compensation  therefor 
paid  or  tendered  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  law. 

Sec,  5.  The  Legislatnre  may  authorize  the  construction  of 
dams  across  navigable  streams,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
navigation  thereof;  but  such  authority  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  public  right  to  use  the  same  for  any  purpose  of  which  it 
was  susceptible  before  such  dam  was  built  or  improvement 
made.

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The  petitions  above  referred  to,  represent  men,  women  and 
children.  Some  on  botli  sides  of  the  question  purport  to  be 
Kgned  by  voters. 

Those  purporting  to  be  voters  in  favor  of  hcense,  number 
2,102;  the  voters  in  favor  of  prohibition  of  license,  number 
9,074. 

In  addition  to  the  above  petitions,  several  memorials  have 


The  common  council  of  the  city  of  Monroe,  and  the  city  of 
Detroit,  memoraUze  this  Convention  in  favor  of  license. 

A  pnbhc  meeting,  purporting  to  be  of  the  citizens  of  Ypsi- 
lanti,  held  June  i,  1867,  protest  against  any  clause  in  the  Con- 
stitution granting  hcense. 

At  Kalamazoo,  in  May,  1867,  the  general  association  of  the 
Congregational  Churches  of  this  State,  purporting  to  represent 
over  150  Congregational  Churches,  149  mmisters,  and  about 
9,000  members,  implore  this  Convention  not  to  lend  the  sanc- 
tion of  our  government  to  a  ti-afBc  fraught  with  such  terrible 
evil,  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  State. 

The  Kalamazoo  River  Baptist  Association,  being  assembled 
at  Kakmazoo,  in  June,  1867,  send  up  their  solemn  protest 
gainst  any  action  of  this  Convention,  whereby  the  traffic  in 
intoxicating  hquors  shall  he  made  lawful. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  and  Faculty  ot  Albion  College,  memo- 
rialize this  Convention  to  the  same  effect. 

In  May,  1867,  a  Sabbath  School  Convention  of  this  State 
was  held  in  Coldwater,  composed  of  about  425  clergymen  and 
teachers,  memorialize  this  Convention  in  favor  of  the  prohibition 
of  hcense.

AETICLE  . 

JUmCIAn  DEPAKTMEST. 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Courts  in  circuit  courts,  probate  courts,  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  in  such  other  courts  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  authorized  by 
law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Supreme  Court  is  continued  subject  to  the  provis- 
ions of  this  article.  The  Legislature  siiaU  provide  for  the  elec- 
tion of  one  additional  judge,  so  that  the  court  shall  consist  of 
five  members,  and  for  a  classification  of  the  judges,  so  that  one 
shall  go  out  of  office  every  two  years.  The  judge  having  the 
shortest  [time]  to  serve,  shall  be  Chief  Justice  during  the  re- 
mainder of  his  term  of  office.  The  term  of  office  of  a  judge  of 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  be  ten  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  a  general  superintend- 
ing control  over  all  other  courts  and  tribunals,  and  also  such 
appellate  jurisdiction  as  shall  be  provided  by  law;  and  to  that 
end  may  issue  writs  of  error,  certiorari,  mandamus,  procedendo, 
prohibition,  and  all  other  appropriate  writs  and  process.  It 
shall  also  have  origmal  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  mandamus, 
habeas  corpus,  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto,  and 
proceedings  by  seure-facias  to  vacate  letters  patent.  It  shall 
have  such  jurisdiction  of  questions  reserved  as  shall  be  provided 
by  law.  Its  jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  not  embraced  in  this  arti- 
cle, shall  be  appellate  only. 

See.  4.  There  shall  be  held  at  least  four  terms  of  the  Supreme 
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Court  ammallj',  one  in  each  of  the  four^  judicial  districts  of  the 
Lower  Peninsula  of  the  State,  at  such  times  and  places  as  shall 
be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  by  general  rules,  establish, 
modify  and  amend  its  practice,  and  may  also  make  all  rules  that 
may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  ita  appellate  jurisdietion. 
It  may  appoint  its  own  clerks  and  a  reporter  of  its  decisions. 
A  conciuTence  of  three  judges  of  said  court  shall  be  necessary 
to  a  final  decision. 

The  State  shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  districts,  four  of 
which  shall  consist  of  contiguous  territory  in  the  Lower  Penin- 
sula, the  fifth  shall  embrace  the  Upper  Peninsula  and  such  por- 
tion of  the  Lower  contiguous  thereto,  as  shall  be  designated. 
Each  judicial  district  shall  be  sub-divided  into  circuits  of  at 
least  two  in  number.  In  each  circuit  there  shall  be  elected  by 
the  electors  thereof,  one  circuit  judge,  who  shall  be  a  resident 
of  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  circuit  is  formed,  who 
shall  hold  his  ofSce  for  the  term  of  eight  years.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  all  the  circuit  judges  to  meet  at  least  once  in  two  years, 
to  estabhsh  uniform  rules  of  practice  in  the  circuit  courts,  and 
to  modify  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  [the  holding  of] 
law  terms  in  the  several  judicial  districts  by  the  judges  thereof, 
with  whom  may  be  associated  a  judge  of  the  Supreme  Court. 
The  jurisdiction  and  powers  at  such  law  terms  shall  be  such  as 
may  be  granted  by  law.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for 
holding  a  term  or  terms  of  the  circuit  court  by  a  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court, 

Sec.  8.  A  circuit  court  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  in  each 
year,  in  every  county  organised  for  judicial  purposes,  and  at  least 
three  times  in  each  year  in  counties  containing  ten  thousand  in- 
habitauta.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  in  each  judicial 
district,  shall  hold  the  terms  thereof  either  within  the  circuit  for 
which  they  are  elected,  or  alternately  within  the  judicial  district, 
as  they  may  elect,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  either  or  all 
of  such  judicial  districts. 
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Sec  S.  The  circuit  courts  ehali  have  original  joriadiction  in  all 
matters,  civil  and  criminal,  not  excepted  in  this  Constitution, 
and  iiot  prohibited  by  law;  and  each  appellate  jnriadiction 
from  all  inferior  conrfa  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law,  and  superviaory  control  of  the  same.  They  shall  also  have 
power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunction, 
quo  warranto,  certiorari,  and  other  writs  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  their  orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and  give  them  gen- 
eral control  over  inferior  courts  and  tribunaJs  within  their  re- 
spective jurisdictions. 

Sec.  10.  The  Supreme,  circuit  and  probate  courts,  shall  be 
courts  of  record,  and  shall  each  have  a  common  seal. 

Sec.  11.  The  respective  circuit  courts  held  in  each  county, 
shall  appoint  one  or  more  persons  residing  therein,  who  shall 
be  vested  with  such  judicial  and  ministerial  powers  as  shall  be 
[prescribed]  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  "Whenever  a  judge  shall  remove  beyond  the  limits 
of  the  district  in  which  he  was  elected,  bis  office  shall  become 
vacant;  and  whenever  a  justice  of  the  peace  removes  from  the 
township  in  which  he  was  elected,  or  be  placed  without  the 
bmits  thereof  by  a  change  of  boundaries,  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  have  vacated  his  office. 

Sec  13.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  Judge 
of  the  Supreme,  circuit  or  probate  courts,  it  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  of  theGtovemor,  which  appointment  shaJl  continue 
until  a  successor  to  fill  such  vacancy  is  elected  and  qualified. 
When  elected,  such  successor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  resi- 
due of  the  unespieed  term. 

Sec.  14.  The  clerk  of  each  county  organized  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, shall  be  clerk  of  the  ckcuit  court  of  such  county.  The 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts,  within  their  respective  jurisdictions, 
may  fill  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  coimty  clerk  and  prosecuting 


Sec.  15.  Each  of  the  drouit  and  Supreme  Court  judges  Bhall 
receive  a  sdary  payable  quarterly.  They  shall  be  inehgible  to 
any  other  than  a  judicial  office,  during  their  continuance  therein. 
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All  votes  giten  for  such  judge,  for  any  office  other  than  judicial, 
given  either  by  the  Legielatiire  or  the  people,  shall  bo  void. 

Sec.  IG.  Ill  each  organized  county  there  ehal!  be  a  court  of 
probate.  It  shall  have  such  probate  jurisdiction,  powers  and 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  Other  judisdiction,  civil 
and  criminal,  may  also  be  confen-ed  on  any  one  or  more  courts 
of  probate.  Judges  of  probate  shall  hold  their  offices  for  a  term 
of  four  years,  and  ehall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  their  respec- 
tive counties  or  districts,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  There  shall  be  not  exceeding  four  justices  of  the 
peace  in  each  organized  township,  who  shall  bo  elected  by  the 
electors  of  the  township,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  four 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  A 
justice  elected  to  fill  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  resi- 
due of  the  unexpired  term.  The  Legislature  may  increase  the 
number  of  justice  in  cities. 

Sec.  18.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  such  ciiil  and  crim- 
inal jurisdiction,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  19.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be:  "  In  the  name  of 
the  people  of  the  State  ofMichigan." 

Sec  20.  Two-thirda  of  the  members  elect  to  each  House  of 
the  Legislature,  may  require  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
upon  important  questions  of  constitutional  law.

LEGISLOTVE    DEPAETMEirr. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  in  vested  in  a  Senate  and 
Honse  of  Eepresentatives. 

Sec.  2.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirtj-two  members.  Bat 
after  the  jear  1870,  the  Legislature  may  increase  the  number  to 
thirty-three,  by  anthorizmg  the  election  of  two  Senators  in  that 
portion  of  the  State  now  incladed  witlmi  the  limits  of  the 
Thirty-Second  Senatorial  District.  Senators  shall  be  elected 
for  four  years,  and  by  single  districts.  At  the  first  election  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  Senators  in  the  odd  numbered 
districts  shall  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  in  the  even  num- 
bered districte  for  four  years.  Such  districts  shall  be  numbered 
from  one  to  thirty-three  inclusive,  each  of  which  shall  choose 
one  Senator.  No  county  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of 
Senate  districts,  except  such  county  shall  be  equitably  entitled 
to  two  or  more  Senators. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  of  Eepresentatives  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  and  ten  memhers.  Eepresentatives  shall  be 
chosen  for  two  years,  and  by  suigle  districts.  Each  representa- 
tive district  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  num- 
ber of  inhabitants,  and  shall  consist  of  convenient  and  contig- 
uous territory,  but  every  organized  cowniy  containing  apopidaiion 
of  not  less  than  four  thousand,  and  every  two  or  more  contiguous 
organized  couniies,  containing  a  like  population,  shall  constUute  a 
representative  district,  and  be  entitled  to  one  Representative.  In 
every  county  entitled  to  more  than  one  Representative,  the 
board  of  supervisors  BhaJl  assemble  at  such  time  and  place  as 
may  be  provided  by  law,  and  divide  the  same  into  representa- 
tive districts,  equal  to  the  number  of  Eepresentatives  to  which 
such  county  is  entitled  by  law,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  clerk  of  such  county,  a 
description  of  such  representative  districts,  specifying  the  num- 
ber of  each  district,  and  the  population  thereof,  according  to 
the  last  enumeration. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  an'enumera- 
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tion  of  the  inhabitants  in  the  jeai-  eighteen  hunded  and  seven- 
ty-five,  and  every  tea  years  thereafter;  and  at  the  first  session 
after  each  enumeration  so  made,  and  also  at  the  first  session 
after  each  enumeration  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
the  Legislature  shall  re-arrange  the  Senate  districts,  and  ap- 
portion anew  the  EeprescntatiYes  among  the  counties  and  dis- 
tricts, according  to  the  mmiber  of  inhabitants.  But  no  re-ar- 
rangoment  of  Senate  districts  shall  Yacate  the  seat  of  any  Sena- 
tor. Each  apportionment,  and  the  division  into  repreaentative 
districts  by  any  board  of  supervisors,  shall  remain  unaltered 
until  the  return  of  another  enumeration. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Senator  and  Representative  shah  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  qualified  elector  of  the  distriet  he 
represents.  A  removal  from  his  district  shall  be  deemed  a  va- 
cation of  his  of&ee.  No  Senator  or  Eepresentatives  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  be  eligible  to  any 
office,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which 
shall  have  been  increased  hy  (he  Legislature  during  such  term ;  nor 
shall  he  be  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract 
with  the  State,  or  any  county  thereof,  authorized  by  any  law 
passed  during  said  term. 

Sec,  G.  No  person  holding  any  elective  State  o£Sce,  except 
that  of  Eegent  of  the  University,  or  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  no  person  holding  the  office  of  Probate  Judge, 
county  clerk,  register  of  deeds,  county  treasurer,  sheriff,  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  prosecuting  attorney,  or  any  office  to 
which  he  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  or  hold  a  seat  in  either  House  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. ' 

Sec.  7.  Senators  and  Eepresentatives  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  civil  process  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  or  for 
fifteen  days  next  before  the  commencement  and  after  the  ter- 
mination of  each  session;  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place  for  any  speech  in  either  House. 

Sec.  8.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  on  the  Jirst  WedTiesdagqfJanu- 
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ory  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty^ine,  and 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  of  each  year  thereafter,  bid  at  no 
other  time,  exc^t  as  provided  in  this  OonstHulion.  The  time  of 
meeting  shiUl  be  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  time  of 
final  adjournment  shall  be  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

Sec.  0.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  ofScere,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution;  determine  the  rulea  of 
its  proceedings,  and  jndge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  its  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expei  a  member.  The  reasons 
for  such  expulsion  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  with  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  on  the  question.  No  member  shall 
be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the,same  cause;  nor  for  any  cause 
known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  to  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  prescribe. 
Sec.  11.  The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
during  the  session  thereof,  shall  be  four  dollars  per  day, /or  actual 
attendance.  When  convened  in  extra  session  they  shall  legislate 
on  no  other  subjects  than  those  expressly  stated  in  the  Grover- 
nor's  proclamation,  or  submitted  to  them  by  special  message. 
They  shall  bo  entitled  to  ten  ceute,  and  no  more,  for  every  mUe 
actually  traveled,  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, on  the  usually  traveled  route,  and  for  stationery,  postage 
and  newspapers  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  each  member 
during  any  session.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  copy 
of  the  laws,  jonmals  and  documents  of  the  Legislature  of  which 
he  was  a  member;  but  shall  not  receive  at  the  expense  of  the 
State,  books,  newspapers,  or  other  perquisites  of  office,  not 
expressly  authorized  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  12.  The  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  shall  each  be  entitled  to  six  doUara 
per  diem  compensation  and  the  same  mileage  aa  members  of 
the  Legidature,  and  no  more.

See.  13.  In  case  of  a  contested  election,  each  House  shall  de- 
termine the  amount  of  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage  to 
be  received  by  each  contestant,  but  the  per  diem  compensation 
allowed  to  both  parties,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  dollars 
per  day. 

Sec.  14.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings, 
and  pubhsh  the  same,  except  such  parts  as  may  require  secrecy. 
The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  House  on  any 
question  shall*be  entered  on  the  journal,  at  the  request  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  elected.  Any  member  of  either  House 
may  dissent  from  and  protest  against  any  act,  proceeding  or 
resolution  which  he  may  deem  injurious  to  any  person  or  the 
public,  and  have  the  reason  of  his  dissent  entered  on  the 
journal. 

See.  15.  In  all  elections  by  either  House,  or  in  joint  conven- 
tion, the  votes  shall  be  given  viva  voce.  All  votes  on  nomina- 
tions to  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  pub- 
lished wUh  the  journal  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec.  16.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  open,  unlessthe 
pubHc  welfare  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  than  where  the  Legislature  may  then  be  in 
session. 

See.  17-  Bills  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legisla- 
ture; but  no  new  bill,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers  elect,  shall  be  introduced  after  the  first  fifty  days  of  a  s^- 
sion  shall  have  expired. 

Sec.  18.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  before  it  becomes  a 
law.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return 
it  with  bis  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  journal, 
aud  reconsider  it.  On  such  reconsideration,  if  two-thirds  of 
the  members  elected  agree  to  p^s  the  bill,  it  shall-be  sent  with 
the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  be  recon- 
sidered.   If  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
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that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  In  such  case  the  vote  of 
both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the 
names  of  the  members  Toting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any 
bOI  be  not  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days,  (Sundays 
excepted,)  after  it  has  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shaD 
become  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the 
Legislature,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return;  in  which 
case  it  shall  not  become  a  law.  The  Governor  may  approve, 
sign,  and  file  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  five 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  any  act  passed 
during  the  last  five  days  of  the  session,  and  the  same  shall  be- 
come a  law. 

Sec.  19.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  read  three 
times  in  each  House  before  the  final  passage  thereof.  No  bill 
or  joint  resolution  shall  become  a  law  without  the  concurrence 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House.  On 
the  final  passage  of  each  bill,  the  vote  shall  he  taken  separately 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  20.  No  law  shaU  embrace  more  than  one  general  object, 
which  shah  be  expressed  m  its  title.  No  pubhc  act  shall  take 
efiect  or  be  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the 
end  of  the  session  at  which  the  same  is  passed,  unless  the  Leg- 
islafaire  shall  otherwise  direct,  by  a  two-thii-ds  vote  of  ihe  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  House. 

Sec,  21.  The  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  House  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  requisite  to  eveiy  bill 
appropriating  the  public  money  or  property,  for  local  or  private 
purposes. 

See.  22.  No  law  shaJI  be  rerised,  altered  or  amended  by 
reference  to  its  title  only,  but  the  section  or  sections  of  the  act 
altered  or  amended,  shaU  be  refenacted  and  pubhshed  at  length. 

See.  23.  The  Legislature  shaU  provide  by  law  that  the  furnish- 
ing of  fuel  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  State,  the  printing 
and  bmding  the  laws  and  journals,  all  blaJiks,  papers,  and  print- 
mg  for  the  esocutive  department  and  Stale  offices,  and  all  other 
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ptintiug  ordered  by  tie  Legislature,  shaUbe  let  by  contract  to 
the  lowest  competent  and  responsible  bidder  or  bidders,  who 
Bhall  give  adequate  and  satisfactory  aecuritj'  for  the  performance 
thereof.  The  Legislature  shaU  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  in 
which  the  State  printing  shaU  be  executed,  and  the  aceomita 
rendered  therefor,  and  shaU  prohibit  aU  charges  for  constroc- 
tiTO  labor.  It  shaU  not  rescind  nor  alter  such  contract,  nor 
release  the  person  or  persons  taking  the  same,  or  his  or  their 
sureties,  from  the  performance  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  the 
contract.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  Slate  Auditors  shall  be 
interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  mth  the  State. 

Sec.  24.  The  Legislature  shall  not  establish  a  State  paper, 
but  shaU  pro-ride  for  the  speedy  pubhcation  of  all  statute  laws 
of  a  pubhc  nature,  and  of  such  judicial  proceedings  as  it  may 
deem  expedient.  AU  laws  and  judicial  decisions  shall  be  free 
for  publication  by  any  person. 

Sec.  25.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any 
office  shall  be  deemed  yacant,  and  ^o  the  manner  of  filling 
the  vacancy,  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  26.  The  Legislature  may  confer  upon  organized  town- 
ships, incorporated  cities  and  viUagcs,  and  upon  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  several  counties,  such  powers  of  a  local, 
legislative  and  administrative  character  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  27.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  city  or  town- 
ship to  pledge  its  credit,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  con- 
struction of  any  railroad  to  an  extent  whereby  the  outstanding 
indebtedness,  exclusive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid  to  any 
and  all  railroads,  shall  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  township.  No  county  shall  be  author- 
ized to  pledge  Us  credit,  nor  raise  money  hy  taxation  for  any  sucft 
purposes;  but  counties  in  the  Upper  Peninsula  may  be  authorized 
to  do  so,  svbjeGt  to  the  restrictions  in  thii  section  as  to  cities  and 
iovmships.    The  question  of  such  aid  shall  be  sulmitted  to  a  vote 
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of  the  electors  of  the  county,  city  or  township    to    be    affected 
thereby. 

Sec.  28.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize,  by  private  or 
epecial  law,  the  sale  or  conYeyance  of  any  real  estate  belonging 
to  any  person,  nor  vacate  nor  alter  any  road  laid  ont  by  com- 
missionei-s  of  highways,  or  any  street  or  public  ground  in  any 
city  or  village,  or  in  any  recorded  town  plat. 

See.  29.  The  Legislature  shall  not  gi'ant  nor  authorize  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  ofScer,  agent  or  contractor,  after 
the  service  has  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered  into. 

Sec.  30.  Ko  money  shall  be  appropriated  or  drawn  from  the 
treasury  for  the  benefit  of  any  religious  sect  or  society,  theo- 
logical or  religious  seminary,  or  schools  under  denominational 
control,  nor  shall  property  belonging  to  the  State  be  appropri- 
iated  for  any  such  purposes.  Each  House  of  the  Legislature  shall 
provide/or  religious  exercises  at  the  opening  ofiis  daily  session. 

Sec.  31.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  lottery  or 
permit  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets;  nor  grant  divorces;  nor  audit 
or  allow  any  private  claim  or  account;  nor  pass  special  acts  ex- 
tending the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes;  nor  pass  any  act  au- 
thorizing the  grant  of  license  for  the  sde  of  ardent  spmis  or  intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

Sec.  32.  The  style  of  the  laws  shaU  be,  "  The  People  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  enact." 

Sec.  — .  The  Legislolure  may  empotcer  any  city  or  township  to  ■ 
raise  by  tax  in  aid  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies  an 
amount  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  toumship,  but  every  such  tax  shaU  be  first 
approved  by  a  vote  of  the  electors  of  such  city  on  township;  provi- 
ded that  the  amount  levied  by  any  such  tax,  shall  not,  when  added 
to  the  principal  of  the  credits  of  such  city  or  toumship  already 
pledged  for  like  aid  and  then  outstanding,  exceed  ten  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  valuation  aforesaid.

Fourth.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  African  descent,  a  native 
of  the  United  States. 

Mesolved,  That  at  the  election  when  the  votes  of  the  electors 
shall  be  taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  revised  Con- 
stitution, a  separate  ballot  may  be  given  by  everyperson  having 
the  right  to  vote  for  or  against  the  adoption  thereof,  which  said 
ballot  so  given  shall  be  deposited  in  a  separate  box.  And  upon 
the  ballot  herein  provided  for  shall  be  written  or  printed,  or 
partly  written  and  pai-tly  printed,  the  words,  "Negro  suf- 
frage—Yes," or  "  Negro  Suffrage— No,"  as  such  person  so  vot- 
ing may  prefer.

Sectios  1,  The  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  Senate  and 
'onse  of  Kepresentativea. 

See.  2,  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirty-two  raembera.  Bat 
fter  the  year  1870,  the  Legislature  may  increase  the  number  to 
airty-three,  by  authorizing  the  election  of  two  Senators  in  that

yanuei  counties,  containing  a  like  population,  shall  constitute  a

^^7  coanty  entitled  to  more  than  one  Representative,  the

shall  havebeen  increaaed  by  the  Legislature  duringsuch  term;  nor

Sec.  6.  No  person  holding  any  elective  State  office,  eicejrf 
that  of  Regent  of  the  University,  or  member  of  the  Board  of 
Education,  and  no  person  holdmg  the  office  of  probate  judge, 
county  clerk,  register  of  deeds,  county  treasurer,  sheri^  conn^ 
superintendent  of  schools,  prosecuting  attorney,  or  any  office  fa 
which  he  was  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  State*, 
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by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
allowed  to  take  or  hold  a  seat  in  either  House  of  the  Legida- 
ttire.  . 

Sec  7.  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  not  be  subject  to 
any  civil  process  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  or  for 
fifteen  days  next  before  the  commencement  and  after  the  ter- 
mination of  each  session;  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place  for  any  speech  in  either  House. 

See.  8.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  on  (he  first  Wednesdag  of  Janu- 
ary in  the  year  ojie  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and 
on  (he  first  Wednesday  of  January,  each  year  thereafter,  hut  at  no 
other  time,  except  as  provided  in  this  Constitution.  The  time  of 
meeting  shdl  be  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  time  of 
4nal  adjouniment  shali  be  oi  twelm  o'clock  noon. 

Sec.  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution;  determine  the  rules  of 
its  proceedings,  and  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  its  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected,  expel  a  member.  The  reasons 
for  such  expulsion  shaR  be  entered  upon  the  journal  with  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  on  the  questioTu  No  member  shall 
be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  nor  for  any  ca,uae 
known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  to  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to ' 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  11.  The  compensation  of  tho  members  of  the  Legislature 
during  the  session  thereof,  shall  be  four  dollars  per  day,/or  actual 
attendance.  "When  conyened  in  estra  session  they  shall  legislate 
on  no  other  subjects  than  those  expressly  stated  in  the  Gover- 
nor's proclamation,  or  submitted  to  them  by  special  messi^e. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  cent«,  and  no  more,  for  every  mile 
actually  traveled,  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, on  the  usually  traveled  routs,  and  for  stationery,  postage 
and  newspapers  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  each  member 
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during  any  session.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  copy 
ol  the  laws,  journals  and  documents  of  the  Legislature  of  whicli 
he  was  a  member;  but  shall  not  receive  at  the  expense  of  the 
State,  books,  newspapers,  or  other  perquisites  of  office,  not 
expressly  authorized  by  this  Constitution, 

Sec  12.  The  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
Honse  of  Representatives  shall  each  be  entitled  to  sis  dollars 
per  diem  compensation  and  the  same  mileage  as  members  of 
the  Legislature,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  a  contested  election,  each  House  shall  de- 
termine the  amount  of  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage  to 
be  received  by  each  contestant,  but  the  per  diem  compensation 
allowed  to  both  parties,  shall  not  esceed  the  sum  of  four  dollars 
per  day. 

Sec.  14.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings, 
and  pubhsh  the  same,  escept  such  parte  aa  may  require  seci-ecy. 
The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  House  on  any 
question  shall  be  entered  on  the  journal,  at  the  request  of  one- 
fifth  of  the  members  elected.  Any  member  of  either  House 
may  dissent  from  and  protest  against  any  act,  proceeding  or 
resolution  which  he  may  deem  injurious  to  any  person  or  the 
public,  and  have  the  reason  of  Jhis  dissent  entered  on  tha 
journal. 

Sec.  15.  In  all  elections  by  either  House,  or  in  joint  conven- 
tion, the  votes  shall  be  given  vim  voce.  All  votes  on  nomina- 
tions to  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  pub- 
lished with  the  journal  of  its  proceedings. 

Sec  16.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  be  open,  unless  the 
pubhc  welfare  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shall,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  plaee  than  where  the  Legislature  may  then  be  in 


Sec.  17.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  House  of  Uie  Legisla- 
ture; but  no  new  bill,  except  by  a  vole  of  ivx>-lhirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elect,  shall  be  introduced  after  the  first  fifty  days  of  a  ses- 
sion shall  have  expired.

Sec.  18.  Every  bill  and  joint  reaolntion  passed  by  the  Legis- 
latare,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  before  it  becomes  a 
law.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  eliall  return 
it  with  Ms  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  [its]  jonmal ' 
and  reconsider  it.  On  snch  reconsideration,  if  two-tlurds  of 
the  members  elected  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  with 
the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  be  recon- 
sidered. If  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  In  such  case  the  vote  of 
both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  each  Honse  respectively.  If  any 
bill  be  not  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days,  (Sundays 
excepted,)  after  it  has  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall 
become  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  imless  the 
Legislature,  by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return;  in  which 
case  it  shall  not  become  a  law.  The  Governor  may  approve, 
sign,  and  file  in  the  ofSce  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  five 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  any  act  passed 
during  the  last  five  days  of  the  session,  and  the  same  sliall  be- 
come a  law. 

Sec  19,  Every  bill  and  joint  resolution  shall  be  read  three 
times  in  each  House  before  the  final  passage  thereof.  No  bill 
or  joint  resolution  shall  become  a  law  without  the  concurrencfl 
of  a  majority  of  aJl  the  members  elected  to  each  House.  On 
the  final  passage  of  eash  bill,  the  vote  shall  be  taken  separately 
by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on.the  journal.

Sec.  21.  The  assent  of  two-tliirds  of  the  members  Meted  to 
each  House  of  the  Legislature,  shall  ba  requisite  to  M&cj  bill 
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appropriating  the  public  money  or  property,  for  local  or  private 
purposes. 

Sec.  22.  No  law  shall  be  revised,  altered  or  amended  by 
reference  to  its  title  only,  but  the  section  or  sections  of  the  act 
altered  or  amended,  shall  be  reSnacted  and  pubhshed  at  length. 

See.  23.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  that  the  famish- 
ing of  fuel  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  State,  the  printing 
and  binding  the  laws  and  journals,  all  blants,  papers,  and  print- 
ing for  the  executive  department  and  Stats  offices,  and  all  other 
printing  ordered  by  the  Legislature,  shah  be  let  by  contract  to 
the  lowest  competent  and  responsible  bidder  or  bidders,  who 
shall  give  adequate  and  satisfactory  security  for  the  performance 
thereof.  The  Legislature  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  in 
■which  the  State  printing  shall  be  esecuted,  and  the  accounts 
rendered  therefor,  and  shall  prohibit  all  charges  for  construc- 
tive labor.  It  shall  not  rescmd  nor  alter  such  contract,  nor 
release  the  person  or  persons  taking  the  same,  or  hie  or  their 
sureties,  from  the  performance  of  any  of  the  conditions,  of  the 
contract.  No  member  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  be 
interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  with  the  State. 

Sec,  24  The  Legislature  shall  not  establish  a  State  paper, 
but  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  publication  of  aU  statute  laws 
of  a  public  nature,  and  of  such  judicial  proceedings  as  it  may 
deem  expedient.    All  laws  and  judicial  decisions  shall  be  free   ■ 
for  pubhcation  by  any  person. 

See.  25.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any 
of6ce  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filling 
the  vacancy,  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  26.  The  La^^fflO^^HKconfer  upon  organized  town- 
ships, incorpog^PTcities  and  viU»es,  and  upon  the  board  of " 
Bupervisore  jgfthe  several  countiS,  such  powers  of  a  local, 
legislative  mKI   administrative  clMracter  as  they  may  deem 
proper. 

Sec.  27Bfcie  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  city  or  town- 
ehip  to  pledge  its  credit,  tor  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  con- 
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stroction  of  any  railroad  to  [anch]  an  extent  [that]  the  ontatand- 
ing  indebtednesa,  ^fdnsive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid  to  any 
and  all  railroads,  shall  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  aaaesaed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  township.  No  county  shall  be  author- 
ized to  pledge  its  credit,  nor  raise  money  by  iaxation/or  any  such 
purposes;  but  counties  in  the  Upper  Peninsula  may  be  authorized 
to  do  so,  subject  to  the  restrictions  in  this  section  as  to  citiea  any 
townships.  The  question  of  such  aid  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  electors  of  the  county,  cUy  or  tovmshtp  to  be  affected 
thereby. 

Sec.  28.  The  Legislature  may  empower  any  cUy  or  township  io 
raise  by  tax  in  aid  of  any  railroad  company  or  companies,  an 
amount  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed 
valitalionqf  such  city  or  toumship,  but  every  sitch  tax  shaU  be  first 
ai>provei  by  a  vole  of  the  electors  of  such  city  or  toumship;  prcmi- 
ded  that  the  amount  levied  by  any  such  tax,  shall  not,  when  added 
to  the  prinoipcd  of  the  crediis  of  such  city  or  township  already 
pledged  for  like  aid  and  then  outstanding,  exceed  ten  per  centum 
of  the  assessed  valuation  aforesaid. 

Sec.  29.  The  Legislature  ahall  not  authorize,  by  private  or 
special  law,  the  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  real  estate  belonging 
to  any  person,  nor  vacate  nor  alter  any  road  laid  oat  by  com- 
missioners of  highways,  or  any  street  or  public  ground  in  any 
city  or  village,  or  in  any  recorded  town  plat. 

Sec.  30,  The  Legislature  sh^  not  grant  nor  authorize  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  agent  or  contractor,  after 
the  service  has  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered  into. 

Sec.  31.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  or  drawn  fi.-om  the 
treasury  for  the  benefit  of  any  religions  sect  or  society,  theo- 
logical or  rehgious  seminary,  or  schools  under  denominational 
control,  nor  shall  property  belonging  to  the  State  be  appropri- 
iated  for  any  such  purposes.  Each  Souse  of  the  Legislature  shall 
provide  for  religious  exercises  at  the  opening  of  its  daily  session. ' 

See.  32.  The  Legislature  shall  not  aathorize  any  lottery  or 
permit  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets;  nor  grant  divorces;  nor  audit 
or  allow  any  private  claim  or  account;  nor  pass  sijecial  acts  ex- 
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tending  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes;  Tiorpass  any  act  au- 
thorizing the  grant  of  license  for  the  sale  of  ardeni  ^irits  or  intoxi- 
cating liquors. 

Sec.  33.    The  style  of  the  laws  ehal!  be,  "The  People  of  the 
State  of  Michigan  enact."

The  committee  on  finance  and  taxation,  to  whom  was  recom- 
mitted the  article  entitled  "Finance  and  Taxation,"  with  specific 
instructions  to  amend  the  same,  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  had  the  matter  under  consideration,  and  have  directed 
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me  to  report  the  article  bade  to  the  Convention,  amended  in 
accordance  with  such  instructions,  and  reeommend  that  the 
article  as  thus  amended  do  pass,  and  ask  to  be  discharged  from 
the  further  consideration  of  the  subject.

The  amendment  reported  by  the  committee  was  concurred  in. 

The  article  was  then  placed  on  the  order  of  third  reading  of 
articles,  ordered  printed  in  the  journal,  and  is  as  follows: 
ARTICLE . 

FINANCE  AND  TAXATIOK. 

Section  1.  All  specific  State  taxes  shall  be  applied  in  paying 
the  interest  on  the  primary  school,  university  and  other  educa- 
tional funds,  and  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  State  debt,  in 
the  order  herein  recited,  until  the  extinguishment  of  the  State 
debt,  other  than  the  amounts  due  to  educational  funds,  when 
sncfa  specific  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a  part  of 
the  primary  school  interest  fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  an  annual  tax,  suf- 
ficient, with  other  resources,  to  pay  the  estimated  expenses  of 
the  State  government,  the  interest  of  the  State  debt,  and  such 
deficiency  as  may  occur  in  the  resources. 

Sec.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  a  sinking  fond 
to  be  appUed  solely  to  the  payment  and  extinguishment  of  the 
principal  of  the  State  debt,  other  than  the  amounts  doe  to  edu- 
cational funds,  which  [sinkmg  fund]  shall  be  contmued  until 
the  extinguishment  [of  such  State  debt;]  and  every  law  here- 
after enacted  by  the  Legislature,  creating  a  debt  or  authorizing 
a  loan,  shall  provide  a  smking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  The  unfunded  debt  shall  not  be  funded  or  redeemed 
at  a  value  exceeding  that  estabhshed  by  law  in  [the  year]  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

See.  5.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  meet  deficits  in 
revenue.  Such  debts  shall  not  in  the  i^gregate  at  any  time 
exceed  fifty  thousand  dollara    The  moneys  so  raised  shall  be 
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applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  obtained,  or  to  the 
payment  of  the  debts  so  contracted. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  sup- 
press insurrection,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war.  The 
money  arising  from  the  contracting  of  such  debts  shall  be  ap- 
plied to  the  iDurposes  for  which  it  w^  raised,  or  to  pay  such 
debts. 

Sec.  7.  No  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  except  in 
pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  granted  to,  or  in 
aid  of,  any  person,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec,  9.  No  scrip,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  State  in- 
debtedness shall  be  issued,  escept  for  the  i-edemption  of  stock 
previously  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized 
in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  10.  The  State  shall  not  subscribe  to,  or  be  interested  in, 
the  stock  of  any  company,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  11.  The  State  shall  not  be  a  party  to,  or  interested 
any  work  of  internal  impi-ovement,  ea:cept  the  ship  canal  at  the 
SavU  Ste.  Marie,  nor  engage  in  cai-rying  on  any  such  work, 
[otherwise  than]  in  the  expenditure  of  grants  to  the  State,  oil 
land  or  other  property. 

Sec.  12.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  a  uniform  mle  of  tax- 
ation, escept  on  property  and  corporations  paying  specific  taxes. 
Taxes  shall  be  levied  on  such  property  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Sec.  13.  All  assessments  hereafter  authorized  shall  be  on 
property  at  its  cash  value. 

[Sec.  14.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  an  equalization  of 
assessments  on  all  taxable  property,  except  that  paying  specific 
taxes,  to  be  made  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy- 
one,  and  eveiy  fifth  yeai-  thereafter,  by  a  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization, to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  Senatorial  district, 
to  be  elected  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.]  After  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  naid  Board  of  Equalization 
shdl  be  constituted  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 
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Sec.  15.  Exery  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a  tax, 
shall  distinctly  state  the  tas,  and  the  object  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied;  and  it  shall  not  be  suiScient  to  refer  to  any  other  law 
to  fix  snch  tax  or  object. 

Sec.  16.  A  full  account  of  the  State  indebtedness,  and  an 
accurate  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditm-es  of  the  public 
moneys,  shall  be  attached  to,  and  published  with  the  laws  passed 
at  eveiy  regular  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  17.  Ike  SUUe  shaU  not  assume  [any  indebtedness]  of  a 
county,  township  or  city. 

Mr.  Withey  moved  to  take  from  the  order  of  third  reading  of 
articles,  the  article  entitled  "  Judicial  Department;" 

Which  motion  prevailed. 

Mr.  Mussey  moved  that  the  ai'ticle  be  put  on  its  final  passive. 

Mr.  Turner  moved  that  the  article  be  recommitted  to  the 
standmg  committee,  with  instructions  to  add  thereto  a  new 
section  as  follows: 

Section  — .  In  order  to  entitle  any  person  to  practice  as  an 
attorney  and  counselor  at  law,  or  solicitor  and  counselor  in 
chancery,  he  shall  be  examined  in  the  Supreme  or  Circuit 
Courts,  in  the  presence  of  the  judge  or  judges  thereof,  and  said 
court  shall  be  satisfied  that  he  possesses  sufficient  legal  learning 
and  ability  to  discharge  the  duties  of  such  office. 

Mr.  Sawyer  moved  to  amend  the  instructions  by  providing 
that  studenfa  at  law  shall  procure  a  certificate  of  some  prac- 
ticing attorney  that  said  students  have  studied  under  their  in- 
struction for  seven  years,  before  they  shall  be  admitted  to 
examination;

The  articles  as  amended  are  as  follows: 

AETICLE  . 


Section  1.  In  all  elections  evei-y  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  three  months,  and 
in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  ten  days  next 
precedmg  an  election,  belonging  to  either  of  the  following 
classes,  shall  be  an  elector  and  entitled  to  vote: 
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First.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Sectmd.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  thitf  State,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  United  States  two  years  and  six  months,  and 
declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  the  laws  thereof,  six  months  preceding  an  election. 

Third.  Every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this  State  on  the 
twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
Uiirty-five. 

Sec,  2.  In  time  of  war,  insurrection  or  rebellion,  the  r^ht  to 
TOt«  [at  such  place  and  in  such  manner  oa  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law,]  shall  be  enjoyed  by  all  persona  otherwise  entitled  thereto, 
who  may  be  in  the  actual  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State :  Provided,  Their  votes  shall  be  n»de  to 
apply  to  the  township  or  ward  of  which  they  are  residents. 

Sec.  3.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  except  of  such  tovm- 
ship   officers   as  may  be   authorized  by  law  to  be  otherwise 


Sec  4.  Every  elector,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  wits- 
demeanor  or  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  his  attendance  at  election,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same. 

Sec  5.  No  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  [attend  court  as  a 
suitor  or  witne^]  on  the  day  of  election,  [or  to  do  military 
duty  thereon  except  in  time  of]  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  6.  No  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  lost  [his] 
residence  by  reason  of  [absence  therefrom]  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navi- 
gation of  the  waters  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  high  seas,  nor  while  a  student  at  any  seminary  of  learning, 
nor  while  kept  at  any  alms-house  or  other  asylum  at  public 
expense,  nor  while  confined  in  any  public  prison. 

Sec  7.  Laws  may  be  passed  to  preserve  the  purity  of  elec- 
tions, and  guard  against  the  abuses  of  the  elective  franchise. 

Sec.  8.  No  soldier,  seaman  nor  marine  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State, 
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in  consequence  of  being  stationed  in  any  military  or  naval ' 
place  within  the  same. 

See.  9.  No  idiot  or  insane  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  an  elector. 

Sec.  10,  Any  inhabitant  of  this  State,  who  may  be  hereafter 
engaged  in  a  duel,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  ot&ce 
and  from  voting  at  any  election. 

Sec.  11.  The  Legislature  may  authorize  townships  t»  hold 
their  elections  within  the  corporate  limits  of  adjoining  cities. 

ARTICLE . 

AMEHBMENT    AKD    EEVBIOH    OP  TEE   CONSTITUTION. 

Section  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitu- 
tion, may  be  proposed  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Eepreaenta- 
tives.  If  the  same  be  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elect  to  each  House,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
entered  on  their  journals  respectively,  with  the  yeaa  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  and  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors 
at  such  time  as  the  LegiMaiure  shM  prescribe.  And  if  a  majority 
of  the  electors,  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
voting  on  tlie  amendment  or  amendments  proposed,  shall  ratify 
and  approve  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the  same  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  At  any  time  after  ih.Q  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1880, 
the  Legislature  may  provide  for  a  Convention  to  revise  or  amend 
the  Constitution.  The  question  of  the  revision  or  amendment 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  mmebers  of 
the  Legislature,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  And 
in  case  a  majority  of  the  electors  voting  at  such  election,  on 
such  question,  shall  decide  in  favor  of  a  Convention  for  such 
purpose,  the  L^islature,  at  the  next  session  thereafter,  shall 
provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  Delegates  to  such  Convention. 
All  amendments  shall  take  effect  at  the  commencement  of  the 
year  after  their  adoption,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
or  by  this  Constitution.

UNFINISHED   BUSINESS. 

The  Convention  took  up  the  unfinished  business. 
The  question  being  on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Mnsaey,  to  put  the 
article  entitled  "  Judicial  Department,"  on  its  final  passage.

Sec.  8,  The  Legislature  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  government 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  Januai-y,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  aixty-nine,  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  and  at  no  other  time 
or  place,  unless  as  provided  in  this  Constitution.  The  time  of 
meeting  shall  be  at  ten  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  time  of 
final  adjournment  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

Sec.  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  to  attend  to  the  opening  session  of 
the  House  of  Eepreeentatives  with  a  list  of  the  names  of  the 
members  elect,  and  he  may  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  the 
members.  Each  House  shall  determine  the  rules  of  ita  pro- 
ceedings, and  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and  returns 
of  its  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
all  tlie  members  elected,  expel  a  member.  .  The  reasons  for  such 
expulsion  shall  be  entei'ed  upon  the  journal  with  the  nam^  of 
the  members  voting  on  the  question.  No  member  shall  be  ex- 
pelled a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  nor  for  any  cause 
known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  to  his  election.

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  changes  in  the  Con- 
stitution of  this  State,  imd  m  order  to  cany  the  same  into  com- 
plete operation,  it  is  hereby  declared,  t£at— 
-  Section  1.  The  common  law,  and  the  statute  laws  now  in 
force,  not  repugnant  to  this  ConstituUon,  shaU  remain  in  force 
imta  they  expire  by  their  own  limitaMons,  or  are  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  Legislature. 
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Bee.  2.  All  writs,  actions,  c&uaeB  of  action,  proaecntions  and 
lights  of  indiTiduals  and  of  bodies  corporate,  and  of  the  State, 
and  all  charters  of  incorporation,  shall  continue;  and  all  indict- 
ments and  informations  which  shall  have  been  found  or  filed, 
or  -which  may  hereafter  be  found  or  filed,  for  any  crime  or 
offense  committed  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  may 
be  proceeded  upon  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place.  The  several

Before  the  announcement  of  the  vote,  the  following  p 
ings  took  place: 

Mr.  Van  Valkenbdbish.  Mi-,  Pi'esident,  it  is  with  a  hardened 
heart  that  I  rise  to  address  a  few  words  to  yon,  sir,  and  to  the 
members  of  this  Convention.  The  thought  of  oirr  speedy 
separation,  probably  for  the  last  time  on  earth,  notwithstanding 
the  anticipated  joys  of  home,  sends  to  my  heart  a  pang  of 
regi-et,  which  many  of  you  can  appreciate. 

^\'hen  solicited  to  become  a  candidate  for  a  seat  in  this  Con- 
vention, and  when  elected  to  this  position,  I  looked  forward  to 
it  with  great  solicitude,  as  a  scene  of  labor  and  of  toil,  with 
little  expectation  of  the  happiness  I  have  here  enjoyed  in  the 
social  converse  ivith  kindred  spirite,  who  have  cheered  me  -in 
the  weary  hours,  calmed  the  troubled  emotions,  rendered  the 
labor  a  pleasiu-e,  and  cast  the  bright  rays  of  snnhght  over  all 
this  long  and  otherwise  tedious  session.  I  have  before  re- 
mai-ked  that  I  had  never,  in  my  long  life,  seen  a  body  of  men 
so  dignified,  so  intelhgent,  so  courteous.  And  I  now  add,  that 
I  think  there  have  been  few  instances  in  the  history  of  all  the 
past,  in  the  ecclesiastical,  political  or  social  relations  of  life, 
where  a  body  of  men  so  large  as  this  body,  with  interests  so 
diversified,  so  estensivo,  and  so  important  to  adjnst,  with  views 
and  feehngs  so  varied  and  so  confiicting,  gathered  here  &om 
remote  and  distant  localities  of  our  State,  with  exacting  con- 
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fltituencies,  urgent  that  their  Tiews  and  then:  interests  be  con- 
sulted—in my  opinion  few  such  bodies  of  men  so  situated  have 
ever  convened,  anywhere,  under  any  circumstances,  that  have 
settled  the  vexed  and  important  questions  which  brought 
them  together  with  more  wisdom,  more  cordiality,  and  more 
unanimity  than  this  Convention, 

Tho  kind  and  Ohriatian  spii-it  wliich  has  characterized  all  our 
counsels,  the  deference  for  the  opinion  of  our  colleagues,  and 
the  manifest  desire  on  all  hands  to  promote  the  pubHc  welfare, 
mnst  have  been  evident  to  eveiy  unprejudiced  observer.  Nay, 
sir,  I  most  sincerely  believe  that  eveiy  member  of  this  Conven- 
tion hag  been  actuated  by  an  honest  and  ardent  desire  to  per- 
fect a  Constitution  that  shall  transmit  to  our  posterity  the 
inestimable  blessings  of  "  life,  hberty  and  pursuit  of  happiness," 
which  we  nowso  eminently  enjoy;  that  our  beautiful  Peninsular 
State  may  retain  the  high  rant  she  now  holds  among  her  sister 
States.  To  me,  sir,  instead  of  being  a  season  of  unremitted 
toil,  and  labor,  and  perplexity,  as  I  anticipated,  it  has  indeed 
been  "  a  feast  of  fat  things,"— a  scene  of  solicitude  indeed,  but 
cheered  by  the  counsels  and  sympathy  and  cooperation  of  men 
whose  names  are  written  on  my  heart,  and  whose  memories  will 
be  cherished  to  my  last  dying  day.  I  shall  ever  recall  the 
memories  of  these  days  with  unspeakable  pleasure,  and  retainiii 
constant  verdure  the  land  attentions  and  genial  courtesies 
extended  to  me  by  every  member  upon  this  floor. 

In  contrasting  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  Convention  of 
1850  with  this  Convention,  I  have  been  deeply  unpressed  with 
our  increased  obligations  of  gratitude  to  God,  for  the  \igorous 
health  enjoyed  by  most  of  the  members  of  this  Convention. 
During  its  entire  session,  but  two  cases  have  occurred,  to  my 
knowledge,  where  delegates  have  been  prevented  from  occupy- 
ing their  seats  here  for  any  length  of  time,  and  those  delegates 
have  now  entirely  recovered.  In  1850  there  was  constant  sick- 
ness among  the  members  of  the  Convention,  some  confined  to 
their  beds  here,  and  others  at  then'  homes;  indeed,  the  air  ap- 
peared impregnated  with  a  malaria  Ihat  few  escaped.    Now

health,  cheerfulness,  and  joy  have  abounded,  the  happy  greet- 
ing has  daily  met  us  on  every  side. 

In  one  providence  I  have  noticed  a  striking  coincidence  in 
1850  and  at  this  session.  An  honored  and  respected  member 
of  the  Convention  of  1850,  now  a  delegate  here,  was  suddeidy 
summoned  to  his  home  to  perform  the  right  of  sepulture  to  a 
dear  son,  taken  away  in  the  dew  of  bis  youth.  He  had  our  most 
sincere  sympathy  and  condolence.  During  our  present  session, 
a  venerable  and  honored  member  of  our  body,  also  a  delegate  in 
the  Convention  of  1850,  was  suddenly  called  from  his  labors 
here  to  perform  the  last  sad  office  of  affection  to  an  idolised 
daughter,  in  bis  own  language  to  me,  "  the  light  and  Joy  of  his 
house."  With  one  other  exception,  I  know  not  that  any  have 
been  called  to  mourn  the  death  of  friends. 

In  the  Constitutional  Convention  of  1835,  there  were  89 
members,  of  whom  20  are  now  Uving;  two  of  whom  have  seats 
in  this  Convention,  Governor  McCi.elland,  and  Bel.\  Chapmak, 
The  population  of  our  State  was  then  100,000.  In  the  Conven- 
tion of  1850  there  were  100  members;  of  whom  more  than  one- 
fonrth  have  passed  away;  while  eight  of  their  number  are 
members  of  this  Convention.  In  the  kind  providence  of  God  I 
still  remain  among  you. 

Much  of  the  snccesa,  and  the  happy  termination  of  our 
labors,  is  owing  to  the  diligent,  the  patient,  the  prompt  and  the 
impai'tial  manner  in  which  you,  sir,  have  discharged  th« 
arduous  duties  of  your  office.  And  we  shall  ever  remember 
you  with  profound  respect  and  esteem.  The  Secretaries  of  oar 
Convention  are  also  entitled  to  our  high  regard  for  their  unre- 
mitted dihgence  and  perseverance  in  the  discharge  of  their 
onerous  labors.  Andweareproud  to  know  that  the  correctness 
and  fidelity  with  which  our  gentlemanly  reporters  have  dis- 
charged their  mission,  will  be  a  matter  of  record  in  all  the 
future,  and  needs  no  commendation  at  our  hands;  we  fully 
endorse  their  ability,  and  wish  them  God  speed.  And  what 
shall  we  say  more?  Our  diligent,  faithful  and  attentive 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  with  his  ever  watchful  assistants,  have  won 
105 
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tat  thMttEirfvea  golden  opinions  from  the  memberB  of  tbia  Ooc- 
Tention,  and  wlU  be  remembered  by  us  with  high  regard.  Oar 
PoBtmaeter  has  transmitted  faithfiilly  and  frequently  the  mee- 
aages  of  love  from  our  cherished  homes,  and  discharged  his 
daties  to  the  univeraal  satisfaction.  Long  may  he  prosper. 
To  the  kind  and  courteoiis  reporters  for  the  public  press  we  are 
much  indebted,  for  their  forbearance  to  our  indiscretions  and 
our  follies.  And  our  messenger  boys,  like  the  guardian  angels, 
have  watched  and  anticipated  our  wishes,  and  obeyed  our  calla, 
with  the  fleetness  of  the  antelope;  we  shall  remember  them 
with  deep  interest,  and  watch  their  future  with  great  solicitude 
and  with  high  hopes.  I  shall  especially  remember  them  eafih, 
and  all  of  them,  as  I  shall  frequently  look  upon  their  amiable- 
eoontenances,  grouped  together,  in  the  beautiful  photograph 
with  which  they  have  presented  me;  and  I  shall  send  up  a 
mental  prayer  that  God  will  watch  over  them,  guide  them 
safely  through  the  intricate  mazes  of  this  life,  and  at  last  crown 
them  His. 

Indeed,  Mr.  President,  I  think  we  may  challenge  the  world 
to  produce  a  body  of  raen  as  large  as  this  body,  with  all  its 
appointments,  who  have  discharged  their  duties  more  faithfully, 
harmoniously,  and  successfully  than  this  Convention.  Permit 
me,  sir,  to  assure  the  members  of  this  Convention,  one  and  all, 
of  my  high  personal  regard,  and  extend  to  them  a  cordial 
invitation  to  visit  me,  with  an  assnranee  of  the  great  pleasure 
it  would  afford  me  to  welcome  them  to  my  home  and  my  fire- 
side, that  we  may  together  recall  the  memories  of  these  days 
which  have  passed  so  swiftly  and  so  happily  away. 

And  now,  before  I  close,  permit  me,  sir,  to  mal<e  a  suggestioni 
which  I  know  will  find  a  ready  response  in  the  breast  of  every 
delegate  on  this  floor;  that  is,  before  oui'  final  adjournment, 
before  the  President  shall  dissolvu  this  Convention,  that  we 
unite  our  voices  in  singing  the  Doxology,  in  the  tune  of  Old 
Hundred,  an  appropriate  act  of  worship  and  of  praise  to  our 
God,  the  Ahnighty  Governor  of  the  Universe,  and  the  Disposer 
of  all  events,  for  His  kind  care  over  us  these  many  days  now 
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pftst,  and  for  the  happy  result  to  which  He  has  bronght  onr 
labors. 
Mr.  Sheakeb.  I  endorse  moat  heartily  and  eordiaJly  the  high 

and  noble  sentiments  of  the  gentleman  from  Oakland,  (Mr. 
Tan  Valkenburgh.)  May  his  days  be  long  in  the  land,  and 
when  he  goes  down  to  his  last  resting  place,  may  he  go  down 
like  a  shock  of  com  fally  ripe.  Gentlemen  of  this  Convention, 
I  thank  yon  all  for  your  courtesy  and  kindness  to  me  at  all 
times.  Probably  we  shall  never  all  meet  again.  But  I  shonld  be 
glad  at  any  time  to  see  any  of  you  at  my  house  in  Plymouth, 
and  I  will  endeavor  to  make  your  stay  with  me  a  pleasant  one. 
The  PitEsmENT.  The  gentleman  from  Kalamazoo,  Eev.  Mr. 
Bradley,  will  now  perform  the  closing  religious  exercises  of  this 
Convention, 

Mr.  BsADLEr.  Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Conven- 
tion, I  regard  it  aa  a  privilege  and  an  honor  to  engage  in  the 
services  to  which  you  have  referred.  I  am  not  insensible  to  the 
solemnities  of  the  hour.  Our  work  ia  don^.  In  the  care  of 
our  Heavenly  Father,  health  and  life  have  been  preserved.  We 
go  out  from  this  Hall  to  onr  homes;  the  people  will  judge  of 
our  work  and  pass  their  verdict  upon  it.  Our  constituents  are 
a  Christian  people,  and  they  wiU  regard  with  approbation  onr 
recognition  of  religious  obligations.  For  the  hundred  days  of 
our  sessions,  we  have  bowed  at  the  alter,  seeking  wisdom  from 
above.  It  is  now  our  privilege  to  commend  ourselves  tb  Hia 
guidance  and  keeping  for  all  our  future.  For  me,  personally, 
it  has  been  a  rare  opportunity  to  be  associated  with  this  body  of 
noble  men;  men  who  will  ever  be  true  to  the  State  and  to  God. 
I  thank  you,  Mr.  President,  and  the  members  of  the  Conven- 
tion, for  yonr  uniform  kindness  towards  me,  commg  as  I  did 
from  a  profession  not  generally  represented  in  such  bodies; 
This  is  the  farewell  hour.  Hereafter,  Christianity  shall  be  our 
life,  and  the  life  of  our  commonwealth.  As  we  pass  on  and 
close  up  our  earthly  course,  at  noon,  or  late  in  the  evening  of 
life,  may  we  have  the  oonsciousneaa  of  the  Divine  approval,  in 
tlie  testimony  of  a  good  conscience. 
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Mr.  Bradley,  then  come  forward  to  the  desk  of  the  President, 
and  read  the  following  passages  of  Scripture: 
■  They  that  trost  the  Lord  Bhall  be  as  Mount  Zion,  which  can- 
aot  bo  removed,  but  abideth  forever. 

As  the  mountains  are  round  about  Jerusalem,  so  the  Lord  is 
round  about  his  people,  from  henceforth,  even  forever. 

Behold  how  good  and  pleasant  it  ia  for  brethren  to  dwell  to- 
gether in  tinity. 

Rejoice  evermore. 

Pray  without  ceaeing. 

In  everything  give  thanks;  for  this  is  thewil)  of  God  in 
Christ  JeauB  concerning  you. 

Quench  not  the  Sphit 

Despise  not  prophesyings. 

Prove  all  things;  hold  fast  that  which  is  good. 

Abstain  fi-om  all  appearance  of  eril. 

And  the  very  God  of  peace  sanctify  you  wholly ;  and  pray 
God  yonr  whole  spirit,  and  soul,  and  body,  be  preserved  blame- 
less unto  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Faithful  is  be  that  calleth  you,  who  also  will  do  it. 

Brethren,  pray  for  us. 

Prayer  by  Mr.  Bradlev,  as  follows: 

Out  Heavenly  Father,  we  bow  in  Thy  presence,  on  this  sol- 
emn farewell  occasion.  Now,  as  we  close  the  sessions  of  this 
Convention,  we  desire  to  praise  'Thy  holy  name  for  Thy  kind- 
ness onto  na  in  the  days  in  which  we  have  been  engaged  in  our 
work  here.  We  thank  Thee  that  Thou  hast  regarded  us  in  ten- 
der compassion,  preserving  our  health,  giving  unt-o  us  strength 
and  wisdom  from  above,  ordering  our  steps,  and  ordering  in 
legard  to  our  work,  so  that  we  have  been  enabled  to  reach  the 
conclusion  of  it  so  unitedly,  with  so  little  controversy,  and  no 
ill  feeling  in  any  heart. 

And  now,  Heavenly  Father,  as  we  go  out  to  our  homes,  as 
we  enter  again  upon  our  ordinary  duties  and  occupations,  we 
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pray  that  Thou  wouldst  go  with  ne,  with  Tby  sheltering,  owsi-- 
rnling  and  guiding  care.  T\^e  pray  that  Thou  wouldst  be  with 
us  now  in  the  toils  and  burdens  of  life,  in  our  further  anxieties; 
and  if  we  are  bowed  down  hereafter  under  any  trial  or  dis- 
appointment, wilt  Thou  sustain  and  uphold  lis  by  Thy  power, 
and  by  the  manife station  of  Thy  grace. 

We  pray  that  Thy  presence  may  now  rest  upon  every  member 
of  this  ConTention;  that  Thou  wilt  spare  them,  as  shall  be  fc* 
Thy  pleasure  and  Thy  glory;  that. Thou  wouldst  watch  over 
their  families  and  kindred,  and  prepare  them  all  for  Thy  will, 
for  the  responsibilities  of  life,  for  the  privileges  that  shall  be 
granted  to  them,  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  all  their  opportuni- 
ties. We  pray  that  Thou  wouldst  so  order  that  Thy  name  may 
be  honored  by  us  all;  that  when  we  act  as  citizens,  we  may  act 
as  Christian  citizens,  in  all  the  circumstances  of  life  iu  which  we 
may  be  placed. 

We  thank  Thee,  Heavenly  Father,  for  the  good  fellowship 
which  has  prevailed  in  this  Convention,  for  the  kindness  which 
has  been  manifested  by  the  members  towards  each  other. 

And  now,  though  we  desire  to  go,  yet  we  regret  to  part,  and 
we  pray  that  a  parting  blessing  may  be  given  unto  us  by  our 
Father  above. 

And  we  ask  Thy  blessing.  Heavenly  Father,  upon  our  con- 
stituents, the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth,  that  they  may 
receive  the  work  of  our  hands,  and  approve  of  it,  so  far  as  it 
deserves  their  approbation,  and  that  they  may  sustain  it  as 
electors  and  as  citizens;  that,  under  this  Constitution  which  has 
now  been  framed,  this  State  may  become  moro  and  more  proa- 
perous,  in  all  its  material,  its  educational,  and  its  religions' 
interests. 

And,  Heavenly  Father,  wilt  Thou  watch  over  each  memb^  ' 
here;  wilt  Thou  watch  over  all  our  families;  watch  over  oar 
commonwealth  m  all  its  varioi^  interests.  Prosper  us  in  all  aai 
ways,  in  an  our  institutions,  in  our  future  legislation,  and  in ' 
everything  connected  vrith  the  grovrth,  integrity,  strength,  u^ 
prosperity  of  our' people. 
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We  pray.  Heavenly  Father,  that  we  may  build  upon  bhio 
{oondations;  that  we  may  rooeive  the  principles  of  Christianity 
M  giving  life  to  the  individaal,  and  life  to  the  commonwealth, 
and  thus  prepare  us  to  honor  God  as  our  Creator,  prepare  us 
to  honor  Christ  as  our  Savior,  and  the  Holy  Spirit  as  onr 
Sanctifier,  And  finally,  when  our  earthly  work  is  done,  and  we 
»re  called  to  pass  over  the  river,  wilt  Thou  receive  us  among 
Thy  people  in  a  purer  and  holier  life,  for  Jesus'  saJie.    Amen 

The  members  of  the  Convention  then  rose  to  their  feet,  and 
united  in  singing,  to  the  tune  of  "  Old  Hundred,"  the  words — 

"  PcUsflGod,  f[om  irlicim  all  M^ralDgs  flow, 
Fnlae  Him  M  crcunrts  bers  below ; 
Praise  Elm  sbove,  ye  Hemenlj  HOBl; 
PruBe  Fatber,  Eon  uid  Hoi;  GbosL" 

The  President  then  addressed  the  Convention  as  follows: 
Gentlemen  or  the  Conyektion — As  I  am  soon  to  pronounce 
the  words  that  dissolve  our  ofBcial  relations,  I  should  he  dead 
to  all  feeling  did  I  not  avail  myself  of  this  opportunity  to 
express  my  profound  gratitude  and  thanks  for  the  invariable 
kindness  extended  to  me  by  every  member  of  the  Convention 
during  the  time  that  I  have  occupied  this  Chair.  If  my  humble 
endeavors  to  well  and  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  this 
trust,  have  in  any  measure  proved  a  success,  I  am  not  insensible 
to  the  fact  that  it  is  largely  due  to  your  forbearance,  coSpera- 
tion  and  generous  support.  With  sincere  satisfaction,  I  con- 
gratulate you  upon  the  good  order  and  harmony  that  have 
diaracterized  your  proceedings,  and  marked  your  intercourse 
with  each  other.  With  honost  differences  of  opinion,  strong 
convictions,  and  spirited  debates,  your  discussions  have  not 
been  marred  by  unkind  words,  offensive  personal  allusions,  or 
Mtter  feuds.  As  you  break  up  these  associations,  and  turn  your 
Steps  toward  home  and  the  loved  ones  there,  you  will  bear  with 
you  the  pleasant  reflection  that  however  you  may  have  differed, 
politically  or  otherwise,  you  have  disagreed  in  kindness  and 
parted  in  friendship. 
While  I  bear  vritness  to  the  faithfulness,  industry  and  zeal. 
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with  which  you  have  discharged  the  refipoii8U)Ie  daties  devolved 
upon  you  at  this  oppressive  Beasou  of  the  year,  I  cannot  be  sat- 
isfied without  expressing  my  commendation  of  the  work  yoa 
have  accomphshed.  In  framing  a  Constitution,  settling  gnes- 
tiona  affecting  great  interests,  it  cannot  reasonably  be  expected 
that  the  work  will  iu  every  respect  be  acceptable  to  all.  I  do 
not  claim  that  your  labors  have  resulted  in  the  formation  of  a 
perfect  instrument;  but  I  cheerfully  declare,  that  in  my  judg- 
ment, the  Constitution  you  are  now  about  to  submit  to  the  in- 
teUigent  people  of  this  State  for  their  ratification,  taken  as  a 
whole,  is  a  decided  improvement  upon  the  Constitntion  now  in 
force.  As  far  as  seemed  practicable,  you  ha^e  preserved  the 
fonn  and  language  of  the  existing  Constitution.  Innovation  is 
not  yways  improvement,  nor  is  change  synonymous  -with  excel- 
lence. Enhghtened  reason  and  the  stability  of  our  inetitutiouB 
demand  that  fundamental  provisions  of  the  organic  law  which 
have  proved  satisfactory  and  become  settled  and  understood  by 
a  course  of  judicial  decisions,  should  not  be  disturbed  for  hght 
and  transient  causes.  But  the  circumstances  of  the  State,  and 
the  spirit  and  improvements  of  the  age  have  demanded  changes. 
Since  the  Constitution  of  1850  was  adopted,  the  State  has  more 
than  doubled  in  population.  Its  wealth  has  increased  five-fold. 
By  the  energy  and  enterprise  of  its  people,  it  has  become  great 
in  material  value,  while  its  humane  institutions,  its  Universitv 
first  at  the  West  and  rivaling  the  foremost  at  the  Bast,  ifa 
model  schools  and  school  system,  and  its  numerous  churches 
bespeak  the  advancement  in  all  that  elevafea  and  ennobles  man. 
With  freedom  of  thought  and  freedom  of  labor,  with  active 
brains  and  loyal  hearts,  truly  the  State  has  grown  into  majestio 
proportions,  and  now  presents  one  of  the  grwidest  develoiy- 
ments  of  progress  in  the  history  of  the  nation.  Although  in 
her  youth,  she  has  demanded  that  her  Constitution  be  pnmed 
and  the  dead  branches  removed,  (hat  she  may  have  still  more 
capacity  for  improvement  and  growth. 

To  you  this  important  and  responsible  work  has  been  assigned. 
I  believe  that  a  satisfied  constituency  will  pronosce  it  well  done. 
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Time  will  not  permit  me  to  refer  to  all  the  changes  you  have 
ma5e,  I  will  speak  of  but  one.  Wo  have  recently  witnessed 
the  sublime  spectacle  of  millions  rising  in  arms  to  put  down 
treason  and  rebellion.  The  ground  has  shook  with  the  tread  of 
mighty  armies.  Freedom  and  oppression  marshaled  their  forces 
and  struggled  for  the  mastery  of  a  continent.  The  loyal  North, 
pouring  upon  the  South  like  an  aTalanche,  \indicated  the  integ- 
rity of  the  Kepublic,  planted  ita  banner  in  triumph  over  eTeiy 
inch  of  its  soil,  and  through  victory  secured  peace.  In  this 
contest  Michigan  bore  an  honorable  part.  When  the  first 
alarm  sounded,  her  sons  rushed  to  the  rescue.  On  many  a  hard 
fought  field  they  esemphfied  their  Talor,  and  proved  that  the 
leaping  blood  of  the  fathera  had  not  curdled  in  the  veins  of  the 
sons.  Some  came  home  maimed  and  wounded.  Such  there 
are  here  to-day,  members  of  this  Convention,  bearing  on  their 
bodies  honorable  scars  that  attest  their  patriotism  and  valor. 
Others  pined  and  starved  in  gloomy  prisons  under  a  treatment 
worse  than  the  barbarity  of  the  savages,  while  others  on  bloody 
battle-fields  "sleep  the  sleep  that  knows  no  waking."  The 
memory  of  thoii-  heroic  deeds,  the  lessons  of  this  terrible  war, 
all  the  blood  and  treasure  that  it  has  cost  us  remind  us  that  the 
safety  of  a  State  lies  in  a  strict  adherence  to  righteousness  and 
justice.  That  nation  that  perpetuates  oppression  shall  perish 
from  the  earth.  From  their  graves  our  illustrious  dead  appeal 
to  us  to  destroy  every  foot-print  of  caste,  to  annihilate  every 
vestige  of  that  great  wrong  that  has  disturbed  the  peace  and 
threatened  the  existence  and  pei'petiiity  of  the  nation,  to  re-as- 
sert the  principle  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  the  broth- 
erhood of  man,  and  to  re-organize  the  State  npon  the  granite 
basis  of  equal  rights  and  equal  justice  for  all.  With  the  new 
Constitution  sanctioned  by  the  people,  this  much  desired  work 
will  be  accomplkhed.  The  wrongs  of  prejudice  and  caste  wiil 
be  swept  from  every  section  of  our  laws,  and  thoughout  this 
grand  commonwealth  never  more  shall  man  be  deprived  of  the 
rights  of  manhood  by  reason  of  class,  color  or  creed. 
.As  we  prepare  to  take  leave  of  each  otlier,  I  am  reminded 
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that  in  the  ordinary  conrse  of  hnman  events,  we  shall  all  prob- 
ably never  meet  again.  In  this  State  two  Constitutional  Oon- 
ventionB  have  preceded  this  one.  Members  of  each,  full  of 
honor  and  years,  are  associated  with  us.  Their  long  experience, 
their  words  of  true  wisdom,  have  contributed  greatly  to  guide 
us  to  correct  conclusions.  Many  of  their  former  associates  have 
passed  within  the  veil.  Long  may  they  be  spared  to  witness 
the  prosperity  and  share  the  blessings  of  a  State  they  have 
helped  to  create.  Inspired  anew  with  love  of  country,  of  jas- 
tice  and  truth,  may  we  all  go  from  this  Hall  firmly  determined 
that  our  efforts  shall  promote  the  right,  and  erer  tend  to 
advance  the  public  good. 

Gentlemen,  from  the  bottom  of  my  heart  I  tliank  you  for  all 
your  kindne^.  Health,  happiness,  prosperity,  attend  you.  I 
wish  you  a  speedy  and  safe  return  to  your  families  and  friends. 
I  pray  that  He  who  holds  us  all  in  the  hollow  of  His  band, 
through  whose  goodness  we  have  been  kept  during  our  session 
from  severe  sickness  or  death,  may  preserve  your  bvea,  and 
lead  you  in  ways  of  pleasantness  and  paths  of  peace.  I  have 
only  now  to  pronounce  the  Constitutionid  Convention  of  1867 
X  witliout  day. 


The  following  is  a  correct  copy  of  the  Constitution: 

PREAMBI.E. 
We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan,  grateful  to  Almighty 
God,  the  Sovereign  Ruler  of  nations,  for  civil  and  religions  lib- 
erty, and  acknowledging  our  dependence  upon  Him  for  the  con- 
tinuance thereof,  do  ordain  and  establish  the  following  Consti- 
tation: 

AETICLE  I. 

BOUNDARIES  AXfl  SE.VT  OP  OOVERKMENT. 

Section  1.     The  State  of  Michigan  is  bounded  as  follow8,^to 

wit:  Commencing  at  a  point  on  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the 

State  of  Indiana,  where  a  direct  line  drawn  from  the  southern 

exb^miiy  of  Late  Michigan  to  the  moat  northerly  cape  of  the 
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Maamee  Bay,  eball  intersect  the  same,  said  point  being  the 
north-weet  comer  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  aa  established  by  an  act 
of  Congress  entitled,  "  An  act  to  establish  the  northern  boun- 
dary line  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  and  to  provide  for  the  admission  of 
the  State  of  Michigan  into  the  "Union  upon  the  conditions  therein 
espressed,"  approved  June  fifteenth,  one  thousand  e^ht  hun- 
dred and  thirty-six;  thence  with  the  said  boundary  line  of  the 
State  of  Ohio  till  it  intersects  the  boundary  line  between  the 
United  tattrs  and  Canada,  in  Lake  Erie;  thence  with  the  said 
boundary  line  between  the  Unit^id  Slates  and  Canada  through 
the  Detroit  river.  Lake  St.  Clair,  the  St  Clair  river,  Lake  Hu- 
ron, the  St.  Mary's  river  and  Lake  Superior,  to  a  point  where 
the  said  line  last  touches  Lake  Superior;  thence  in  a  direct  line 
through  Lake  Superior  to  the  mouth  of  the  Montreal  river; 
thence  through  the  middle  of  the  main  channel  of  the  said  Mon- 
treal river  to  the  head  waters  thereof,  as  marked  upon  the  eur- 
vey  made  bj  Captain  Cram m,  by  authority  of  the  United  States; 
thence  in  a  direct  line  to  the  center  of  the  channel  between 
Middle  and  South  Islands,  in  the  Lake  of  the  Desert;  thence  in 
a  direct  line  to  the  southern  shore  of  Lake  Brule;  thence  along 
■aid  southern  shore  and  down  the  Brule  river  to  the  main  chan- 
nel of  the  Menominee  river;  thence  down  the  center  of  themiun 
ohannet  of  the  same  to  the  center  of  the  most  usual  shipchann^ 
of  the  Green  Bay,  of  Lake  Michigan;  thence  throngh  the  cen- 
ter of  the  most  usual  channel  of  the  said  bay  to  the  middle  of 
Lake  Michigan;  thence  through  the  middle  of  Lake  Michigan 
to  the  northern  boundary  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  as  that  line 
vaa  established  by  the  act  of  Congress,  of  the  nineteenth  of 
April,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixteen;  thence  due  east  with  the 
north  boundary  line  of  the  said  State  of  Indiana  to  the  north- 
east comer  thereof;  and  thence  south  with  the  eastern  bound- 
ary line  of  Indiana  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Sec  2.  The  seat  of  goveruuent  shall  remaiu  at]  LansiDg. 
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ABTICEn. 

BnX  OF  RIQHTB. 

Section  1.  All  politiCEtl  power  is  inheroiit  in  the  people.  Got- 
emment  is  instituted  for  ttie  protection,  security  and  benefit  of 
tlie  people;  and  they  have  the  right  to  alter  or  reform  the  same 
■whenever  the  piibhc  good  may  require  it. 

Sec,  2.  Every  person  shall  bo  at  hberty  to  worship  God  ac- 
cording to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience.  No  person  shidl 
toe  compelled  to  attend,  erect  or  support  any  place  of  religious 
worehip,  or  pay  tithes,  taxes  or  other  rates,  for  the  support  of 
any  minister  of  the  gospel,  or  teacher  of  religion. 

Sec.  3.  The  civil  and  religious  rights,  privileges  and  capacities 
of  no  person  shall  be  diminished  or  enlarged,  on  account  of 
his  opinions  or  belief  concerning  matters  of  religion. 

See.  4.  Every  person  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his 
sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  right;  and  no  law  shall  be  passed  to  restrain  or  abridge  the 
liberty  of  speech  or  of  the  press.  In  aU  prosecutions  for  hbels, 
ihe  truth  may  be  given  in  evidence  to  the  jury,  and  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  jury  that  the  matter  charged  as  libelous  is  true, 
and  was  published  vrith  eood  motives  and  for  justifiable  ends, 
the  party  shall  be  acquitted;  and  the  jury  shall  have  the  right 
to  determine  the  law  and  the  fact. 

Sec.  6.  No  bill  of  attainder  or  ex  post  facto  law,  or  law  im- 
pairing the  obligation  of  contracts  shall  be  passed. 

Sec,  6.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  remains, 
end  shall  not  be  suspended  unless  in  case  of  rebeUion  or  in- 
vamon,  the  public  safety  may  reqnire  it 

Sec  7.  The  right  of  trial  by  jury  shall  remain,  but  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  waived  in  all  civil  cases,  unless  demanded  by  one 
of  the  parties  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  The 
L^islature  may  authorize,  in  all  civil  and  criminal  cases,  a  trial 
by  jury  of  a  less  number  than  twelve  men,  in  all  courts  not  of 
record. 

Sec.  8.  In  every  criminal  prosecution,  the  accused  shall  have 
the  right  to  a  speedy  and  pnbhc  trial  by  an  impartial  jury,  to

be  informed  of  the  accusation,  to  be  confronted  with  witnesses 
against  him,  to  have  compulsorj  process  for  obtaining  witnesses 
in  his  favor,  aed   have   the  assistance  of    counsel    for  his 


Sec.  9.  Any  suitor  in  any  court  in  this  State  shall  have  the 
right  to  prosecute  or  defend  his  snit,  either  ia  Lis  own  propei- 
person,  or  by  an  attorney  of  bis  choice. 

Sec.  10.  The  persons,  houses,  papers  and  possessions  of  every 
person  shall  be  secure  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizure. 
No  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  thing, 
shall  issue  without  describing  them,  nor  without  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  afBrmation. 

Si-c.  11.  No  person,  after  acquittal  upon  the  merits,  shall  be 
tried  for  the  same  offense.  All  persona  shall,  before  conviction, 
be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  except  for  murder  and  treason, 
when  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption  great. 

Sec.  12.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levy- 
ing war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  wiemies,  giving  them 
aid  and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  ti'eaeon,  un- 
less upon  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act> 
or  on  confession  in  open  court. 

Sec.  13.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  excessive  fines 
shall  not  be  imposed,  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  shaJl  uot  be 
infiicted,  nor  shall  witnesses  be  unreasonably  detained. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  be  compelled,  in  any  criminal  case, 
to  be  a  witness  against  himself,  or  be  deprived  of  life,  hberty 
or  property,  without  due  process  of  law. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt  arising  out 
of  or  founded  on  contract,  express  or  implied,  except  in  case  of 
fraud,  or  breach  of  trust,  or  of  promise  to  marry,  or  of  moneys 
collected  by  pubHc  officers,  or  in  any  professional  employment. 
No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  a  military  fine  in  time  of 
peace. 

Sec  IC.  Every  person  baa  a  right  to  bear  anna  for  the  common 
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Sec  17.  The  milittuj  shall  be  in  strict  sttlKa'dination  to  the 
civil  power. 

Sec.  18.  No  soldier  shall  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  honse  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  occapant,  nor  in 
time  of  war,  except  in  a  manner  preBcribed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  The  people  have  the  right  peaceably  to  assemble  to- 
gether, to  consult  for  the  common  good,  to  instruct  their  Eep- 
resentativea,  and  to  petition  the  Legislature  for  redress  of 
grievances. 

Sec.  20.  Neither  slavery  nor  involnntary  servitude,  unless  for 
the  punishment  of  crime,  shall  ever  be  tolerated  in  this  State. 

Sec.  21.  Aliens  who  are,  or  may  hereafter  become  bona  fde 
residents  of  this  State,  shall  enjoy  the  same  rights  in  respect  to 
the  possession,  enjoyment  and  inheritance  of  property  as  native 
bom  citizens. 

Sec.  22.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  pubHc  nae 
without  compensation. 

ARTICLE  in. 

ELECTIVE    FKASCHIBE. 

Section  1.  In  ail  elections  every  person  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  who  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  three  months,  and 
in  the  township  or  ward  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  ten  days  next 
preceding  an  election,  belonging  to  either  of  the  following 
classes,  shall  be  an  elector  and  entitled  to  vote: 

Fir^.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

Second.  Every  male  inhabitant  of  this  State,  who  shall  have 
resided  in  the  United  States  two  years  and  sis  months,  rfid 
declared  his  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States, 
pursuant  to  the  laws  thereof,  six  months  preceding  an  election. 

Third.  Every  male  inhabitant  residing  in  this  State  on  tha 
twenty-fourth  day  of  June,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-five. 

Sec.  2.  In  time  of  war,  insurrection  or  rebellion,  the  right  to 
vote  at  such  place  and  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
law,  shall  be  enjoyed  by  all  pei-sons  otherwise  entitled  theretoj 
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who  may  be  in  the  actual  military  or  nsval  service  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State:  Provided,  Their  Totes  shall  be  made  to 
apply  to  the  township  or  ward  in  which  they  are  residents. 

Sec  3.  All  elections  shaB  be  by  ballot,  except  of  such  town- 
ship officers  as  may  be  authorized  by  law  to  be  otherwise 
chosen. 

Sec.  4.  Every  elector,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  mis- 
demeanor or  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  hia  attendance  at  election,  and  in  going  to  and 
returning  from  the  same. 

Sec.  /i.  Ko  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  attend  court  as  a 
suitor  or  witness  on  the  day  of  election,  or  to  do  mihtary 
duty  thereon  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  6.  iNo  elector  shall  be  deemed  to  have  gained  or  losthis 
residence  by  reason  of  absence  therefrom  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navi- 
gation of  the  waters  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  of 
the  high  seas,  nor  while  a  student  at  any  seminary  of  learning, 
nor  while  kept  at  any  alms-house  or  other  asylum  at  public 
expense,  nor  while  confined  in  any  public  prison. 

Sec.  7.  Laws  may  be  passed  to  preserve  the  purity  of  elec- 
tions, and  guard  against  the  abuses  of  the  elective  franchise. 

Sec.  8.  No  soldier,  eeaman  or  marine  in  the  army  or  navy 
of  the  United  States  shall  bo  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State, 
in  consequence  of  being  stationed  in  any  miUtary  or  naval 
place  within  the  same. 

Sec  9.  No  idiot  or  insane  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the 
privileges  of  an  elector. 

Sec.  10.  Any  inhabitant  of  this  State,  who  may  be  hereafter 
engaged  in  a  duel,  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
and  from  voting  at  any  election. 

Sec.  11.  The  Legislature  may  authorize  townships  to  hold 
tiieir  elections  within  the  corporate  limits  of  adjoining  cities. 
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ABTICLE  rv. 

tUTIBION  OF  THE  POWEBS  OF  GOTERSMENT. 

Section  1.  Tbe  powers  of  govemmeiit  are  divided  into 
three  departments:    Legislative,  Executive  and  Judicial. 

Sec.  2.  Neither  department  shall  ever  exercise  the  powers 
belonging  to  another,  except  in  cases  expressly  provided  for  in 
this  Constitution. 

ARTICLE  V. 

LEQISLATrVE    CEPAKTMEST. 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  is  vested  'in  a  Senate  and 
House  of  Eepresentatives. 

Sec.  2.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  thirty-two  members  But 
after  the  year  1870,  the  Legislature  may  increase  the  number  to 
thirty-three,  by  authorizing  the  election  of  two  Senators  m  thatr 
portion  of  the  State  now  included  within  the  limits  of  the 
Thirtj-Second  Senatorial  District.  Senators  shall  be  elected 
for  four  years,  and  by  single  districts.  At  the  first  election  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  Senators  in  the  odd  numbered 
districts  shall  be  elected  for  two  years,  and  in  the  even  num- 
bered districtE  for  four  years.  Such  districts  shall  be  numbered 
from  one  to  thirlj-three  inclusive,  each  of  which  shfdl  choose 
one  Senator.  No  county  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of 
Senate  districts,  unless  such  county  shall  be  equitably  entitied 
to  two  or  more  Senators. 

Sec.  3.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  not  more 
than  one  hundred  and  ten  members.  Representatives  shall  be 
chosen  for  two  years,  and  by  single  districts.  Each  representa- 
tive district  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  num- 
ber of  inhabitants,  and  shall  consist  of  convenient  and  contig- 
aous  territory;  but  every  organized  coimty  containing  a  popu- 
lation of  not  less  than  fonrthousand,  and  every  two  or  more  con- 
tiguous organized  counties,  containing  a  like  population,  shall  con- 
stitute a  representative  district,  and  be  entitled  to  one  Represent- 
ative. In  every  county  entitled  to  more  than  one  Representative, 
the  board  of  supervisors  shall  assemble  at  such  time  and  place  afl  - 
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may  be  provided  by  law,  and  divide  the  aame  into  representa- 
tive districtfl,  equal  to  the  number  of  Representatives  to  which 
such  county  is  entitled  by  law,  and  shall  cause  to  be  filed  in  the 
offices  of  the  Secretary  of  State  and  clerk  of  such  county,  a 
description  of  such  representative  districts,  specifying  the  num- 
ber of  each  district,  and  the  population  thereof,  according  to 
the  last  enumeration. 

Sec.  i.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  on  enumera- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seven- 
ty-five, and  every  ten  years  thereafter;  and  at  the  first  session 
after  each  enumeration  so  made,  and  also  at  the  first  session 
after  each  enumeration  by  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
the  Legislature  shall  re-arrange  the  Senate  districts,  and  ap- 
portion anew  the  Eepresentatives  among  the  counties  and  dis- 
tricts, according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants.  But  no  re-ar- 
rangement of  Senate  districts  shall  vacate  the  seat  of  any  Senar 
tor.  Each  apportionment,  and  the  division  into  representative 
districts  by  any  board  of  supervisors,  shall  remain  unaltered 
until  the  return  of  another  enumeration. 

Sec.  5.  Every  Senator  and  Eepresentative  shall  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  a  quabfied  elector  of  the  district  he 
represents.  A  removal  from  his  district  shall  be  deemed  a  va- 
cation of  his  office.  No  Senator  or  Eepresentative  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected,  be  eligible' to  any 
office,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which 
shall  have  been  increased  by  the  Legislature  during  such  term;  nor 
shall  he  ba  interested,  directly  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract 
with  the  State,  or  any  county  thereof,  authorized  by  any  law 
passed  during  said  term. 

Sec.  C.  No  person  holding  any  elective  State  office,  except 
that  of  regent  of  the  University,  or  member  of  the  boai'd  of 
Education,  and  no  person  holding  the  olfice  of  probate  judge, 
county  clerk,  register  of  deeds,  county  treasurer,  sheriff,  county 
superintendent  of  schools,  prosecuting  attorney,  or  any  office  to 
which  he  was  appointed  by  ttie  President  of  the  United  States, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  be 
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allowed  to  take  or  hold  a  seat  in  either  House  of  the  Legisla- 
tnre. 

Sec.  7.  Senators  and  Eepresentatives  shall  not  be  sabject  to 
any  civil  process  during  the  session  of  the  Legislature,  or  for 
fifteen  days  nest  before  the'  commen cement  and  after  the  ter- 
mination of  each  session;  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place  for  any  speech  in  either  House. 

Sec.  8.  , 


Sec  9.  Each  House  shall  choose  its  own  officers,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution;  determine  the  rules  of 
its  proceedings,  and  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elections  and 
returns  of  its  members,  and  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  alt  the  members  elected,  espel  a  member.  The  reasons 
for  such  expulsion  shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal,  with  the 
names  of  the  membei-s  voting  on  the  question.  No  member  shall 
be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause;  nor  for.  any  cause 
known  to  his  constituents  antecedent  to  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  A  majority  of  each  House  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  but  a  smaller  number  may  adjonm  from  day  to 
day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members.  In  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  each  House  may  prescribe. 

Sec  11,  The  compensation  of  the  members  of  the  Legislature 
during  the  session  thereof,  shall  be  four  dollars  per  day,  for  actual 
attendance.  When  convened  in  extra  session  they  shaU  legislate 
on  no  other  subjects  than  those  expressly  stated  in  the  Gover- 
nor's proclamation,  or  submitted  to  them  by  special  message. 
They  shall  be  entitled  to  ten  cents,  and  no  more,  for  every  mile 
actually  traveled,  going  to  and  returning  from  the  place  of  meet- 
ing, on  the  usiially  traveled  route,  and  for  stationery,  postage 
and  newspapers  not  exceeding  fifteen  dollars  for  each  member 
during  any  session.  Each  member  shall  be  entitled  to  one  copy 
of  the  laws,  journalsand  documents  of  the  Legislature  of  which

Sec.  12.  The  President  ot  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  o£  the 
House  of  Ecpresentatires  shall  eack  be  entitled  to  sii  dollars 
per  diem  compensation,  and  the  same  mBeage  as  members  of 
the  Legislature,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  a  contested  election,  each  House  sbaU  de- 
termine the  amount  of  per  diem  compensation  and  mileage  to 
be  reoeiyed  by  each  contestant,  but  the  per  diem  compensation 
anowed  to  both  parties,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  dofcrs 

per  day. 

Sec.  14.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  journal  of.  its  procecdmgs. 

and  pubBsh  the  same,  except  such  parts  as  may  require  secrecy. 

The  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of    either  House  on  any 

question  shall  be  taken  at  the  request  of  one-fiftb  of  the  member. 

elected.  Any  member  of  either  House  may  dissent  from  and 
protest  against  any  act,  proceedmg  or  resolution  which  he  may 
deem  injurious  to  any  person  or  the  public,  and  have  the 
reason  of  his  dissent  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec  15.  In  aH  elecBons  by  either  House,  or  in  joint  coniren- 
tion,  the  Totes  shall  be  given  .i»a  loce.  All  TOtes  on  nomina- 
tions to  the  Senate  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  pub- 
lished with  the  journal  of  its  procecdmgs. 

Sec.  16.  The  doors  of  each  House  shall  bo  open,  unless  the 
pubbo  welfare  require  secrecy.  Neither  House  shah,  without 
the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  throe  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  than  whore  the  legislature  may  then  be  in 
session. 

Sec.  17.  Bills  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  Legisla- 
ture; but  no  new  bib,  eicept  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers elect,  shall  be  introduced  after  the  first  fifty  days  of  a  ses- 
sion shall  have  expired. 

Sec  18.  Every  bill  and  jomt  resolution  passed  by  the  Legis- 
lature, shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor  before  it  becomes  a 
Jaw.    If  he  approves  he  shan  sign  it;  but  if  not,  he  shall  return 
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it  with  hia  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it  erigiuate^ 
which  shall  enter  the  objectiona  at  large  upon  its  j'oorBai 
and  reconsider  it  On  such  reconsideration,  if  two-thirds  of 
the  membera  elected  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent  witk 
the  objectiona  to  the  other  House,  by  which  it  shall  be  recon- 
sidered. If  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  membera  elected  to 
that  House,  it  shall  become  a  law.  In  such  caae  the  voto  oC 
both  Houses  shall  be  determmed  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  againat  the  bin  shaU  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any 
bill  be  not  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days,  (Sundays 
excepted,)  after  it  has  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shaK 
become  a  law  m  like  manner  as  if  be  had  signed  it,  unless  tite 
Legislature,  by  thei:*adjo  mmect,  prevent  its  return;  in  whicb 
case  it  shall  not  become  a  law.  The  Governor  may  approve, 
sign,  and  file  in  tile  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  within  fire 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature,  any  act  passed 
durmg  the  last  five  days  of  the  session,  and  the  same  shslE 
become  a  law. 

Sec.  19.  Every  bill  and  joint  resolntion  shall  be  read  threes 
times  in  each  House  before  the  final  passage  thereof.  NaJtiO. 
or  joint  resolufiou  shall  become  a  law  without  the  concurreac* 
of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  House.  Ou 
the  final  passage  of  each  bill  and  joint  resolution,  the  vote  shafi. 
be  taken  separately,  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Sec.  20.  No  law  shall  embrace  more  than  one  general  object, 
which  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title.  No  piibHc  act  shall  take 
effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  expiration  of  ninety  days  from  the 
end  of  the  session  at  which  the  same  ia  passed,  unless  the  Leg- 
islature shall  otherwise  direct,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers elected  to  each  House. 

Sec.  21.  The  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  t<» 
each  .  iouse  of  the  Legislature,  shall  be  requisite  to  every  hill 
appropriating  the  public  money  or  property,  for  local  or  priratie 
purposes.  1 
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Sec  22.  No  law  shall  be  revised,  altei-cd  or  amended  by 
reference  to  its  title  only,  but  the  section  or  sections  of  the  act 
altered  or  amended,  shall  be  reenactcd  and  pubhshed  at  length. 
See.  23,  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  that  the  furnish- 
ing of  fuel  and  stationery  for  the  use  of  the  State,  the  iDiinting 
and  binding  the  laws  and  jouniale,  all  blanks,  papers^  and  print- 
ing for  the  executive  department  and  State  offices,  and  all  other 
printing  ordered  by  the  Legislature,  Bhall  be  let  by  contract  to 
&e  lowest  competent  and  responsible  bidder  or  bidders,  who 
Bhall  give  adequate  and  satisfactory  security  for  the  performance 
thra:eof.  The  Legislature  shall  prescribe  by  law  the  manner  in 
which  the  State  jjrinting  shall  be  executed,  and  the  accounts 
rendered  therefor,  and  shall  prohibit  all  charges  for  constmc- 
Kve  labor.  It  shall  not  rescind  or  alter  such  contract,  nor 
zelease  the  person  or  persons  taking  the  same,  or  his  or  then- 
snieties,  from  the  performance  of  any  of  the  conditions  of  the 
<«utract.  So  member  of  the  Board  of  State  Auditors  shall  be 
interested,  dkecUy  or  indirectly,  in  any  contract  with  the  State. 
Sec.  24.  The  Legislature  shall  not  establish  a  State  paper, 
bnt  shall  provide  for  the  speedy  pnbhcation  of  all  statute  laws 
©I  a  pubho  nature,  and  of  such  judicial  proceedings  as  it  may 
deem  expedient.  All  laws  and  judicial  decisions  shall  bo  free 
&r  pubhcation  by  any  person. 

Sec.  25.  The  Legislature  may  declare  the  cases  in  which  any 
office  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  also  the  manner  of  filling 
the  vacancy,  where  no  provision  is  made  for  that  purpose  in 
this  Constitution. 

Sec.  26.  The  Legislature  may  confer  upon  organized  town- 
ships, incorporated  cities  and  villages,  and  upon  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  sevenal  counties,  such  powers  of  a  local, 
fegislative  and  administrative  character  as  they  may  deem 
jpx)per. 

Sec.  27.  The  Legislature  shall  not  authorize  any  city  or  town- 
Bhip  to  pledge  its  credit,  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  con- 
struction of  any  raih'oad  to  Erueh  an  extent  that  the  outstand- 
ing  indebtedness,  exclusive  of  interest,  on  account  of  aid  to  any 
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and  aU  railroada.  sliajl  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
valuation  of  such  city  or  township.  No  coimlj  sliaU  bo  author- 
ized to  pledge  its  credit,  or  raise  money  by  taiation  for  any 
such  purposes;  but  counties  in  the  XTpper  Peninsula  may- b« 
authorized  to  do  so,  suhjecl  to  the  restrictions  m  this  section  a. 
to  cities  and  townships.  The  question  of  such  aid  shall  be 
submitted  to  a  Tote  of  the  electors  of  the  county,  city  or  township 
to  be  affected  thereby, 

.Sec.  28.  The  Legislature  may  empower  any  city  or  township 
to  raise  by  tax,  in  aid  of  any  railroad  company  or  compamcs, 
an  amount  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  per  centum  of  tha 
assessed  ysluation  of  such  city  or  township,  but  eyety  such  tax 
shaU  be  firet  approred  by  a  vole  of  the  elector,  of  such  city  or 
township:  Provided.  That  the  amount  levied  by  any  such  tax, 
shall  not,  when  added  to  the  prmoipal  of  the  credits  of  such 
city  or  township,  aheady  pledged  for  like  aid  and  then  out- 
standmg,  exceed  ten  per  centum  of  the  assessed  valuation 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  29.  The  Legislaturo  shall  not  authorize,  by  private  or 
special  law,  the  sale  or  conveyance  of  any  real  estate  belongmg 
to  any  person,  nor  vacate  nor  alter  any  road  laid  out  by  com- 
missioners of  highways,  or  any  street  or  public  ground  in  my 
city  or  village,  or  m  any  recorded  town  plat. 

Sea  30.  The  Legislatute  shall  not  grant  or  authorize  extra 
compensation  to  any  public  officer,  agent  or  contractor,  after 
the  service  has  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered  mto. 

Sec.  31.  No  money  shall  be  appropriated  or  drawn  from  the 
treasniy  for  the  benefit  of  any  rehgions  sect  or  society,  thm- 
logical  or  religious  seminary,  or  schools  iinder  denominaUonal 
control,  nor  shall  property  belongmg  to  the  State  be  appropri- 
ated for  any  such  purposea  Each  House  of  the  Legiskturo 
shall  provide  for  religious  exercises  at  the  opening  of  its  daily 


Sec.  32.  The  Le^slature  shall  not  authorize  any  lottery  or 
permit  the  sale  of  lottery  tieketaj  nor  grant  divorces;  nor  audit 
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er  allow  any  private  claim  or  account;  nor  paea  epecial  acts 
afstending  the  time  for  the  collection  of  taxes. 

Sec.  33.  The  style  of  the  laws  shall  be,  "The  People  of  the 
Stete  of  Michigan  enact" 

AETICLE  VL 

EXECUTIVE    DJiPABTHENT. 

SxcTioK  1.  The  executive  power  iS  vested  in  a  Governor,  vrho 
d»ll  hold  his  office  for  two  years.  A  Lieutenant  Governor  shall 
he  chosen  for  the  same  term. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  ofBce  of  Governor 
or  Lieutenant  Governor  who  has  not  been  five  years  a  citizen  of 
■aie  "United  States,  and  a  resident  of  this  State  two  years  neit 
preceding  Ms  election;-  nor  shall  any  person  be  eligible  to  either 
office  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years. 

Sec.  3.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be 
dected  at  the  tunes  and  places  of  choosing  the  members 
®f  the  Legislature.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
■w>t«s-for  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor,  shall  be  elected. 

Ssc.  4.  The  Governor  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 

iffilitiiry  and  naval  forces;  and   may  call   out  such  forces  to 

execute  the  laws,  to  suppress  insurrection  and  to  repel  invasion. 

Sec.  5.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  officers 

rf.  the  Executive  Department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the 

duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec,  6.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  7.  Hfl  may  convene  the   Legislature  on  extraordmary 


Sec  8.  He  shall  give  to  the  Legislature,  and  at  the  close  of 
3nfl  official  term,  to  ihe  next  Legislature,  information  by  mes- 
sage, of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  such  meas- 
Bteu  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec  9.  He  may  convene  the  Legislature  at  some  other  place, 
■when  the  seat  of  government  becomes  dangerous  from  disease 
©f  a  common  enemy. 
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Sec.  10.  He  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  Taoancies 
as  occur  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Eepreaentativee. 

Sec.  11.  He  may  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons, 
Bft«r  conviction,  for  aU  offenaea  except  treason,  and  cases  of  im- 
peachment, upon  such  conditions  and  with  such  restrictions 
and  limitations  as  ho  may  think  proper,  subject  to  regulations 
proTided  by  law,  relative  to  the  manner  of  applying  for  pardons. 
Upon  conviction  for  treason,  he  may  suspend  the  execution  of 
the  sentence  until  the  case  shall  be  reported  to  the  Legislature 
at  its  next  session,  when  the  Legislature  shall  either  pardon  or 
commute  the  sentence,  direct  the  execution  of  the  sentence,  or 
grant  a  further  reprieve.  He  shall  communicate  to  the  Legisla- 
ture at  each  session  information  of  each  case  of  reprieve,  com- 
mutation or  pardon  granted  by  him,  and  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his 
removal  from  office,  death,  inability,  resignation  or  absence  from 
the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  nnial 
the  disability  cease.  But  when  the  Governor  shall  be  absent 
from  the  State,  at  the  head  of  a  military  force  thereof,  he  shall 
continue  to  be  Commander-in-Chief. 

See.  13.  During  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  if  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  die,  resign,  be  impeached,  displaced,  be 
incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  his  office,  or  absent  from 
the  State,  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  shall  act  as 
Governor  until  the  vacancy  be  filled  or  the  disability  eeaee. 

See.  14.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  hie 
office,  be  President  of  the  Senate,  and  when  there  is  an  eqnal 
division  he  shall  give  the  castmg  vote.  In  committee  of  the 
■whole,  he  may  debate  all  questions. 

Sec  15.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  any  person  holding 
office  under  the  United  States,  or  other  office  of  tliis  State,  shall 
execute  the  office  of  Governor. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  elected  Governor  or  Lieutenant  Governor

elected.  All  votes  for  either  of  them,  for  any  Bach  office  or 
appointment,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  17.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  and  President  of  the  Senate 
^o  tempore,  when  performing  the  duties  of  Governor,  shall 
receive  the  same  compenaation  aa  the  Governor. 

Sec  18.  All  official  acts  of  the  Governor,  his  approval  of  the 
lawa  excepted,  shall  be  authenticated  by  the  great  seal  of  the 
State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Sec.  19.  All  commissions  issued  to  persons  holding  office 
under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  in  the  name 
and  by  the  authority  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Michigan, 
sealed  with  the  great  seal  of  the  State,  signed  by  the  Governor 
and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State, 

ARTICLE  Xn. 

JUDICIAL  DEPARTMESr, 

Section  L  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme 
Court,  in  circuit  courts,  probate  courts,  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  in  such  other  courts  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  authorized 
bylaw. 

Sec.  2,  The  Supreme  Court  is  continned,  subject  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  article.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the 
election  of  one  additional  judge,  so  that  the  court  shall  consist 
of  five  members,  and  for  a  classification  of  judges,  so  that  one 
shall  go  out  of  office  every  two  years.  The  Judge  having  the 
shortest  time  to  serve  shall  be  Chief  Justice  during  the  remainder 
of  hia  term  of  office.  The  term  of  office  of  a  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court  shall  be  ten  yeai-s. 

Sec.  3.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  a  general  superintend- 
ing control  over  all  other  courts  and  tribunals,  and  also  such 
appellate  jurisdiction  as  shall  bfe  provided  by  law;  and  to  that 
end  may  issue  writs  of  error,  certiorari,  mandamus,  procedendo, 
prohibition,  and  all  other  appropriate  writs  and  process.  It 
shall  also  have  original  jurisdiction  in  caaea  of  mandamus, 
habeas  corpus,  proceedings  in  the  nature  of  quo  warranto,  and 
proceedings  by  aciie-facias  to  vacate  letters  patent.    It  shall 
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have  such  jurisdiction  of  questions  resented,  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided by  law.  Its  jurisdiction  in  all  eases  not  embraced  in  this 
article,  shall  be  appellate  only, 

■  Sec.  4.  There  shall  be  held  at  least  foiu-  terms  of  the  Su- 
preme Court  annually,  one  in  each  of  the  four  judicial  districts 
of  the  Lower  Peninsula  of  the  State,  at  such  times  and  places 
as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec  5.  The  Supreme  Court  shall,  by  general  mles,  establish, 
modify  and  amend  its  practice,  and  may  also  make  all  rules 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  exercise  of  its  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion. It  may  appoint  its  own  clerks,  and  a  reporter  of  its  de-" 
eisions.  A  concurrence  of  three  judges  of  said  coiu-t  shall  be 
necessary  to  a  final  decision. 

Sec.  G.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  districts 
four  of  which  shall  consist  of  contiguous  temtoryin  the  Lower 
Peninsula;  the  fifth  shall  embrace  the  Upper  Peninsula  and 
such  portion  of  the  lower  contiguous  thereto  as  shall  be  desig- 
nated. Each  judicial  district  shall  be  subdivided  into  circuits 
of  at  least  two  in  number.  In  each  circuit  there  shall  be  elected 
by  the  electors  thereof,  one  Circuit  Judge,  who  shall  be  a 
resident  of  the  judicial  district  in  which  such  circuit  is  formed 
who  shall  hold  hia  office  for  the  term  of  eight  years.  It  shall 
be  the  ^uty  of  all  the  circuit  judges  to  meet  at  least  once  iu  two 
years,  to  establish  uniform  rules  of  practice  iu  the  circuit 
courts,  and  to  modify  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  The  Legislature  may  provide  for  the  holding  of  law 
terms  in  the  several  judicial  districts  by  the  judges  thereof,  with 
whom  may  be  associated  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Coiirt.  The 
jurisdiction  and  powers  at  such  law  terms  shall  be  such  as  may 
be  granted  by  law.  The  Legislature  may  pro-side  for  holding  a 
term  or  terms  of  the  Circuit  Court  by  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court 

Sec.  8.  A  ch;cmt  court  shall  be  held  at  least  twice  in  each 

year,  in  every  county  organized  for  judicial  purposes,  and  at 

least  three  times  in  each  year,  in  counties  containing  ten  thoua- 

nad  inhabitants.    The  judges  of  circuit  courts  in  each  judicial 
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dietrtict  shall  hold  tbe  torma  thereof,  either  within  the  circnifc 
for  which  thej  are  elected,  or  alternately  within  the  judicial 
district,  aa  they  may  elect,  or  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for 
either  or  all  of  such  judicial  districts. 

Sec.  9-  The  circuit  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in 
all  matters  civil  and  criminal,  not  excepted  in  this  Constitution, 
and  not  prohibited  by  law;  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction 
from  all  inferior  courts  and  tribunals  as  shall  be  provided  by 
law,  and  supervisory  control  of  tbe  same.  They  shall  also 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus,  mandamus,  injunc- 
tion, quo  warranto,  certiorari,  and  other  writs  neceeeary  to  carry 
into  efiect  their  orders,  judgments  and  decrees,  and  give  them 
general  control  over  inferior  courts  and  tribunala  within  their 
respective  jurisdictions. 

Sec.  10.  The  Supreme,  circuit  and  probate  courts  shall  be 
courts  of  record,  aud  shall  each  have  a  common  seal. 

Sec.  11.  The  respective  circuit  courta  held  in  each  county, 
shall  appoint  one  or  more  persons  residing  therein,  who  shall 
be  vested  vrith  such  judicirf  and  roimsterial  powers  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  12.  Whenever  a  judge  shall  remove  beyond  the  limits  of 
the  district  in  which  he  was  elected,  his  office  shall  become  ra- 
cant;  and  whenever  a  justice  of  the  peace  shall  remove  from  tbe 
township  in  which  he  was  elected,  or  be  placed  without  the  limits 
thereof  by  a  change  of  boundaries,  he  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
Ta«ftted  his  office. 

Sec  13.  Whenever  a  vacancy  occurs  in  the  office  of  judge 
of  the  Supreme,  circuit  or  probate  courts,  it  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  of  the  Governor,  which  appointment  shall  con- 
tinue until  a  successor  to  fill  such  vacancy  is  elected  and  quali- 
fied. When  elected,  such  successor  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
residue  of  the  unexpired  term. 

Sec.  14.  The  clerk  of  each  county  organized  for  judicial  pur- 
poses, shall  be  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  such  county.  The 
judges  of  the  circuit  courts  within  their  respective  jurisdictiona 
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may  fill  Tacondes  ia  the  offices  of  comity  clerk  aod  prosecnting 
attorney. 

Sec  15.  Each  of  the  Circnit  and  Supreme  Court  Judges  shall 
receive  &  salary  payable  quarterly.  They  shall  be  ineligible  to 
any  other  than  a  judicial  office,  diu-ing  their  continuance  tlierein. 
All  Totes  given  for  such  judges,  for  any  office  other  than  judicial, 
either  by  the  Legislature  or  the  people,  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  16.  In  each  organized  county  there  shall  be  a  court  of 
probate.  It  shall  have  such  probate  jurisdiction,  powers  and 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  Other  jurisdiction,  civil 
and  criminal,  may  also  be  conferred  on  any  one  or  more  courts  of 
probate.  Judges  of  probate  shall  hold  tlieir  offices  tor  a  term 
of  four  years,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of  their 
respective  counties  or  districts,  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  17.  There  shall  be  not  esceedmg  four  justices  of  the 
peace  in  each  organized  township,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
electors  of  the  township,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  four 
years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  A 
justice  elected  to  611  a  vacancy,  shall  hold  his  office  for  the 
residue  of  the  unexpired  term.  The  Legislature  may  increase 
the  number  of  justices  in  cities. 

Sec.  18.  Justices  of  the  peace  shall  have  such  civil  and  crim- 
inal jurisdiction,  and  perform  such  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed 

Sec.  19.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  he:  "  In  the  name  of 
the  People  of  the  State  ol  Michigan." 

Sea  20.  Two-thirda  of  the  members  elect  to  each  House  of 
the  Ijegislature  may  require  the  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court 
upon  important  questions  of  constitutional  law. 

AETICLE  Vm. 


Section  1.  There  shall  be  elected  at  each  general  biennial 
election,  a  Secretary  of  State,  a  State  Treasurer,  a  Commis- 
sioner of  the  State  Land  Office,  a  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  an  Auditor  General  and  an  Attorney  General,  for 
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the  term  of  two  years,  each  of  whom  shall  keep  his  office  at  the 
seat  of  government,  and  shall  perform  such  dntiea  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  Their  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  of 
every  second  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  Whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  any  of  the  State 
offices,  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  same  by  appointment,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  if  in  session. 

Sec.  4.  The  Secretary  of  State,  State  Treasnrer,  and  Com- 
missioner of  the  State  Land  Office,  shall  constitnte  a  Board  of 
State  Auditors,  to  examine  and  adjust  claims  against  the  State, 
within  such  hmits  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  They  shall 
also  constitute  a  Board  of  State  Canvassers,  to  determine  the 
result  of  all  elections  for  Governor,  Lieutentant  Governor,  all 
State  officers,  and  such  other  officers  as  shall  by  law  be  referred 
to  til  em. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

IMPE.^CHMESrg  AND  EEH0VAL9  FROM  OFFICE. 

Section  1.  The  House  of  Eepresentatives  shall  have  the  sole 
power  of  impeaching  civil  officers  for  corrupt  conduct  in  office, 
and  for  crimes  and  misdemeanors;  but  a  majority  of  the  mem-' 
bers  elected  shall  be  necessary  to  direct  an  impeachment 

Sec.  2,  Every  impeachment  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate, 
When  the  Governor  or  Lieutentant  Governor  shall  be  tried  the 
Chief  Justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  presida  When  an 
impeachment  is  directed,  the  members  of  the  Senate  shall  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation  truly  and  impartially  to  try  and  deter- 
mine the  same  according  to  the  evidence.  No  person  shall  be 
convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thu-ds  of  the  mem- 
bers elected.  Judgment  in  ease  of  impeachment  shall  not  ex- 
tend further  than  removal  from  office;  but  the  party  accused, 
whether  acquitted  or  convicted,  shall  be  liable  to  trial  and 
punishment  according  to  law. 

Sec  3.  When  an  impeachment  is  directed,  the  House  of  Eep- 
reswitfttiveB  shall  appoint,  from  their  own  body,  a  committee^ 
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whose  duty  it  aliall  be  to  prosecute  such  impeachment.  An 
impeachment  may  be  tiied  after  the  final  adjournment  of  the 
liegislature. 

Sec.  i.  Ko  officer  shall  eserciee  his  ofBce  after  an  impeaeli- 
ment  is  directed,  until  he  be  acquitted. 

Sec,  5.  The  Governor  may  make  a  pro\isional  appointment 
t«  fill  a  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  suspension  of  an  officer, 
until  he  shall  be  acquitted,  or  until-  the  election  and  quahfica- 
tion  of  a  successor. 

Sec.  G.  For  reasonable  cause,  -which  shall  not  he  sufficient 
ground  for  the  impea<;hment  of  a  Judge,  the  Governor  shall 
remove  him  on  a  concurrent  resolution  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House  of  the  Legislature,  after  the 
party  accused  shall  have  had  an  opportunity  to  be  heard  in  his 
defense;  but  the  cause  for  which  such  remo\al  is  required  shall 
be  stated  at  length  in  such  resolution. 

Sec.  7,  County,  township,  city,  village  or  school  district  officers 
may  be  removed  in  such  manner  and  for  such  cause  as  may  be 
pro-vidod  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power,  and  it  shall  be  his 
duty,  to  examine  into  the  condition  of  any  State  ofSce,  and  the 
act  of  any  State  officer,  and  to  suspend  such  officer  except  a 
judge  or  member  of  the  Legislature,  for  gross  neglect  of  duty, 
or  for  corrupt  conduct  in  office,  or  any  misfeasance  or  malfeas- 
ance therein,  and  to  maie  a  provisional  appointment  to  fill  the 
vacancy  occasioned  thereby,  and  report  the  cause  of  such  sus- 
pension to  the  Legislature,  if  in  session,  and  if  not,  then  at  the 
commencement  of  the  nest  Hession  thereof,  and  the  Legislature 
shall  proceed  to  investigate  such  cause,  and  if  found  insufficient^ 
such  officer  shall  be  reinstated  for  the  unexpired  portion  of  his 
term. 

Sec.  9.  Whenever,  dmiug  a  recess  of  the  Legislature,  it  shidl, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Governor,  become  necessary  to  direct  an 
impeachment  of  any  civil  officer,  he  may,  by  proclamation,  con- 
vene the  House  of  Kepresentatives  for  that  purpose;  and  if  the 
House,  when  so  convened,  shall  direct  an  impeachment,  he  shall 
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in  lite  manner  immediately  convene  the  Senate  to  try  such 
impeachment;  and  whenever,  in  the  opinion  of  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Eepresent stive b,  it  . 
shaU,  during  a  recesa  of  the  Legislatiire,  become  necessary  to 
direct  an  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  tbey  may,  by  their 
joint  proclamation,  convene  the  Honae  for  that  pnrpose;  and  if 
the  House  direct  such  impeachment,  the  said  President  and 
Speaker  shall,  in  like  manner,  immediately  convene  the  Senate 
to  try  such  impeachment.

Section  1.  The  GoYemor  shall  receive  an  annual  salaiy  of 
three  thousand  dollars.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  State  Treasurer 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars. 
The  Commissioner  of  the  State  Land  Oflce  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  Superintendent  of 
Public  Instruction  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars.  The  Auditor  General  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  doUara  The  Attorney  General 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  and  the  Judges  of  the  Circuit 
Courts  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
dollars.  The  Legislature  shall  have  the  power  to  increase  or 
diminish  the  salaries  of  all  officers  provided  for  in  this  article, 
by  a  Tote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elect  to  each  House. 
AH  persons  holding  office  under  the  present  Constitution  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  salaries  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  from

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AETICLE  XL 

FINASCE    AND    TAXATION. 

Section  1.  AU  specific  State  taxes  shall  be  applied  in  paying 
the  interest  on  primary  school,  uniTeraity  and  other  educational 
innds,  and  the  interest  and  principal  of  the  State  debt,  ia  the 
order  herein  recited,  until  the  extinguishment  of  the  State  debt, 
other  than  the  amounts  due  to  educational  funds,  when  such 
specific  taxes  shall  be  added  to  and  constitute  a  part  of  the 
primary  school  interest  fund. 

Sec.  2.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  an  annual  tax,  suffi- 
cient, with  other  resources,  to  pay  the  estimated  expenses  of 
the  State  government,  the  interest  of  the  State  debt,  and  such 
deficiency  as  may  occur  in  the  resources. 

Sec  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  lav?  a  sinking  fund, 
to  be  applied  solely  to  the  payment  and  extinguishment  of  the 
principal  of  the  State  debt,  other  than  the  amounts  due  to  edu- 
cational funds,  which  sinking  fund  shall  be  contmued  until  the 
extinguishment  of  such  State  debt;  and  every  law  hereafter 
enacted  by  the  Legislature,  creating  a  debt  or  authorizing  a 
loan,  shall  provide  a  sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec  4.  The  unfunded  debt  shall  not  be  funded  or  redeemed 
at  a  value  exceedmg  that  established  by  law  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty-eight. 

Sec,  5.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  meet  deficits  in 
levKine.  Such  debts  shall  not  in  the  aggregate  at  any  time 
exceed  fifty  thousand  doUars.  The  moneys  so  raised  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  obtained,  or  to  the 
payment  of  the  debts  so  contracted. 

Sec.  6.  The  State  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  sup- 
press insurrection,  or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war.  The 
money  arising  from  the  contracting  of  such  debts  shall  be 
applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  it  was  rdsed,  or  to  pay  such 
debts. 

See  7.  No  money  aball  be  paid  out  of  the  State  treasury, 
except  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  made  by  law, 
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Sec.  8.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  granted  to,  or  in 
aid  of,  any  person,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  Ko  scrip,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  State  indebt- 
fidness  shall  be  issued,  except  for  the  redemption  of  stock  pre- 
Tiouely  issued,  or  for  such  debts  as  are  expressly  authorized  in 
this  Constitution. 

Sec  10.  Tho  State  shall  not  subscribe  to,  or  be  interested  in 
the  stoct  of  any  company,  association  or  corporation. 

Sec.  H.  The  State  shall  not  be  a  party  to,  or  be  interested  in 
any  work  of  internal  improvement,  except  the  ship  canal  at  the 
Sanlt  Ste.  Marie,  nor  engage  in  can-ying  on  any  such  work, 
otherwise  than  in  the  expenditure  of  grants  to  the  State,  of 
land  or  other  property. 

Sec.  12.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  a  uniform  rale  of  tax- 
ation, escepton  property,  business  and  corporations  paying  spe- 
cific taxes.  Tases  shalE  bo  levied  on  such  property  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  13.  All  assessments  hereafter  authorized  shall  be  on 
property  at  its  cash  value. 

Sec.  It  The  Legislature  shall  ptovido  for  an  equalization  of 
assessments  on  all  taxable  property,  except  that  paying  epeeifie 
taxes,  to  be  made  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seTcnty- 
■one,  and  every  fifth  ycai-  thereafter,  by  a  State  Board  of  Equal- 
ization,  to  consist  of  one  member  from  each  Senatorial  district, 
to  be  elected  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  After  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-three,  the  said  Board  of  Equal- 
ization shall  bo  constituted  in  such  manner  as  the  Legislature 
may  direct 

Sec,  16.  Every  law  which  imposes,  continues  or  reiivea  a  tax, 
shall  distinctly  state  the  tax,  land  tho  object  to  which  it  is  to  be 
applied;  and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other  law 
to  fix  such  tax  or  object. 

Sec.  IG.  A  fun  account  of  the  State  indebtedness,  and  an 
accurate  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditm-es  of  the  public 
money,  shall  be  attached  to,  and  published  with  the  laws  passed 
-at  every  regular  session  of  the  Legislature. 
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Sec.  17.  The  State  shall  not  aasume  any  iudebtcclness  c 
connty,  township  oc  citj. 

ARTI0U3  xn. 


Section  1.  Eellgion,  morality  and  knowledge  being  necessary 
to  good  government  and  the  happiness  of  mankindj  schools  aad 
the  means  of  education  shall  forever  he  encouraged. 

See  2.  Institutions  for  the  benefit  of  those  inhabitants  who 
are  deaf,  dumb,  blind  or  insane,  ahidl  always  be  fostered  and 
supported. 

Sec.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  system  of  primary 
schools,  by  which  a  school  shall  be  miuntained  in  ea^ih  school 
district  in  the  State,  free  of  charge  for  tuition,  at  least  fovff 
months  in  the  year.  The  instruction  shall  in  all  cases  be  con- 
ducted in  the  Enghsh  language. 

Sec.  4.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  establishmeot 
and  maintenance  of  a  library  in  each  township,  and  of  at  least 
one  in  each  city.  And  all  moneys  belonging  to  the  public 
derived  from  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  or  recognizances,  im- 
posed or  ta,ken  in  the  several  conntiea,  cities  or  townships,  for 
any  breach  of  the  penal  laws  of  the  State,  after  deducting  the

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emor.     The  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  of  the  board  of  regents. 

Sec.  6.  The  regents  of  the  "University  and  their  successors  in 
of&ce,  shall  continue  to  constitute  the  body  corporate,  known  by 
the  name  and  title  of  "  the  Regents  of  the  TJDivcrsity  of 
Michigan."  ' 

Sec,  7.  The  regents  of  the  "University  shall,  as  often  as  neces- 
sary, elect  a  president  of  the  "University,  who  shall  be  ex  officio 
a  member  of  their  board,  with  the  privilege  of  speaking  but  not 
of  -voting.  He  shall  preside  at  the  meetings  of  the  regents, 
and  be  the  principal  executive  ofBcer  of  the  University.  The 
board  of  regents  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the 
University,  and  the  direction  and  control  of  all  expenditures 
from  the  "University  interest  fund. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  he  elected  three  members  of  a  State  board 
of  education,  whose  term  of  of&ce  shall  be  sis  years,  one  of 
whom  shall  be  elected  in  every  second  year,  at  the  time  of  the 
election  of  regents  of  the  University.  They  shall  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  ofBcc  on  the  first  day  of  January  nest  suc- 
ceeding their  election.  The  Superintendent  of  Public  Instrac- 
tion  shall  be  ex  officio  a  member  and  secretary  of  such  board. 
The  board  shall  have  the  general  supervision  of  the  State 
normal  school,  and  their  duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  9.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  support  and 
maintenance  of  an  agricultural  college,  for  instrnetion  in  agri- 
culture, and  the  natural  sciences  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  10.  The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  all  lands  that  have 
been  or  hereafter  may  be  granted  by  the  United  States  to  the 
State  for  educational  puipoaes,  and  the  proceeds  of  all  lands  or 
other  property  given  by  individuals,  or  appropriated  by  the 
State  for  like  purposes,  shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund, 
the  interest  and  income  of  which,  together  with  the  renta  of  all 
such  lands  as  may  remain  unsold,  shall  be  inviolably  appropri- 
ated and  annually  apphed  to  the  specific  objects  of  the  original 
gift  grant,  or  appropriation. 

Sec.  11.  Alllands,'the  title  of  which  shall  fail  from  a  defect 
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■of  heirs,  shall  escheat  to  the  State;  and  the  interest  on  the  clear 
proceeds  from  the  sale  thereof,  shaU  be  appropriated  eschisively 
to  the  support  of  primary  schools. 

ARTICLE  XIIL 


Section  1.  The  mihtia  shall  be  composed  of  all  able  bodied 
male  citizens  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years, 
except  such  as  are  exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  this  State;  but  all  citizens  of  any  rehgious  denomination, 
who,  from  scruples  of  conscience,  may  be  averse  to  bearing 
arms,  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  excused  therefrom  upon  such 
terms  and  conditions  as  shall  be  prescribed  bj  law. 

Sec.  2,  The  Legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  organizing, 
equipping  and  diselphning  the  militia  in  such  manner  as  they 
shall  deem  expedient,  not  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec  3.  Officers  of  the  mihtia  shall  be  elected  or  appointed,  and 
be  commissioned  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

ARTICLE   XIV. 


Section  1.  Each  organized  county  shall  be  a  body  corporate, 
with  such  powers  and  immunities  as  shall  be  established  by  law. 
AH  suits  and  proceedings,  by  or  against  a  county,  shall  be  in 
the  name  thereof. 

Sec.  2.  No  new  county  shall  bo  organized  without  submitting 
the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  electors  residing  therein,  nor  unless 
a  majority  voting  thereon  shall  vote  for  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  No  new  county,  containing  less  than  sixteen  towns,  as 
surveyed  by  the  United  States,  shall  be  organized  fi-om  one  or 
more  counties,  nor  shall  any  organized  county  be  reduced  by 
the  organization  of  new  counties  to  less  than  sixteen  such  tovms, 
unless  m  pursuance  of  law,  a  majontj  of  the  \otes  cast  by  the 
electors  residing  m  the  county,  or  each  of  the  counties  to  be 
thereby  so  reduced  below  sixteen  townshipq  shall  be  in  favor  of 
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such  organization:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature  from  organ- 
izing any  county  compoaed  whoily  of  islands  within  the  teeritory 
of  the  State,  or  discontinuing  any  such  county,  and  attaching 
the  same  to  the  nearest  county  or  counties  on  the  main  land. 

Sec  4.  In  each  organized  county  there  shall  bo  a  sheriff,  a 
county  clerk,  a  county  treasurer,  a  register  of  deeds,  a  proae- 
cuting  attorney,  and  such  other  officers  as  may  be  provided  by 
law,  chosen  by  the  electors  thereof  once  in  two  years,  and  as 
often  as  vacancies  shall  happen,  whose  duties  and  powers  shall 
be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature.  The  boai'd  of  supervisors  in 
any  coiuity  may  unite  the  offices  of  county  clerk  and  register  of 
deeds  in  one  office,  or  disconnect  the  same. 

Sec.  5.  The  sheriff,  county  clerk,  county  treasurer,  judge  of 
probate,  and  register  of  deeds,  shall  hold  their  ofSees  at  the 
contj  seat. 

See.  6.  The  sheriff  shall  hold  no  other  county  office,  nor  the 
office  of  superyiaor.  So  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
sheriff  for  more  than  four  in  a  period  of  sis  years.  The  county 
■hall  never  be  responsible  for  his  acts. 

Sec.  7.  A  board  of  supervisors,  consisting  of  one  from  each 
o^aniaed  township,  shall  be  established  in  each  county,  with 
such  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law, 

Sec.,.8.  Cities  shall  have  such  representation  in  the  board  of 
supervisors  as  the  Legislature  may  direct;  and  one  or  more 
additional  representatives  on  the  board  may  be  allowed  by  the 
Legislature  to  townships  containing  not  less  than  three  thou- 
sand inhabitants. 

Sec.  9.  No  county  seat,  once  established,  shall  be  removed 
until  the  place  to  which  it  is  proposed  to  be  removed  shall  be 
designated  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elect  of  the  board  of 
supervisors  of  the  county,  and  two-thirds  of  the  electors  voting 
thereon  shall  have  voted  in  favor  of  the  proposed  location,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  of  supervisors  of  any  county  may  borrow, 
or  raise  by  tax,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  and  one-half  mil!  upon.

the  dollai-,  of  the  assessed  valuation  tbereofj  for  conskucting  or 
repairing  public  buildings,  higbwajs  or  bridges;  but  no  greater 
sum  shall  be  bon-owed,  or  raised  by  tax,  for  such  purpose,  in 
any  one  year,  unless  authorized  by  a  majority  of  tbe  electors  of 
such  county  voting  thereon. 

Sec.  11.  The  board  of  county  auditors,  in  the  county  of 
Wayne,  and  in  such  other  counties  as  may  be  authorized  by 
law  to  elect  county  auditors,  and  in  every  other  county  the 
board  of  supervisors,  shall,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by 
law,  have  power  to  prescribe  the  compensation  due  for  all  eer- 
■vices  rendered  for,  and  adjust  all  claims  against  their  respective 
counties,  and  such  determination  and  adjustment  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  no  appeal.  Supervisors  and  county  auditors  shall  receive 
for  their  services  such  compensation  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

AETICLE  XV. 

TOWNSHIPS. 

Seciios  1.  Ibete  ehoU  be  elected  annually,  on  tbe  first  Tues- 
day of  March,  in  each  organized  township,  one  supervisor,  one 
township  derk,  one  township  treasurer,  one  school  inspector, 
one  commissioner  of  highways,  not  eiceeding  four  constables 
one  overseer  of  highways  for  each  highway  district,  and  such 
other  township  ofScers  as  the  Legiskture  may  by  law  provide, 
who  shall  hold  their  offices  untO  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified,  and  whose  terms  of  office,  powers  and  duties  shall  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

See.  2.  Eacli  organized  township  shall  be  a  body  wrporate, 
with  such  powers  and  immunities  as  shall  be  prescribed  bylaw. 
All  suits  and  proceedings,  -by  or  against  a  township,  shall  be  in 
the  name  thereof. 

ARTICLE  XVI. 

OrilEi!    AXD    VILLAGES. 

■  SEC?rioN  1.  The  Legislature  shall  pi-ovide  foi-  the  incorpora- 
tion of  cities  and  villages,  and  shall  restiict  fheir  powers  of 
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taxation,  borrowing  money,  contracting  debts,  and  loaning  their 
credit. 

Sec.  2.  The  mayor  and  aldermen  of  cities,  and  the  president 
and  trnstees  of  Tillages,  shall  be  elected,  and  till  other  officers 
Bhall  be  elected  or  appointed  at  such  time,  and  in  ench  manner 
as  the  Legislature  may  direct. 

ARTICLE  XVn. 

COttPOBiTIONS  OTHER  THAN    MtNICIPAI. 

Section  1.  Organizations  for  the  construction  of  railroads, 
for  the  purpose  of  banJdng,  insurance,  mining,  telegraphing, 
transacting  business  as  common  carriers,  and  religious  societies, 
shall  be  incorporated  only  imder  general  laws.  No  special  char- 
ter shall  be  granted,  nor  shall  the  franchises  given  thereby  be  en- 
larged without  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elect  to 
each  House.  Every  act  passed  pursuant  to  this  section,  may 
bo  amended,  altered  or  repealed  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers elect  to  each  House. 

Sec.  2.  The  stockholders  of  eveiy  corporation  or  association 
for  banking  purposes,  issuing  bank  notes  or  paper  credits,  to 
circulate  as  money,  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  debts 
contracted  during  the  term  of  their  being  stockholders  of  such 
corporation  or  association,  equally  and  ratably  to  the  extent  of 
their  respective  shares  of  stock  in  any  such  corporation  or 
association. 

Sec  3.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  registry  of  aU 
biUs  or  notes  issued  or  put  in  circulation  as  money,  by  any  bank 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  shall  require  secu- 
rity to  the  full  amount  of  notes  and  biUs  so  registered,  in  inter- 
est-bearing stocks  of  this  State,  or  of  the  "United  States,  which 
shall  be  deposited  with  the  State  Treasiurer,  for  the  redemption 
of  such  bills  or  notes  in  lawful  money  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4,  In  case  of  the  insolvency  of  any  bank  or  banking 
association,  the  bill-holders  shall  be  entitled  to  preference  in 
payment,  over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or  association. 

Sec.  5,  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law  authorizing  or 
Banotioning  the  suspension  ot  payments  by  any  corporation.

Sec.  fi.  The  Legislature  aUall  pass  no  law  altering  or  amend- 
iDg  any  act  of  incorporation  granted  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  without  the  assent  of 
two-thirds  of  the  roemhers  elected  to  each  House.  Xo  anch 
act  shall  be  renewed  or  extended. 

Sec.  7.  No  corporation  shall  hold  any  real  estate  for  a  longer 
period  than  ten  years  from  the  time  of  acquiring  the  same, 
unless  such  real  estate  shall  bo  actually  occupied  by  such  cxti'- 
poration  in  the  esercise  of  its  franchises.  No  real  estate  shall 
hereafter  be  withheld  from  market  for  a  longer  period  than  toi 
years,  for  the  use  or  benefit  of  any  corporation. 

Sec.  8.  The  stockholders  in  any  corporation  shall  be  indi' 
■vidually  liable  for  all  labor  done  in  behalf  of  such  corporation 
during  the  time  of  their  being  such  stockholders,  equaDy  and 
ratably  to  the  extent  of  their  respectiTe  shares  in  the  stock  erf 
snch  corporation. 

ARTICLE  SVin. 

EXEMPTIONS. 

Sectios  1.  The  personal  property  of  every  resident  of  this 
State,  to  consist  of  such  property  only  as  shall  be  designated 
by  law,  shall  be  exempted,  to  the  amount  of  not  less  than  five 
hundred  dollars,  from  sale  on  execution  or  other  final  process 
of  any  court,  issued  for  the  collection  of  any  debt. 

Sec.  2.  Every  homestead,  not  exceeding  forty  seres  of  land, 
and  the  dwelling  house  thereon,  and  the  appurtenances,  to.  be 
selected  by  the  owner  thereof,  owned  and  occupied  by  any  resi- 
dent of  this  State,  not  exceeding  in  value  twenty-five  hundred 
dollars,  shall  be  exempt  from  forced  sale  for  the  collection  of 
any  debt  on  execution  or  other  final  process  of  any  court 
Such  exemption  shall  not  extend  to  any  mortgage  thereon  law- 
fully obtained,  but  such  mortgage  or  other  alienation  of  snob. 
land,  by  the  ovmer  thereof,  if  a  married  man,  shall  not  be  valid 
without  the  signature  of  the  wife  to  the  same. 

Sec  3.  Any  resident  of  this  State,  owning  and  oecnj^ing 
a  Loose  on  land  not  bis  own,  and  claiming  the  same  as  a  home* 
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stead,  shall  be  entitled  as  to  sucli  bouse,  to  the  benefits  provided 
in  tiiis  article,  to  the  same  extent  as  if  he  were  the  owner  of 
snch  land;  but  such  exemption  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  or 
affect  the  rights  of  the  owner  of  said  land. 

Sec.  4.  If  the  owner  of  a  homestead  die,  or  desert  his  family, 
fearing  a  widow,  wife  or  children,  such  homestead  shall  be 
esempt  from  the  payment  of  his  debts  so  long  as  the  widow 
tiisH  be  without  other  homestead  of  her  own,  and  during  the 
minority  of  the  children,  or  while  the  deserted  wife  shall  occupy 
Eiud  homestead. 

See,  5,  The  real  and  personal  estate  of  every  woman,  ae- 
Cfdired  before  marriage,  and  the  property  to  which  she  may 
^erwards  become  entitled,  by  gift,  grant,  inheritance  or  de- 
TJse,  shall  be  and  remain  the  estate  and  property  of  such 
■woman,  and  shall  not  be  liable  for  the  debts,  obhgations  or  en- 
gsg<tments  of  her  husband,  and  may  be  devised,  heqncathed 
and  alienated  by  her,  as  if  she  \?ere  unmarried. 

ARTICLE  XIX. 

MISCBLLASEOCS  PROVISIOSK. 

Jit-x  l■[o^'  1.  Members  of  the  Legislature,  and  all  officers,  e»- 
oc^tive  and  judicial,  shall,  before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of 
ihejr  respective  offices,  take  and  subscribe  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation:  "  I  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  sup- 
port the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Constitu- 
tion of  this  State,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  discharge  the  duties 
el  the  office  of ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  ability." 

Sec.  2.  Judicial  and  legislative  proceedings  shall  be  con- 
dncted,  and  the  laws  and  pubHc  records  promulgated  and  pre- 
BEarved  in  the  English  language. 

Sec.  3.  The  Legislature  shall  prohibit  pubhc  officers,  receiving 
«r  having  chai'ge  of  pubHc  moneys,  from  using  or  employing 
&6  same  in  any  manner  for  their  private  use  or  benefit,  and 
giiall  provide  that  whenever  such  moneys  are  deposited  with 
■ay  person  or  corporation,  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  paid  to 
QtB  fonct  to  which  such  moneys  belong. 
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Sec  4.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  use,  or 
for  private  roads,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner, 
unless  the  necessity  lor  such  taking,  and  the  just  com- 
pensation  to  bo  paid  therefor,  shall  have  first  been  ascer- 
tained and  determined,  and  the  compensation  therefor  paid  or 
tendered  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  ■When- 
ever private  property  shall  be  taken  for  any  purpose  without 
the  limits  of  any  incorporated  city  or  village,  except  a  public 
highway,  tho  necessity  for  the  taking  thereof,  and  the  amount 
of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor,  shall  bo  first  ascertained 
and  determined  by  a  jury  of  twelve  freeholders,  or  three  com- 
missioners appointed  by  a  conrt  of  record;  and  whenever  such 
property  shall  be  taken  within  the  limits  of  any  incorporated 
city  or  village,  the  amount  of  compensation  to  be  paid  therefor 
ehftll  be  first  ascertained  and  determined  by  a  jury  of  twelve 
freeholders. 

Sec.  5.  The  Legislature  may  authorize  the  construction  of 
dams  across  navigable  streams,  and  the  improvement  of  the 
navigation  thereof;  but  such  authority  shall  not  interfere  with 
the  public  right  to  the  use  of  any  such  stream  for  any  par- 
pose  of  which  it  was  susceptible  before  such  dam  was  buUt  or 
improvement  made.

■THE   CONSIHTTIOK. 

Sectios  1.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitu- 
tion may  be  proposed  in  the  Senate  or  House  of  Representa- 
tives. If  the  same  be  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  each  House,  such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
entered  on  their  jonmols  respectively,  with  the  yeas  and  nays 
taken  thereon,  and  the  same  sliall  be  submitted  to  the  electors 
at  such  time  as  the  Legislature  shall  prescribe.  And  if  a  majority 
of  the  electors,  quaJified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature, 
voting  on  the  amendment  or  amendments  proposed,  shall  ratify 
and  approve  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the  same  shall 
beoome  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 
110 
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Sec  2-  At  any  time  after  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  one 
tliousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  the  Legislature  may  pro- 
vide for  a  Convention  to  revise  or  amend  the  Constitution. 
The  question  of  the  revision  or  amendment  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  electors  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Legislature 
in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law.  And  in  case  a 
majority  of  the  electors  votmg  at  such  election,  on  such  question, 
shall  decide  in  favor  of  a  Convention  for  such  purpose,  the 
Legislature,  at  the  nest  session  thereafter,  shall  provide  by  law 
for  the  election  of  Delegates  to  such  Convention.  All  amend- 
ments shall  tate  effect  at  the  commencement  of  the  year  after 
their  adoption,  except  as  otherwise  provided  by  law,  or  by  this 
Constitution. 

SCHEDULE. 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  changes  in  the 
Constitution  of  this  State,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into 
complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared: 

Sectios  1.  The  common  law  and  the  statute  laws  now  in 
force,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  shall  remain  in  force 
until  they  expire  by  their  own  limitation,  or  are  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Sec  2.  All  writs,  actions,  causes  of  action,  prosecutions  and 
rights  of  individuals  and  of  bodies  coiporate,  and  of  the  State, 
and  all  charters  of  incorporation,  shall  continue;  and  ail  indict- 
ments and  informations  which  shall  have  been  found  or  filed, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  found  or  filed,  for  any  crime  or 
offense  committed  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  may 
be  proceeded  upon  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place.  The  several 
courts,  except  as  hereiu  otherwise  provided,  shall  continue  with 
the  like  powers  and  jurisdiction,  both  at  law  and  in  equity,  as 
if  this  Consiiiution  had  not  been  adopted,  and  until  the  organ- 
ization of  the  judicial  department  under  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  3.  All  fines,  penalties,  forfeitures  and  escheats,  accruing 
to  the  Stat«  under  the  present  Constitution  and  laws,  shall 
accrue  to  the  use  of  the  State  under  this  Constitution. 
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Sec.  4.  All  recogmzances,  bonds,  obligations,  and  all  other 
instmmentB  entered  into  or  executed  before  the  adoption  of  thia 
Constitution,  to  the  people  of  this  State,  or  to  any  State,  county 
or  township,  or  any  pubhc  officer,  or  public  body,  or  which  may 
be  entered  into  or  executed  under  existing  laws,  "  to  the  people 
of  this  "State,"  to  any  such  ofiScer  or  public  body,  before  the 
complete  organization  of  the  dopartmeuts  of  goTcrument  under 
thia  Constitution,  shall  remain  binding  and  valid,  and  rights  and 
liabihties  upon  the  same  shall  continue,  and  may  be  prosecuted 
as  provided  by  law.  And  all  crimes  and  misdemeanors,  and 
penal  actions,  shall  be  prosecuted,  tried  and  punished  as 
though  no  change  had  taken  place,  until  otherwise  provided  by 
law. 

Sec.  !i.  All  oflicers,  civil  and  mihtary,  now  holding  any  ofiice- 
or  appointment,  shall  continue  to  hold  their  respective  offices, 
unless  removed  by  competent  authority,  until  superseded  under- 
the  laws  now  in  force,  or  under  this  Constitution. 

Sec  C.  The  members  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  Legislature  of  the  year  one  thousand  eight  himdred 
and  sixty-seven,  shall  continue  in  office  under  the  provisions  of 
law,  until  superseded  by  their  successors,  fleeted  and  qualified 
under  tliis  Constitution. 

Sec.  7.  All  county  officers,  unless  removed  by  competent 
authority,  shall  continue  to  bold  their  respective  offices  nntil  the 
tirst  day  of  Januarj-,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-nine.  The  laws  now  in  force  as  to  the  election, 
qualifications  and  duties  of  township  officers,  except  as  changed 
by  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  in  force  until  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  y.  The  present  Goveruor  and  other  State  officers,  and 
the  present  Judges  of  the  Supreme  and  Circuit  Courts,  shall 
continue  to  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  espiration  of 
the  term  for  which  they  were  elected.  The  present  members 
of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  shall  severally  continue  to 
hold  their  respective  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified  according  to  law. 
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Sec.  9.  The  probate  couiis,  the  courts  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  all  police  courts,  ehall  continue  to  esQrcise  the  jaris- 
diction  and  powers  now  conferred  upon  them  respectively,  until 
otherwise  proi-ided  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature,  at  its  first 
session  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  to  adapt  the 
present  laws  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  11.  The  Attorney  General  and  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  are  required  to  prepare  and  report  to  the  Legislature,  at 
the  commencement  of  the  nest  session,  such  changes  and  modi- 
fications in  eiisting  laws  as  may  be  deemed  neceseaiy  to  adapt 
the  same  to  this  Constitution,  and  as  may  be  best  calculated  to 
carry  into  effect  its  proTisions. 

Sec.  12.  Any  territory  attached,  or  that  may  be  attached  to 
any  county  for  judicial  purposes,  if  not  otherwise  represented, 
shall  be  considered  as  forming  a  part  of  such  county,  so  far  as 
regards  citations  for  the  purpose  of  representation. 

Sec.  13.  This  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people 
for  their  adoption  or  rejection,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  siity-eight;  audit 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  all  other  offi- 
cers required  to  give  or  publish  any  notice  in  regard  to  general 
elections,  to  give  notice  as  provided  by  law  in  case  of  an  elec- 
tion for  Governor,  that  this  Constitution  has  been  duly  submit- 
ted  to  the  electors  for  their  adoption  or  rejection  on  that  day. 
The  elections  in  cities  wherein  there  are  no  elections  held  an- 
nually in  the  month  of  April,  shall  be  held  and  conducted,  as 
near  as  may  be,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  case  of  elections 
for  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  or  Eegenta  of  the  University. 
Every  newspaper  within  this  State,  publishing,  in  the  month  of 
January  next,  this  Constitution  as  submitted,  shall  receive  as  a 
compensation  therefor  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars,  to  be  paid 
as  the  Legislature  shall  direct. 

Sec  14.  Any  person  entitled  to  vote  for  members  of  the  Leg- 
islature by  the  Constitution  and  laws  now  in  force,  shall,  at  the 
said  election,  be  entitled  to  vote  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of 
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this  Constitution,  at  the  places  and  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law  for  the  election  of  members  of  tbe  Legislature. 

See.  15.  At  the  said  eleution  a  ballot-box  shall  be  kept  by 
the  several  boards  of  inspectors  of  election  for  the  receiving  of 
votes  cast  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution;  and 
on  the  ballots  shall  be  written  or- printed,  or  partly  written  and 
partly  printed,  the  words,  "Adoption  of  the  Constitution- 
Yes;"  or,  "Adoption  of  the  Constitution— No." 

Sec.  IG.  The  canvass  of  the  votes  cast  for  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  this  Constitution,  and  the  returns  thereof,  shall  be 
made  by  the  proper  returning  officers,  in  the  same  manner  &b 
is  now  provided  by  law  for  tbe  canvass  and  return  of  votes  cast 
at  an  election  for  Regents  of  the  State  University,  as  near  as 
may  be,  and  the  return  thereof  shall  be  du-ected  to  the  Secretary 
of  State.  On  the  first  day  of  June  next,  or  within  five  days 
thereafter,  the  Auditor  General,  State  Treasurer  and  Secretary 
of  State,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  meet  at  the  Capital,  and 
proceed,  in  the  presence  of  the  Governor,  to  examine  and  canvass 
the  return  of  said  votes,  and  proclamation  shall  forthwith  be 
made  by  the  Governor,  of  the  result  thereof  If  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question  have  thereon, 
"Adoption  of  the  Constitution— Yes,"  this  Constitution  shall  be 
the  supreme  law  of  the  State  from  and  after  the  first  day  of 
July  nest;  and  any  person  declared  an  eJeotor,  and  entitled  to 
vote  by  Article  III,  of  this  Oonstitution,  shall,  from  and  after 
the  said  first  day  of  July  next,  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election, 
in  the  same  manner  and  subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  are  now  provided  by  law  for  electors  in  this  State. 
But  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  upon  the  question,  have 
thereon,  "Adoption  of  the  Constitution— No,"  the  same  shall 
be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  17.  The  Legislature,  at  its  first  session,  shall  make  such 
further  provisions  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  payment  of  all 
expenditures  of. the  Convention,  including  tbe  publication  of 
this  Constitution,  as  provided  in  this  article. 

Sec.  18.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  March,.

every  eight  years  thereafter,  one  circuit  judge  for  each  judicial 
circuit,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  day  of 
January  thereafter.  There  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  two 
judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  eight  years,  and  one  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  and 
every  second  year  thereafter  one  judge  of  said  court  shall  be 
elected.  The  terms  of  office  of  said  judges  shall  commence

Sec.  19.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  five  judicial  districts, 
and  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  counties  of  Wayne, 
Monroe,  Lenawee,  Hillsdale,  Branch  and  St.  Joseph,  shall  con- 
stitute the  first  district;  the  counties  of  Washtenaw,  Jackson,  Cal- 
-houu,  Eaton,  Kalamazoo,  Allegan,  Van  Buren,  Cass  and  Berrien, 
shall  constitute  the  second  district;  the  counties  of  Ottawa, 
Muskegon,  Oceana,  Mason,  Leelanaw,  Bari'y,  Grand  Traverse, 
Antrim,  Kent,  Ionia,  Clinton,  Montcalm,  Manistee,  Newaygo 
and  Mecosta,  with  the  territory  attached  thereto,  shah  consti- 
tute the  third  district;  the  counties  of  Shiawassee,  Ingham,  Liv- 
ingston, Crenesee,  Lapeer,  Oakland,  Macomb,  St  Clair,  Sanilac, 
Huron,  Tuscola,  Saginaw,  Midland,  Gratiot,  Isabella,  Bay,  Iosco, 
and  Alpena,  with  the  territory  attached  thereto,  shall  constitato 
the  fourth  district;  and  the  counties  of  Mackinaw,  Cheboygan,

Sec,  20.  The  judicial  districts  shall  be  sub-divided  into  circuits, 
successively  numbered;  and  untilotherwiseprovidedbylaw,  the 
counties  of  Wayne  and  Monroe  shall  constitute  the  first  circuit; 
the  counties  of  Lenawee,  Hillsdale,  Branch  and  St^  Joseph,  shall 
constitute  the  second  circuit ;  the  counties  of  Allegan,  Van  Buren, 
Cass,  Kalamazoo  and  Berrien,  shall  constitute  the  third  circuit; 
the  counties  of  Washtenaw,  Jackson,  Calhoun  and  Eaton,  shall 
constitute  the  fourth  circuit;  the  coimties of  Muskegon,  Oceana, 
Mason,  Manistee,  Leelanaw,  Grand  Traverse,  Antrim,  Newaygo 
and  Mecosta,  with  the  territory  attached  thereto,  shall  consti- 
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tnte  the  fifth  circuit;  the  counties  of  Barry,  Clinton,  Ionia, 
Kent,  Montcalm  and  Ottawa,  shall  constitute  tho  sixth  circuit; 
the  countiea  of  Ingham,  Shiawassee,  Livingston,  Genesee,  La- 
peer and  Tuscola,  shall  constitute  the  seventh  circuit;  the  coun- 
ties of  Oakland,  Macomb,  St.  Clair,  Sanilac  and  Hiuron,  shall 
constitute  the  eighth  cii-euit;  tho  counties  of  Saginaw,  Bay, 
Midland,  Gratiot,  Isabella,  Iosco  and  Alpena,  with  tho  territoiy 
attached  thereto,  shall  constitute  the  ninth  circuit;  the  counties 
of  Mackinaw,  Chippewa,  Cheboygan,  Emmet  and  Manitou,  with' 
the  territory  attached  thereto,  shall  constitute  the  tenth  circuit; 
and  the  counties  of  Ontonagon,  Houghton,  Keweenaw,  Mar- 
quette, Delta  and  Menoimnee,  with  the  tcnitory  thereto  attached, 
shall  constitute  the  eleventh  circuits  The  Legislature  shall  not 
increase  the  number  of  circuits,  or  the  number  of  judges  of  the 
circuit  courts,  as  fixed  by  this  Constitution,  until  after  the 
expiration  of  eight  years  from  the  time  of  its  adoption. 

Sec.  21.  Until  the  next  enumeration  of  inhabitants  of  this 
Stat«,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy,  the 
counties  of  Newaygo  and  Oceana  shall  each  be  entitled  to  one 
representative ;  the  comity  of  Mecosta,  with  the  territory  thereto 
attached,  one  representative;  the  county  of  Isabella,  with 
theterritoiy  thereto  attached,  one  representative;  the  county 
of  Midland,  with  the  territory  thereto  attached,  one  representa- 
tive; the  counties  of  Alpena  and  loeco,  and  the  territory 
thereto  attached,  one  representative;  the  counties  of  Menomi- 
nee and  Delta,  one  representative;  the  counties  of  Mason  and 
Manistee,  and  the  territory  thereto  attached,  one  representa- 
tive; the  counties  of  Grand  Traverse,  Benzie  and  Antrim,  and 
the  territory  thereto  attached,  one  representative;  and  the 
counties  of  Leelanaw  and  Manitou,  one  representative. 

At  th^  election  when  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  electors  of  this  State  for  adoption  or  rejection,  there  shall 
also  be  separately  submitted  to  such  electors  the  two  following 
propositions: 

First.  Sec.  8.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
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Bisty-nine,  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  of  each  year 
thereafter,  but  at  no  other  time,  except  as  provided  in  this  Con- 
stitution. The  time  of  meeting  shall  be  at  eleven  o'clock  in  the 
forenoon,  and  the  time  of  final  adjournment  shall  be  at  twelve 
o'clock  noon. 

Second.  Sec.  8.  The  Legislature  shall  meet  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-nine,  and  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January 
of  every  second  year  thereafter,  but  at  no  other  time,  except 
as  provided  in  this  Constitution.  The  time  of  meeting  shall  be 
at  eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  the  time  of  final  ad- 
journment -shall  be  at  twelve  o'clock  noon. 

A  separate  ballot  upon  either  proposition  may  be  given  by 
any  elector,  which  shall  be  deposited  in  a  ballot-box  provided 
for  that  purpose. 

On  the  ballot  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  the  above  proposi- 
tion No.  1,  sliall  be  the  words,  "  Annual  Sessions — Yes;"  and 
upon  the  ballots  in  favor  of  the  above  proposition  No.  2,  shall 
be  the  words,  "Biennial  Sessions — Yes;"  and  upon  the  head  or 
ontside  of  all  said  ballots  shall  be  the  words,  "  Annual  or  Bi- 
ennial Sessions,"  placed  in  such  a  manner  that  the  same  shall 
bo  visible  when  the  ballot  is  folded. 

If  upon  the  canvass  of  such  ballots  cast  at  such  election,  a 
majority  thereof  shall  be  found  to  contain  the  words,  "  Annual 
Sessions — Yes,"  then  said  proposition  No.  1  shall  become  and 
stand  as  section  eight,  of  Article  V,  of  this  Constitution,  if 
the  same  is  adopted;  but  if  a  majority  of  such  ballots  shall 
contain  the  words,  "Biennial  Sessions — Yes,"  then  the  above 
proposition  No.  2  shall  become  and  stand  as  section  eight,  of 
Article  V,  of  this  Constitution,  if  the  same  is  adopted. 

At  the  election,  at  the  same  time  when  the  votes  of.  the  elec- 
tors shall  be  taken  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Consti- 
tution, an  additional  sectioh  of  Article  V,  numbered  thirty- 
four,  in  the  words  following: 

Sec  34.  "  The  Legislature  shall  not  pass  any  act  authorizing 
the  grant  of  hceuse  for  the  sale  of  ardent  epiiita  or  intozica- 
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ting  liquors,  but  shall  by  law  prohibit  tiie  sale  of  the  same  as  a
